AN ACT 

To provide that any person who held a classified merit or civil service position 
that was relinquished to accept a non-merit appointment within the same agency 
shall be returned to permanent status in the relinquished classification if that person 
so chooses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any person who has held a classified position in 
any merit or civil service system within the State of Alabama or 
within any political subdivision thereof and relinquished that 
position to accept a non-merit appointment shall be returned to 
permanent status in the same merit classification which that 
person held at the time of appointment, providing that person shall: 

(a) Choose to be returned to the merit or civil service 
classification. 

(b) Have accepted a non-merit appointment to a position 
within the same agency where employment was under the merit or 
civil service system. 

(c) Not have had a break in service exceeding one (1) pay 
period. 

(d) Not have been the subject of any pending disciplinary 
action at time of appointment. 

(e) Have had at least ten years service in the merit or civil 
service system at time of appointment. 

Section 2. Any person who returns to a former civil service 
classification under the provisions of Section 1 of this Act shall 
enjoy all the benefits to which that person would be entitled had 
that person remained under the merit or civil service system 
including seniority and pay benefits as though that person had 
remained in that classification, provided that the appointed 
position shall have been an equal or higher position than was the 
merit or civil service classification. It is further provided that when 
a person returns to a former classification no person serving in that 
classification shall be reduced in classification but reduction if 
necessary shall be accomplished by attrition. 

Sections. All laws or parts of laws which are in conflict with 
this Act are repealed. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
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declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 5. This Act shall become law upon its being signed by 
the Governor, or otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend sections 40-9-19 and 40-9-21 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
homestead exemptions and an ad valorem tax exemption on the principal residences 
of totally disabled persons or persons 65 years of age or older, so as to prescribe 
further the amount of exemption and the amount of acreage allowed for such 
exemption. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 40-9-19 and 40-9-21 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975 are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-9-19. (a) Homesteads, as defined by the Constitution 
and laws of Alabama, are hereby exempted from all state ad 
valorem taxes. In no case shall the exemption herein made apply to 
more than one person, head of the family, nor shall the said 
exemption exceed $2,000.00 in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area 
for any resident of this state who is not over 65 years of age. The 
homesteads of residents of this state, over 65 years of age, or who are 
retired due to permanent and total disability, regardless of age, or 
who are blind as defined in section 1-1-3, regardless of age or 
whether such person is retired, shall be exempt from all state ad 
valorem taxes. 

“The state commissioner of revenue is hereby empowered to 
define and specify the condition or state of health that makes a 
person ‘permanently and totally disabled’ and may issue 
certificates of disability to such person as he may find meets such 
specifications. Any person who is drawing any pension or annuity 
from the armed services or a company or governmental agency as 
being permanently and totally disabled shall automatically be 
granted a certificate of permanent and total disability by the state 
commissioner of revenue. 

“(b) For tax years beginning on and after October 1, 1978, 
homesteads, as defined by the Constitution and laws of Alabama, 
are hereby exempted from all ad valorem property taxes levied, by 
any county of this state. In no case shall the exemption herein made

apply to more than one person, head of the family, nor shall the said 
exemption exceed $2,000 in assessed value, nor 160 acres in area for 
any resident of this state who is not over 65 years of age. For 
residents of this state, over 65 years of age, or who are retired due to 
permanent and total disability, regardless of age, or who are blind 
as defined in section 1-1-3, regardless of age or whether such person 
is retired, the said exemption shall not exceed $5,000.00 in assessed 
value, nor 160 acres in area. With respect to homesteads situated in 
more than one county, the exemption granted herein shall be 
prorated between the counties in which the homestead is situated in 
the proportion that the area of the homestead in each county bears 
to the total area of the homestead claimed for exemption. 

“The department of revenue may by regulation define and 
specify the condition or state of health that makes a person 
‘permanently and totally disabled’ and may issue certificates of 
disability to any person that meets such specifications. Any person 
who is drawing any pension or annuity from the armed services, a 
private company or any governmental agency because he is 
permanently and totally disabled shall automatically be granted a 
certificate of permanent and total disability by the department of 
revenue.” 

“§ 40-9-21. In addition to the persons and property exempt 
from ad valorem taxation as prescribed in section 40-9-1, the 
following shall also be exempt from ad valorem taxation: the 
principal residence and 160 acres adjacent thereto of any person 
who is totally disabled or who is 65 years of age or older having a net 
annual taxable income of $7,500.00 or less, as shown on such 
person’s and spouse’s latest United States income tax return. In the 
event that such person and spouse are not required to file a United 
States income tax return, then an affidavit indicating that the net 
taxable income of such person and spouse for the preceding taxable 
year was $7,500.00 or less shall be sufficient proof. Proof of age shall 
be furnished when the exemption provided herein is claimed. Proof 
of total disability may be, but shall not be limited to, the written 
certification of such total disability by any two physicians licensed 
to practice in this state. In order to qualify for exemption under this 
section, such principal residence must be a single-family residence 
owned and occupied by a person qualifying under this section.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to absentee voting; to alter the procedure for same; to provide further 
for absentee voting by physically disabled persons and election officers; to prescribe 
a form for absent voter oaths; to provide further for receiving and counting absentee 
ballots; to prohibit certain acts and provide penalties therefor; to increase penalties 
for certain existing crimes; and for such purposes to amend Code of Alabama 1975, 
Sections 17-10-4. 17-10-5, 17-10-6, 17-10-7, 17-10-8, 17-10-9,17-10-10, 17-10-11, 17- 
10-12 and 17-10-17. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-4 is amended 
to read as follows: 

“§ 17-10-4. 

“Such application which shall be filed with the person 
designated to serve as the absentee election manager, need not be in 
any particular form, but it shall contain sufficient information to 
identify the applicant and it shall include the applicant’s narne, 
residence address, or such other information necessary to verify 
that such applicant is a registered voter, and the address to which 
he desires the ballot to be mailed. Any applicant may have such 
assistance in filling out the application as he desires, but each 
application shall be manually signed by the applicant and, if he 
signs by mark, the name of the witness to his signature must be 
signed thereon. Such application may be handed by the applicant 
himself to the register or forwarded to him by United States mail. 
Application forms which are printed and made available to any 
applicant by the absentee election manager shall have printed 
thereon all such penalties as are herein provided for any violation of 
this chapter. 

Section 2. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-5, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 17-10-5. 

“Upon receipt of the application for an absentee ballot, if the 
applicant’s name appears on the list of qualified voters in the 
election to be held or, if the voter makes an affidavit for a 
challenged vote, he shall furnish the absentee ballot to the applicant 
by (1) forwarding it by United States mail to such person or (2) by 
handing the absentee ballot to the voter in person. 

“The official list of qualified voters herein referred to shall be 
furnished to the absentee election manager by the probate judge or 
other person preparing said list at least 21 days before the election. 
The absentee election manager shall underscore on such list the 
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name of the voter and shall write immediately beside his name the 
word ‘absentee.’ He shall enroll the name, residence and polling 
place of the applicant, and the date the application was received on 
a list of absentee voters. The absentee election manager shall each 
day enter on said list the names, addresses and polling places of 
each voter who has that day applied for an absentee ballot and shall 
post a copy of the list of applications received each day on the 
regular bulletin board or other public place in the county 
courthouse. Such list shall be maintained in the office of the clerk or 
register for 60 days after the election, at which time it shall be filed 
with the probate judge. The absentee election manager shall also, 
before the polls open at any election, cause to be delivered to the 
election officers of each polling place a list showing the name and 
address of every person whose name appears on the official list of 
qualified electors for such polling place who applied for an absentee 
ballot in the election. The name of every such person shall be 
stricken from the list of qualified electors kept at the polling place, 
and the person shall not vote again. It shall be necessary for each 
prospective absentee voter to make application for an absentee 
ballot for each election in which he proposed to vote an absentee 
ballot. 

Section 3. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-6, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 17-10-6. 

“(a) The official ballots for any election to which this chapter 
pertains shall be in the same form as the official regular ballots for 
the election, except that they shall have printed thereon the words, 
‘Official Absentee Ballot.’ 

Section 4. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-7 and 
Section 17-10-8, is amended as follows: 

“§ 17-10-7. 

“Each absentee ballot shall be accompanied by an envelope 
upon which shall be printed an affidavit. This affidavit which shall 
be used in general, special or municipal elections shall be 
substantially as follows:

“I have marked the enclosed absentee ballot voluntarily and 
that I have read or had read to me and understand the instructions 
accompanying this ballot and that I have carefully complied with 
such instructions. 

“Moreover, I further swear (or affirm) that all of the 
information given above is true and correct to the best of my 
knowledge and that I understand that by knowingly giving false 
information so as to vote illegally by absentee ballot that I shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor which is punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$1,000 and/or confinement in the county jail for not more than six 
months.

“The form of the affidavit which shall be printed on the 
envelope used in primary elections shall be the same as that used in 
general, special and municipal elections: except, that the following 
sentence shall be added and inserted therein immediately above the 
signature of the voter:

party’s committee as a requisite for participation in the election

“Such affidavit shall be sworn to in the same manner and form 
as in general, special and municipal elections.’’ 

Section 5. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-9, is 
amended to read as follows:

“Each prospective absentee voter who meets the requirements 
of this chapter shall be furnished with the absentee ballot herein 
provided for, together with two envelopes for returning his marked 
ballot. One envelope shall be a plain envelope in which the ballot 
shall be sealed by the voter after he has marked it. 

The second envelope shall have the voter’s affidavit printed on 
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the back and shall be large enough to seal the plain ballot envelope 
inside. The second envelope shall also be a return mail envelope. 

Such return mail envelope shall be addressed on the front to the 
absentee election manager and shall be endorsed on the left-hand 
upper corner thereof substantially as follows: 

“Absent Voters Ballot. State, County, Municipal, General, 
Primary or Special Election (as the case may be) to be held on the

“After marking the ballot and subscribing the oath herein 
required, the voter shall seal his ballot in the plain envelope 
provided, place that plain envelope inside the affidavit envelope, 
complete the affidavit, and shall forward it by United States mail to 
the addressee or shall hand it to him in person.” 

Section 6. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-10, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 17-10-10. 

“Upon receipt of the absentee ballot, the absentee election 
manager shall record its receipt thereof on the absentee list as 
provided in 17-10-5 and shall safely keep the ballot without 
breaking the seal of the affidavit envelope. On the day of the 
election, beginning at 12:00 Noon, the absentee election manager 
shall deliver the sealed affidavit envelopes containing absentee 
ballots to the election officials provided for in section 17-10-11, and 
such election officials shall call the name of each voter casting an 
absentee ballot with poll watchers present as may be provided 
under the laws of Alabama and shall open each affidavit envelope, 
review the affidavit to certify that such voter is entitled to vote and 
deposit the plain envelope containing the absentee ballot into a 
sealed ballot box. The absentee ballots shall upon the closing of the 
polls be counted and otherwise handled in all respects as if the said 
absentee voters were present and voting in person. As regards 
municipalities with populations of less than 10,000, in the case of 
municipal elections held at a time different from a primary or 
general election, such return mail envelopes containing the ballots 
shall be delivered to the election official of the precinct of the 
respective voters.” 

Section 7. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-11, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 17-10-11. 
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“(a) For every primary, general, special or municipal 
election, there shall be appointed three managers, two clerks and a 
returning officer, named and notified as are other election officials 
under the general laws of the state, who shall meet, at the regular 
time of closing of the election on that day, in the office of the clerk or 
register for the purpose of receiving, counting and returning the 
ballots cast by absent voters. The returns from the absent box shall 
be made as required by law for all other boxes. It shall be unlawful 
for any election official or other person to publish or make known to 
anyone the results of the county of absentee votes before the polls 
close. 

“(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a) of this 
section, in counties with populations of 50,000 or more, there shall 
be appointed three managers, two clerks and one returning officer 
for each 200 absentee ballots, or fraction thereof, cast at the 
election. In such counties, the appointing board for the election 
shall meet at least four days before the election, determine the 
number of officials to be appointed and appoint and notify them as 
other election officials are appointed and notified. 

“(c) Any person or organization authorized to appoint poll 
watchers under Sections 17-6-8 or 17-16-26 may have a single 
watcher present at the counting of absentee ballots, with such 
rights as are conferred by the aforesaid sections and by any other 
provisions of state law. 

“(d) This section shall not apply to municipal elections in 
cities and towns of less than 10,000 inhabitants which are held at a 
time different from a primary or general election.” 

Section 8. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-12, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 17-10-12. 

“Not less than 21 days prior to the holding of any election to 
which this chapter pertains, or in the case of a run-off primary 
election to which this chapter pertains, not more than 7 days after 
the first primary election, the officer charged with the printing and 
distribution of the official ballots and election supplies shall cause 
to be delivered to the absentee election manager of each county in 
which the election is held or to the person designated to serve in his 
stead a sufficient number of absentee ballots, envelopes and other 
necessary supplies. If the absentee election manager is a candidate 
with opposition in the election, he shall immediately, upon receipt 
of such ballots, envelopes and supplies, deliver the same to the 
person authorized to act in his stead, as provided for in Section 17- 
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10-13.” 

Section 9. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 17-10-17, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 17-10-17. 

“Any person who willfully changes an absentee voter’s ballot to 
the extent that it does not reflect the voter’s true ballot or any person 
who willfully votes more than once by absentee in the same election 
or any person who willfully votes for another voter or falsifies 
absentee ballot applications or verification documents so as to vote 
absentee in violation of this chapter, upon conviction, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less than one 
nor more than two years, or by a fine of not less than $500.00 nor 
more than $2,000.00, or by being both fined and imprisoned. It shall 
be unlawful for any candidatetoaidor assistor totellor suggest the 
name of any candidate to any person when he is in the process of 
voting his absentee ballot before the register or other person 
authorized to administer oaths. Any person who willfully aids any 
person unlawfully to vote an absentee ballot, any person who 
knowingly and unlawfully votes an absentee ballot and any voter 
who votes both an absentee and a regular ballot at any election shall 
be similarly punished.” 

Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To establish a student assistance program in the State of Alabama to be known 
as the Alabama Guaranteed Student Loan Program, which will guarantee loans 
made by approved lenders to residents of Alabama who are attending or plan to 
attend eligible institutions in the State or elsewhere, for the purpose of assisting 
them in meeting educational expenses: to set forth legislative findings and purposes 
underlying the Program; to designate the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education to administer the program; to vest the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education with the powers and duties reasonably needed for the effective 
implementation and administration of the Program; to provide for periodic auditing 
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of approved institutions; to provide a penalty for false statements or 
misrepresentation in connection with the program; to establish continuance of the 
Program; to designate the Attorney General as legal counsel for the Program; to 
authorize a total sum of no more than Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($250,000.00) to be transferred from the Alabama Student Assistance Program; to 
provide for severability; to repeal conflicting laws; and to provide an effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. 

As used in this Act, unless the context clearly requires a 
different meaning, the following words shall mean; 

“ACHE” — The Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 

“Approved Lender” — Any eligible institution, or any bank, 
trust company, savings and loan association, credit union, pension 
fund, or insurance company, whose primary consumer credit 
function is not the making of insured student loans and which is 
examined and supervised by the appropriate State or Federal 
regulatory agency. 

“Eligible Institution” — Any postsecondary educational 
institution which is approved by the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education for the purposes of this Program. However, an 
institution offering exclusively correspondence, independent 
study, or home study courses is not an eligible institution. 

“Full-time Student” — A student who is carrying the normal 
full-time academic workload and is maintaining satisfactory 
academic progress as defined by the educational institution in 
which that student is enrolled. 

“Half-time Student” — A student who is carrying at least one- 
half of the normal full-time academic workload as determined by 
the educational institution in which that student is enrolled. 

“Resident of Alabama” — For purposes of this Act, a resident is 
a person who attends an eligible institution within the State of 
Alabama, or who lives in Alabama and attends an eligible 
institution outside the State, or who obtains a guaranteed student 
loan from an approved lender. 

Section 2. Legislative Findings and Purposes. 

The legislature declares that there exists within the State of 
Alabama a lack of sufficient availability of loans to residents of 
Alabama who choose to attend a postsecondary educational 
institution and who have a financial need in order to pay a portion of 
all of such residents’ educationally related expenses at the 
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postsecondary educational institution. 

This act establishes a guaranteed student loan program which 
is intended to provide increased access to educational loans for 
Alabama residents. 

Section 3. Program Administration. 

The Alabama Guaranteed Student Loan Program created 
under this Act shall be administered by the Alabama Commission 
on Higher Education. The Executive Director of the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education shall have the primary 
responsibility for the administration of the Program, including 
appropriate staffing, in accordance with rules, regulations, 
policies, and procedures to be promulgated by the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education. 

Section 4. Basic Powers And Duties Of The Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education For The Alabama Guaranteed 
Student Loan Program. 

Basic Powers. The Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education (ACHE) is authorized and empowered to promulgate 
such rules, regulations, policies, and procedures as may be 
reasonable and proper in order to carry out the provisions and 
purposes of this Act. Without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, the ACHE is authorized and empowered: 

(a) To establish regulations deemed necessary to comply with 
federal regulations and legislation relative to guaranteed student 
loans. 

(b) To establish eligibility criteria for participating 
postsecondary educational institutions. 

(c) To establish reasonable eligibility criteria for the initial 
and continuing participation of approved lenders in the student 
loan program. 

(d) To guarantee loans made by approved lenders upon 
conditions prescribed by ACHE to residents who are attending or 
plan to attend eligible institutions in the State or elsewhere, for the 
purpose of assisting them in meeting educational expenses. ACHE 
may guarantee one-hundred percent of the principal and interest 
on the loans. However, the rate of interest on guaranteed loans may 
not exceed the annual rate of simple interest prescribed for state 
student loan guarantee programs pursuant to Federal law. 

(e) To guarantee loans only to students’ parents or to students 
who attend or plan to attend an eligible institution, who are at least 
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half-time students, and who are accepted for enrollment by the 
eligible institution. 

(f) To enter into contracts and guaranty agreements with 
approved lenders, state governmental agencies, corporations, and 
United States governmental agencies, including agreements for 
Federal insurance of losses resulting from death, default, 
bankruptcy, or total and permanent disability of student 
borrowers. 

(g) To pay the lender an administrative allowance of one 
percent of the principal amount of the loan up to a maximum of 
$25.00 per student granted and disbursed a guaranteed student 
loan in any given year in which funds are available; a year for 
purposes of this section shall be 1 October through 30 September. 

(h) To require that any loan guaranteed be disbursed and 
repaid in the manner and time that ACHE prescribes. 

(i) To remove an educational institution's qualified status 
upon finding, after reasonable notice and hearing, that the eligible 
institution fails to meet the standards established by the 
Commission. 

(j) To accept, use, and disburse all funds made available to the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education for the Alabama 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program. 

(k) To collect an insurance premium of not more than one 
percent per annum of the principal amount of the loan. The 
premium shall cover only the period beginning with the date of 
disbursement of the loan and ending nine to twelve months after the 
date on which the borrower will graduate from the educational 
institution which the borrower will be attending during the period 
for which the loan is sought. 

(l) To take, hold, and administer, on behalf of the loan 
program, property, and monies, and the interest and income 
derived from them, either absolutely, or in trust. The Commission 
may accept gifts, bequests, devises and loans for the purposes of this 
Program. No obligation of the loan program for losses on student 
loans resulting from death, default, bankruptcy, or total or 
permanent disability of the student borrowers is a debt of the State 
of Alabama, but shall be payable solely from the ACHE ''Student 
Loan Program Fund." 

Basic Duties. ACHE shall be responsible for the effective 
implementation and administration of the Program. ACHE shall 
issue public information; design all forms needed for the effective 
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administration of the Program; process all applications, 
certifications of eligibility, and claims; implement effective 
collection procedures; and promulgate and implement all rules, 
regulations, policies and procedures reasonably needed for the 
effective administration of the Program. Without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, the basic duties of ACHE also include 
administration in the following areas: 

(a) Funds received under the loan program shall be deposited 
by ACHE in a separate account known as the “Student Loan 
Program Fund'’. The money remaining in the “Student Loan 
Program Fund” at the end of a state fiscal year shall not revert to 
the Special Educational Trust Fund or any other State fund. After 
consultation with the director of the loan program, ACHE shall 
invest such funds. The funds invested, and any income earned on 
accounts so invested, shall become a part of the “Student Loan 
Program Fund”. 

(b) The property, income, obligations, and activities of the 
Program are exempt from all state and local taxation. 

(c) Upon default by the borrower on a loan guaranteed under 
this Program, and before the commencement of a suit or other 
enforcement proceedings upon security for the loan, the holder of 
the guaranteed loan obligation shall promptly notify ACHE, and 
ACHE shall draw upon the “Student Loan Program Fund” and 
shall pay the holder of that loan as soon as the amount is 
determined. ACHE shall determine the amount of loss in 
accordance with its rules; however, the amount of loss may not 
exceed the unpaid balance of the principal amount and the unpaid 
accrued interest. 

Upon payment by ACHE of the guaranteed portion of the loss, 
ACHE shall be subrogated to the rights of the holder of the 
obligation upon the insured loan, and ACHE shall be entitled to an 
assignment of the note or other evidence of the guaranteed loan by 
the holder. 

This section does not preclude any forbearance for the benefit 
of the student borrower agreed upon by the parties to the 
guaranteed loan and ACHE, 

The holder of a guaranteed loan shall exercise reasonable care 
and diligence in the making, servicing, and collecting of loans. 
ACHE may disqualify an approved lender from the guarantee of 
further loans upon finding, after reasonable notice and hearing, 
that the lender has substantially failed to exercise reasonable care 
and diligence in the making and collecting of loans. The 
disqualification shall continue until ACHE is satisfied that the

lender will exercise reasonable care and diligence in the future. 

Section 5. Audit. 

Each approved institution and eligible institution shall be 
subject to examination at any time by ACHE or the Examiner of 
Public Accounts for the purpose of determining whether such 
institution has complied with the provisions of this Act and the 
rules and regulations promulgated pursuant to this Act. 

Section 6. False Statements or Misrepresentations. 

Any person who knowingly makes or furnishes any false 
statement or misrepresentation, or who accepts such false 
statement or misrepresentation knowing the same to be false, for 
the purpose of enabling an individual or institution to wrongfully 
obtain monies under this program, shall be guilty of a Class A 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be subject to a fine 
or to imprisonment, or to both, as such misdemeanor is defined in 
Act No. 607, S. 33 of the 1977 Regular Session (Acts 1977, Vol. II, p. 
812). 

Section 7. Continuance Of The Program. 

The loan program may not be dissolved until all guaranteed 
loans have been repaid by the borrowers, or if in default, by ACHE. 
Upon dissolution of the loan program, all the property and monies 
of the Program not owed to the Federal government shall vest in the 
Special Educational Trust Fund, or its successor fund. 

Section 8. Legal Counsel For The Program. 

The Attorney General or his agent shall act as legal counsel to 
ACHE for the Alabama Guaranteed Student Loan Program. When 
the collection of loans on which ACHE has met its guarantee 
obligation requires legal action outside the State of Alabama, 
ACHE, upon recommendation of the Attorney General, may 
employ private, out-of-state counsel and expend its own funds to 
pay for this service. 

Section 9. Fund Transfer Authorization. 

A total sum of no more than Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($250,000.00) is hereby authorized to be transferred from 
the Alabama Student Assistance Program for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1980. These transferred funds shall be used 
only for the purposes of establishing a reserve fund for 
guaranteeing loans to eligible students attending qualified 
institutions as defined in this Act and the administrative expenses 
incident thereto, and implementing the provisions of this Act. 
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Section 10. Severability. 

The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act be 
held unconstitutional or invalid, such holding shall not affect any 
other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or other 
portion of this Act. 

Section 11. Conflicting Laws. 

All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 

Section 12. Effective Date. 

This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

WHEREAS the wild turkey is undoubtedly the most noble of 
all game birds upon the North American Continent; and 

WHEREAS Alabama has one of the largest per acre 
populations of wild turkeys of any state in the United States; and 

WHEREAS the reputation of the Alabama wild turkey for 
being crafty, wary and difficult to kill is legendary; and 

WHEREAS the wild turkey is beyond any doubt the wild game 
bird most fitting to be designated as the official state game bird for 
the State of Alabama; now therefore. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The wild turkey is hereby designated and named 
the official state game bird for the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
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becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To establish the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs; to provide for 
the efficient coordination of and cooperation in the programs of the various 
governmental agencies, political subdivisions of the state, private groups and 
institutions, as required by 0MB Circulars A-95 and 102 engaged within this state in 
promoting the human, economic and physical resources of the state or in the several 
regions or areas thereof; to provide for the efficient and coordinated procurement 
and use by state governmental agencies, political subdivisions of the state, 
instrumentalities, and institutions of loans, grants, and other forms of assistance 
from the federal government; to provide for the appointment of the Director of the 
Office of State Planning and Federal Programs and the employees of the Office of 
State Planning and Federal Programs; to define the powers and duties of the Office 
of State Planning and Federal Programs; to provide for the compensation and 
benefits of said employees; to transfer to the Office of State Planning and Federal 
Programs all functions, powers, authority and duties and all the books, records, 
supplies, equipment, personnel, and property and assets of whatsoever nature, 
heretofore had, exercised, used or employed by the Alabama Development Office in 
the pursuit of the functions herein delineated, including: 1) state planning and 
programming; 2) proposing or designating areas for the purposes of administering 
programs which receive aid under federal acts in various political subdivisions or 
regions: and 3) area-wide planning, review and advise on projects, coordination, and 
informational services for state and federal grant-in-aid programs; to specifically 
state the legislative intent is to maintain and retain all the powers, duties, 
responsibilities, personnel, property and assets of whatsoever nature, not involved in 
federal programs and federal grants and federal assistance, in the Alabama 
Development Office, and in the director of the Alabama Development Office, as the 
case may be, and that Alabama Development Office shall retain all of its authority, 
powers, duties, responsibilities, and functions for industrial development; to 
prescribe that the governor shall have certain duties, powers, and responsibilities 
therefor; to provide for the merit system status of certain employees: to exclude 
certain agencies from the provisions of this act; and to repeal all laws and parts of 
laws in conflict with this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions: 

For the purposes of this Act: 

''A-95” shall refer to the process of evaluation, review, and 
coordination of Federal and federally assisted programs and 
projects. 

‘'A-102'' shall refer to the process of establishing uniform 
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administrative requirements for programs that provide financial 
assistance through grant or contractual arrangements. 

“Governmental unit” shall mean and include counties and 
municipalities. 

“Governing body” shall mean the chief legislative body of a 
governmental unit. 

“Municipality” shall mean and include cities, towns, villages 
and other incorporated jurisdictions. 

“Region” shall mean and include all the geographical area 
contained within the aggregate territorial limits of all 
governmental units participating in a regional planning and 
development commission as stipulated in Sections 41-9-181 
through 41-9-183 and 41-9-200 through 41-9-201 of The Code of 
Alabama, 1975. 

“Review and Comment” shall mean review and comment of the 
Office of State Planning and Federal Programs as directly related 
to those federal programs covered under currently effective Office 
of Management and Budget(OMB) Circular A-95, A-102, and other 
appropriate 0MB Circulars. 

Section 2. It specifically is the legislative intent to maintain 
and retain all of the powers, duties, responsibilities, personnel, 
property and assets of whatsoever nature, not involved in federal 
programs and federal grants and federal assistance, in the 
Alabama Development Office and in the director of the Alabama 
Development Office, as the case may be and that the Alabama 
Development Office shall retain all of its authority, powers, duties, 
responsibilities and functions for industrial development. 

Section 3. The legislature finds and declares that: 

(a) the people of this state have a fundamental interest in the 
orderly development of the state and its regions; 

(b) the state has a positive interest in the preparation and 
maintenance of long-term, comprehensive plans for the economic, 
physical and human resource development of the whole state and of 
each of its regions which plans can serve as guides for local 
governmental units and state departments and agencies; 

(c) the continued growth of the state and the readjustment of 
the people to the changing economy of the state, present problems 
which can best be solved by overall state planning guidance for 
their solution; 

(d) local governmental planning and program 
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implementation can be strengthened when done in relation to and 
coordinated with the planning efforts and program 
implementation of the state and of the regions of the state; 

(e) orderly and harmonious coordination of state and local 
plans and programs with those of the federal government, state and 
regional planning and programming requires direct leadership by 
the governor; 

(f) the state has a positive interest in assisting the various 
local governmental units, and state departments, agencies, and 
institutions, in the procurement of various forms of assistance from 
the federal government for the benefit of the people of the state and 
to meet critical state needs; 

(g) orderly and efficient administration of state finances and 
programs, and improved state assistance to local governmental 
units, and state departments, agencies, political subdivisions and 
institutions in the procurement of federal assistance can most 
effectively be accomplished if the state can monitor the types, 
amounts, and purposes of advances, loans, grants, contributions 
and any other form of assistance from the federal government 
which is applied for and/or accepted by departments, agencies, 
institutions and political subdivisions of the state. 

It is the purpose of this act to promote the development of the 
state’s human, economic, and physical resources, and to promote 
the health, safety, and general welfare of its citizens, by creating 
within the executive branch, an agency for comprehensive 
statewide planning and federal assistance oversight. The agency 
shall act as an advisory, consulting, monitoring, and coordinating 
agency to harmonize activities at all levels of government, render 
technical assistance to governmental units and political 
subdivisions of this state, and stimulate public interest and 
participation in the human resource, economic and physical 
development of the state, and as these relate to federal programs, 
federal grants and federal assistance. 

Section 4. (a) There is hereby created the Office of State 

Planning and Federal Programs within the Office of the Governor 
and directly under his supervision and control. The Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs shall consist of the Governor as the 
state planning and federal programs officer, a chief administrative 
officer to be designated as Director of the Office of State Planning 
and Federal Programs, who shall be appointed by the Governor, 
and serve at his pleasure, at a salary to be set in the same manner 
and with the same limitations as otherwise provided by law for 
executive department heads. The director of the Office of State 
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Planning and Federal Programs shall be a member of such boards 
and commissions, as they relate to his authority under the 
provisions of this act and as required and currently authorized 
under the various federal programs for the director of the Alabama 
Development Office, and as approved by the Governor. All other 
employees necessary to carry out the duties and functions of the 
Office of State Planning and Federal Programs shall be employed 
subject to the provisions of the state merit system laws and shall be 
entitled to the same rights and benefits thereunder. Salaries set for 
employees shall not exceed the salary set by law for Executive 
Department heads, (b) The Governor, through the Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs, shall encourage comprehensive 
and coordinated planning and programming of the affairs of state 
government, (c) The Governor may direct any state department or 
other agency of state government, directly under his control and 
supervision, to furnish the Office of State Planning and Federal 
Programs with such personnel, equipment, and services as are 
necessary to enable it to carry out its responsibilities and duties, 
and he may prescribe the terms thereof, including reimbursement 
of costs therefor. 

Section 5. The Governor, in carrying out his responsibilities 
under this act, may establish advisory committees or councils and 
appoint the members thereto, which members shall serve at his 
pleasure. Members shall serve without compensation, but shall be 
reimbursed for the necessary and actual expenses incurred in the 
performance of their duties. The Governor shall designate the 
chairman and such other officers as he may deem necessary for 
each advisory committee or council. Advisory committees or 
councils, established pursuant to this section, shall meet at the call 
of their chairman, or of the director of the Office of State Planning 
and Federal Programs. 

Section 6. The Office of State Planning and Federal 
Programs shall be the principal staff agency of the executive 
branch to plan with the other departments of state government, and 
with other governmental units, for the comprehensive development 
of the state’s human, economic and physical resources and their 
relevance for programs administered by the state and the 
governmental structure required to put such programs into effect. 
The purpose of such planning shall be to insure that the maximum 
benefit will accrue to the state from the advances, loans, grants, and 
other forms of assistance made available to local governmental 
units and state departments, agencies, and institutions by the 
federal government, or any agency, or any political subdivision 
thereof. It shall provide information, assistance, and staff support 
by all appropriate means available. The Office of State Planning 
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and Federal Programs shall perform all duties and exercise all the 
powers and authority relative to state, regional and local planning, 
and to the study and review of plans, programs, and federal aid 
applications filed with the federal government heretofore vested in 
the Alabama Development Office. All the functions, powers, 
authority and duties relative to carrying on a planning program for 
the human, economic, and physical development of the state and the 
counties and municipalities thereof, including the preparation of a 
state master plan as well as the authority to provide an assistance 
program to regions, counties and municipalities in the preparation 
of comprehensive physical plans for such regions, counties and 
municipalities vested by Sections 41-9-181 through 41-9-183, and 
41-9-200 through 41-9-204 of The Code of Alabama 1975 in the 
Alabama Development Office and as they relate to federal 
programs, federal grants or federal assistance, are confirmed, 
continued, transferred to and hereafter shall be vested in the Office 
of State Planning and Federal Programs. All books, records, 
supplies, funds, equipment, personnel, and assets and property of 
whatsoever nature, heretofore had, exercised, used or employed by 
the Alabama Development Office in the pursuit of the functions 
herein delineated are also hereby transferred to the Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs. 

Section 7. The powers and duties of the Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs shall be as follows: 

(a) to develop a comprehensive state plan, and yearly updates 
to the plan, to be submitted by the Governor to the legislature for its 
consideration: 

(b) to develop, for approval by the Governor and the 
legislature, long-range plans and policies for the orderly and 
coordinated growth of the state, including but not limited to, 
functional plans; 

(c) to prepare special reports and make available the results 
of the research, studies, and other activities, through publications, 
memoranda, briefings, and expert testimony; 

(d) to analyze the quality and quantity of services required for 
the continued orderly and long-range growth of the state, taking 
into consideration the relationship of activities, capabilities, and 
future plans of local units of government, area commissions, 
development districts, private enterprise, and the state and federal 
govei nment; 

(e) to encourage the coordination of the planning and 
programming activities of all state departments, agencies, and 
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institutions, local levels of government, and other public and 
private bodies with the state; 

(f) to advise and consult with regional, county, and local units 
of government and planning and development agencies on matters 
of planning; 

(g) at the direction of the Governor, and in cooperation with 
the state budget division of the finance department, survey, review 
and appraise the accomplishments of state government in 
achieving its goals and objectives; 

(h) to apply for, accept and disburse advances, loans, grants, 
contributions and any other form of assistance from the federal 
government, the state, or other public body, or from any sources, 
public or private, for the purposes of this act, and enter into and 
carry out contracts or agreements in connection therewith, and 
include in any contract for financial assistance with the federal 
government such conditions imposed pursuant to federal laws as it 
may deem reasonable and appropriate and which are not 
inconsistent with the purposes of this act; 

(i) to make grants from said appropriations to regional 
planning and development commissions which are certified to 
receive such grants by the Governor, under the provisions of law 
heretofore or hereafter enacted providing for the delineation and 
designation of state planning and development districts and 
authorizing the governing bodies of counties and municipalities to 
establish regional planning and development commissions, in 
Sections 11-85-50 through 11-85-56 and 11-85-58 of The Code of 
Alabama, 1975; 

O') to advise and consult with state agencies, departments and 
institutions, political subdivisions, and local units of government 
for the purpose of increasing their capacity to identify and obtain 
all forms of federal assistance; 

(k) to review and comment on all local and areawide 
applications for federal planning assistance, or delegate such 
authority to a regional planning and development commission; 

(l) to review and comment upon prior to their submission, as 
required by 0MB A-95 regulations, plans, programs, and federal 
assistance applications filed with the federal government by state 
departments, agencies, and institutions; 

(m) to maintain a record of and periodically analyze all action 
taken by any federal agency concerning plans, programs, and 
federal assistance applications submitted to the federal 
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government or any instrumentality of the federal government by 
state departments, agencies, and institutions, local governmental 
units, and political subdivisions of the state; 

(n) to monitor and analyze the sources, types, amounts, and 
purposes of federal assistance received by state agencies, 
departments, and institutions, local governmental units, and 
political subdivisions; 

(o) to provide information and recommendations to the 
Governor and legislature with respect to federal programs of state 
interest or programs pending congressional or federal 
administrative action which may affect or be of interest to the state 
or any of its agencies or political subdivisions; 

(p) to promote the development and coordination of the 
federal assistance activities of all state departments, agencies and 
institutions, local levels of government, and other public and 
private bodies within the state to meet state needs; 

(q) to insure that data used by the federal government and its 
agencies and instrumentalities for calculating the state’s share of 
formula-based federal assistance are accurate; 

(r) to represent the Governor, and serve as an official liaison 
for the state in respect to federal assistance programs available to 
the state and its agencies and political subdivisions and be 
responsible for the establishment of responsible representation to 
assist in securing maximum benefits of the many forms of federal 
assistance; 

(s) to exercise all other powers necessary and proper for the 
discharge of its duties, including the promulgation of reasonable 
rules and regulations and to perform such other functions and 
duties of the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs as may 
from time to time be assigned by the director of the Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs. All state agencies, departments, 
institutions, and political subdivisions are hereby empowered and 
authorized to make available to the Office of State Planning and 
Federal Programs such reasonable assistance and information as 
the office may request in carrying out the intentions and purposes 
of this act; 

(t) it is the intent of this act that all reference herein to the 
duties and functions regarding review and comment of the Office of 
State Planning and Federal Programs be directly related to those 
federal programs covered under currently effective Office 
Management and Budget circular A-95, A-102, and other 
appropriate Office of Management and Budget circulars.

Section 8. All parts of the state appropriation and any funds 
from federal sources heretofore made to the Alabama Development 
Office for the Planning Office functions are hereby transferred to 
the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs. 

Section 9. The director of the Office of State Planning and 
Federal Programs is authorized to employ one person in the 
unclassified service; without participation in the State Merit 
System; provided, however, that such person shall be entitled to the 
same rights, privileges and benefits as provided for classified 
employees within the State Merit System.

AN ACT 

To abolish the state industrial board and to transfer certain of its powers, duties, 
functions and authority, together with records, property and funds and assets of 
whatsoever nature, to the Alabama industrial development advisory board; to create 
the Alabama industrial development advisory board and to provide for the powers, 
authority, appointment, terms, removal from office, and compensation of the 
members of such board; to provide that the board will consist of nine members at- 
large, appointed by the governor who shall be the chairman thereof; to provide that 
the board shall advise and consult with the governor and director of Alabama 
development office relative to industrial and commercial development and 
programs therefor, including facilitation of foreign investment within the state; to 
transfer to the Alabama industrial development advisory board those duties and 
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powers prescribed in Section 41-9-183 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, except those 
prescribed for the office of state planning and federal programs by legislative act; to 
amend Section 41-9-184 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, relating to the bureau of 
publicity and information, so as to require the director to cooperate in matters of 
economic expansion and promotion with the Alabama industrial development 
advisory board and the director of the Alabama development office; and to repeal 
conflicting laws. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. (a) There is hereby created and established the 
Alabama industrial development advisory board. The Alabama 
industrial development advisory board shall consist of nine 
members at-large who shall be appointed by the governor for terms 
of two (2) years each and the governor, as chairman of the board. 
When appointing members of the board, the governor shall select 
citizens who are outstanding in the fields of manufacture and 
processing, business and commercial enterprise, engineering and 
industrial development, natural resources, electric and gas 
utilities, industrial real estate and industrial property 
management, banking and finance, labor relations and mass 
communications. 

The initial terms of the appointees shall be as follows: four (4) 
riembers for one year and five (5) members for two years. 
Subsequent appointments shall be for two-year terms, and 
appointments to fill vacancies shall be for the unexpired terms. 
Provided, however, members may be appointed for successive 
terms at the discretion of the chairman. 

Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, the 
members of the board shall take the oath of office prescribed for 
other state officers. The members of the board shall hold office only 
during the tenure of the governor making the appointment and 
until their successors are appointed and qualified. The governor 
may remove any member of the board who fails to attend its 
meetings regularly or to perform properly his duties as a member 
of the board, by notifying the member in writing of his removal. 

(b) Each member shall be paid the actual and necessary 
expenses incurred in the performance of his duties ^ a member of 
the board when approved by the chairman. Ex officio members of 
the board shall receive no additional compensation for their 
services as members of the board. 

The board may have an appropriate seal with such words and 
emblem as it may prescribe. 

A majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. The secretary shall notify each member in 
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writing of all meetings of the board in such manner and under such 
rules and regulations as the board may prescribe. The board shall 
adopt rules and regulations for the transaction of its business, and 
the secretary shall keep a record of all its proceedings and, upon 
request, furnish a copy thereof to each member of the board. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the said board to consult with 
the governor and the director of the Alabama development office, to 
advise the governor of the industrial possibilities of the state and to 
furnish him with such information and studies as it deems 
desirable to accomplish a comprehensive program for the 
promotion of the commercial and industrial development of the 
state and the counties and municipalities thereof, and as the 
governor may request. It shall also consult and advise in the 
facilitation of foreign investment and foreign industry location 
within the state, as the governor may request. 

Section 3. Effective with the passage of this act, all powers, 
duties, functions and authority invested in the state industrial 
development board, including those in Section 41-9-183 of the Code 
of Alabama, 1975, shall be continued, transferred to and hereafter 
shall be vested in the Alabama industrial development advisory 
board, except those powers, duties and functions prescribed for the 
office of state planning and federal programs by legislative act of 
the current session of the legislature. All books, records, supplies, 
funds, equipment, personnel, assets and property of whatsoever 
nature, heretofore had, exercised, used or employed by the state 
industrial development board are transferred to the Alabama 
industrial development advisory board and all laws or parts of laws 
relating to the state industrial development board shall be repealed 
and the said state industrial development board shall be abolished. 

Section 4. Section 41-9-184 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 41-9-184. 

“The authority of the state bureau of publicity and information 
to plan and conduct all state programs of information and publicity 
designed to attract tourists to the state of Alabama is hereby 
confirmed and continued; provided, however, that the director of 
the state bureau of publicity and information shall cooperate to the 
fullest possible extent with the Alabama industrial development 
advisory board and the director of Alabama development office, 
toward the end that an integrated program of economic expansion 
and promotion may be pursued by the public agencies of this state.” 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
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of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 

NAMING THE INDUSTRIAL TRAINING CENTER 
NEWLY CONSTRUCTED AT BESSEMER STATE 
TECHNICAL COLLEGE, “MILLSAP INDUSTRIAL 
TRAINING CENTER” 

WHEREAS, Mr. Robert Millsap has served as Chairman of 
Bessemer State Technical College’s Advisory Council since 1965, 
and has contributed many hours of his time in the development of 
the College in providing leadership with business and industry 
representatives; and 

WHEREAS, it was through his efforts and dedication for 
Trade and Technical Education that brought about the 
establishment of Bessemer Trade School through state officials and 
the Trade School and Junior College Authority in 1962-1963; Mr.

AN ACT 

To provide that a legal licensed lending institution, a vendor making credit sales 
or credit leases, any financial institution operating in Alabama or any individual 
may charge and collect an interest surcharge; and to provide for an alternative 
maximum allowable interest rate or finance charge to be determined by the prime 
rate charged by certain banks; to provide for open-end credit plans; and to provide 
for the termination of the provisions of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In addition to other lawful charges under various 
state laws, and notwithstanding any restrictions thereunder, a 
legal licensed lending institution, a vendor making credit sales or 
credit leases, any financial institution operating in Alabama or any 
i ndividual may, if provided in the contract, charge and collect at the 
time of making a loan or credit sale or lease, on each contract of 
loan, sale or lease, an interest surcharge of not more than 2% of the 
amount financed, not to exceed $20. In addition to any rebate to 
which the borrower is otherwise entitled, when any loan upon 
which any interest surcharge has been charged is prepaid in full by 
any means within 90 days of date of the loan, the lender shall refund 
or credit the debtor with a prorata portion of the fee, except that in 
such event an amount of no less than $2 may be retained by the 
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lender. 

Section 2. As an alternative to any other interest or finance 
charge allowed by state laws, and any law or regulation to the 
contrary notwithstanding, a lender, a vendor or lessor in credit 
sales or leases, any financial institution operating in Alabama or 
any individual may, in connection with any credit sale or lease or 
upon any type or class of loan, charge a maximum allowable rate on 
the amount of such loan, lease or sale, not to exceed two percentage 
points above the prime rate at the time such loan, lease or sales 
contract is executed; or if the debt is created under an open-end 
credit plan, the maximum finance charge in connection therewith 
shall be 1%% per month on the first $750 or less, and 154 % per month 
on the excess, of any unpaid balance from time to time thereunder. 
For the purpose of this act, the prime rate shall be the average of the 
prime rates reported by the three largest banks in New York City 
as of the close of business three business days immediately 
preceding the date on which the loan or sale is made. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are cumulative to and not 
in derogation of rights under other provisions of state or federal law 
and shall not in any way repeal, amend or modify the provisions of 
Public Law 96-221 enacted by the Congress of the United States 
and approved March 31, 1980. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law; provided, however, that the provisions of this act 
shall become null and void July 1,1981 and shall have no force and 
effect unless such provisions are continued by act of the legislature.

AN ACT 

To provide a flat fee on certain vehicles using liquefied petroleum gas as fuel in 
lieu of an excise tax on such fuel; to provide procedures for application and payment 
of fees; to provide for the governing of the decal; and to provide penalties. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. In lieu of an excise tax on liquefied petroleum gas 
used to propel motor vehicles over the highways of this state, there 
is hereby levied an annual flat fee on the following vehicles which 
require a motor vehicle license using liquefied petroleum gas as 
fuel: 


(1) 

passenger automobiles, pickup 
trucks under one ton 

$ 75.00 

(2) 

flatbed trucks, vans and 
trucks one ton or over 

$ 85.00 

(3) 

bobtail trucks 

$150.00 

(4) 

tractor/trailer units 

$175.00 


Section 2. Every person owning and/or operating such 
vehicles shall make application for and obtain an annual decal from 
the Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board which shall serve as an 
identification marker that said flat fee has been paid. Each decal 
issued by the Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board shall not exceed a cost 
of $5.00. The decal shall be in such form and of such size as the 
Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board shall prescribe. Such decal shall be 
attached or affixed to the vehicle in the place and manner 
prescribed by the Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board. The first decals, 
provided for in this act shall be issued October 1,1980, for a term of 
six months and thereafter the term of the decals shall begin at April 
1 of each year and expire on March 31 of the following year. If any 
passenger automobile or truck is acquired, L.P.G. system installed 
or vehicle put in operation after September 30 the fee shall be one 
half the flat fee stated in Section 1. 

Section 3. Every person required to make application for and 
receive a decal under this act shall at the time of making said 
application remit to the Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board the total 
amount of the flat fee due plus the cost of the decal issued. The 
proceeds of the flat fee shall be deposited by the Liquefied 
Petroleum Gas Board in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Public Road and Bridge Fund. The proceeds of the decal issuance 
fee shall be deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board Fund. Any administration costs 
relating to such decals shall be paid by the Liquefied Petroleum Gas 
Board from such fees collected. Said costs are hereby appropriated 
from the Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board Fund. 

Section 4. The Liquefied Petroleum Gas Board is authorized 
to promulgate any rules and regulations necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this act. 
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Section 5. Any person who fails to obtain a current decal 
within (30) thirty days of the date said decal is required as provided 
in this act, shall be liable for a penalty of 20% of the fee required at 
the date decal is purchased in addition to the fee. Said penalty shall 
be paid at the same time and in the same manner as the flat fee; and 
such penalty shall be deposited by the Liquefied Petroleum Gas 
Board in the State Treasury, to the credit of the Liquefied 
Petroleum Gas Board Fund. 

Section 6. If an out of state vehicle comes to a propane dealer 
in the state of Alabama to purchase fuel, the dealer must collect in 
lieu any fees levied by this act an amount equal to the current 
Alabama Motor Fuel Tax in effect and remit these funds to the 
Alabama LP-Gas Board before the 20th of the following month 
after the date of the sale. 

Section 7. Any vehicles owned and operated by the state or 
any incorporated municipality therein or any vehicle not requiring 
a license plate or motor vehicle license, including but not limited to 
fork lift trucks and agricultural vehicles shall not be subject to the 
provisions of this act. 

Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are to the extent of such conflict, hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall become effective October 1, 1980 
following its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 44-1-51, Code of Alabama 1975, which relates to the 
membership of the Youth Services Board, so as to increase the membership. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 44-1-51, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 44-1-51. (a) The governor shall be the ex officio chairman 
of the youth services board. 

“(b) The board shall be composed of 18 voting members, five 
of whom shall be the commissioner of the state department of 
pensions and security, the state superintendent of education, the 
commissioner of the state department of mental health, the state 
health officer and the director of the Alabama law enforcement 
planning agency, each of whom may delegate his or her vote to any 
agent or employee of the said agencies by written notification 10 
days prior to a meeting of the board. 

“(c) The chairman, vice-chairman and secretary of the board 
shall be elected by the members thereof. The chairman shall vote 
only in the case of a tie. 

“(d) The speaker of the Alabama house of representatives 
shall appoint two members to be selected from the membership of 
said house, and the presiding officer of the Alabama senate shall 
appoint two members to be selected from the membership of said 
senate. 

The president of the Alabama council of juvenile court judges 
shall appoint one member to be selected from the membership of 
said council. The chairman of the Alabama chief probation officers 
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association shall appoint one member to be selected from the 
membephip of said association. The governor shall appoint the 
remaining seven members of the board, as representatives of the 
public, one such member to be selected from each of the 
congressional districts of the state as they existed on January 19, 
1972. 

“(e) The term of each member representative of the public 
appointed by the governor shall be determined by lot at the first 
meeting of the board following September 3, 1973. Two of such 
members shall serve five-year terms, two shall serve two-year 
terms and one each shall serve three, four and six-year terms, 
respectively. Thereafter, the term of any such member 
representative of the public shall be six years. The terms of office of 
the appointed legislative members shall be for the duration of their 
respective elected terms of office to the senate or house of 
representatives. The term of office of the member representative of 
the Alabama council of juvenile court judges and the member 
representative of the chief probation officers association shall be six 
years. 

“(f) If any appointed legislative member should die, cease to 
be a member of the legislature or resign from the board, such 
vacancy shall be filled by the speaker of the house or presiding 
officer of the senate, such member to be selected from the respective 
legislative body. Vacancies in other positions appointed by the 
speaker of the house of representatives or the presiding officer of 
the senate shall be filled by said appointing authorities. If the 
appointed juvenile court judge should die, cease to be a juvenile 
court judge or resign from the board, the president of the Alabama 
council of juvenile court judges shall appoint a successor for the 
unexpired term of such a member. If the appointed chief probation 
officer should die, cease to be a probation officer or resign from the 
board, the chairman of the Alabama chief probation officers 
association shall appoint a successor for the unexpired term of such 
a member. If a vacancy occurs in the appointed membership, upon 
certification thereof by the board, the governor shall appoint a 
person to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term of said member. If 
any person holding any state office named in this section should 
cease to hold such office by reason of death, resignation, expiration 
of term of office or for any other reason, then his successor in office 
shall take his place as a member of the board. 

“(g) No member of the board shall draw any salary in 
addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may 
render or for any deed he may perform in connection with the 
board. The member representative of the Alabama council of 
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juvenile court judges, the member representative of the Alabama 
chief probation officers association and each member 
representative of the public shall receive $25.00 per day and 
mileage expense at the state rate of mileage reimbursement while 
attending meetings of the board or while engaged in other official 
duties at the request of the board. The legislative members shall 
receive their regular legislative compensation and mileage when 
actively engaged in board business. 

“(h) All proceedings of the board shall be reduced to writing 
by the secretary of the board, shall be signed by at least six 
members of the board and shall be recorded in a substantially 
bound book and filed in the office of the secretary, who shall be the 
custodian of the records of the board. Copies of such proceedings, 
when certified by the secretary of the board, shall be received in all 
courts as prima facie evidence of the matters and things therein set 
forth.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide in addition to benefits now received, a graduated percentage cost-of- 
living increase to all persons retired under the Teachers’ Retirement System and 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, prior to October 1,1979, provided that 
no person whose retirement under the Employees’ Retirernent System is based 
primarily upon service as an employee of an employer participating under Section 
36-27-6, shall be entitled to receive said increase unless the employer by which he 
was employed elects to come under the provisions of this Act; provided further that 
employees in this class whose employer was a local board of education or a state 
supported institution of higher education shall be entitled to said increase and the 
cost associated therewith shall be financed from existing funds of the Employees 
Retirement System and the Teachers’ Retirement System under certain conditions; 
to provide that any person whose eligibility to receive Medicaid benefits would be 
impaired by the increase granted herein shall not be entitled to receive said increase; 
to provide that such increase shall not apply to persons receiving benefits under the 
Judicial Retirement Fund of Alabama; and to provide for the repeal of conflicting 
laws. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby provided, commencing October 1, 
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1980, to any person retired prior to October 1, 1979, under the 
Teachers’ Retirement System or Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama and who is receiving a retirement allowance therefrom, a 
cost-of-living increase in his maximum retirement allowance as 
follows; 

A. If such person retired prior to October 1, 1963, a 15% 
increase in his maximum retirement allowance, provided that he 
shall receive an increase of not less than $30, nor more than $60 per 
month; and provided further that, if such person retired under the 
provisions of Section 36-27-7, Code of Alabama 1975, and/or Act 
No. 807 of the 1977 Regular Session (now appearing as Section 36- 
27-7.1, Code of Alabama 1975), he shall receive an increase of not 
less than $15, nor more than $40, per month. 

B. If such person retired on or after October 1,1963, but prior 
to October 1, 1973, a 10% increase in his maximum retirement 
allowance, provided that he shall receive an increase of not less than 
$20, nor more than $40, per month; and provided further that, if 
such person retired under the provisions of Section 36-27-7, Code of 
Alabama 1975, and/or Act No. 807 of the 1977 Regular Session (now 
appearing as Section 36-27-7.1, Code of Alabama 1975), he shall 
receive an increase of not less than $10, nor more than $20, per 
month. 

C. If such person retired on or after October 1,1973, but prior 
to October 1, 1979, a 5% increase in his maximum retirement 
allowance, provided that he shall receive an increase of not less than 
$10, nor more than $30, per month; and provided further that, if 
such person retired under the provisions of Section 37-27-7, Code of 
Alabama 1975, and/or Act No. 807 of the 1977 Regular Session (now 
appearing as Section 36-27-7.1, Code of Alabama 1975), he shall 
receive an increase of not less than $5, nor more than $15, per 
month. 

Section 2. Any person retired under the Judicial Retirement 
Fund of Alabama as provided for in Title 12, Chapter 18, Code of 
Alabama 1975, shall not be deemed a retiree of the Teachers’ or 
Employees’ Retirement Systems of Alabama for purposes of this 
Act and shall not be entitled to receive the cost-of-living increase 
provided. 

Section 3. (a) There is hereby allocated and expended from 
existing funds of the Teachers’ Retirement System, or from such 
funds as are appropriated to the Teachers’ Retirement System for 
the fiscal year 1980-81, such amounts as are necessary and 
available to carry out the provisions of this Act, as they relate to the 
Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama, for the fiscal year 
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beginning October 1, 1980. 

(b) There is hereby allocated and expended from existing 
funds of the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, or from 
such funds as are appropriated to the Employees’ Retirement 
System for the fiscal year 1980-81, such amounts as are necessary 
and available to carry out the provisions of this Act, as they relate to 
retired employees of local boards of education and state institutions 
of higher education who are retired under the Employees’ 
Retirement System, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1980, 
and for each fiscal year thereafter. 

(c) 1. There is hereby allocated and expended from existing 
funds of the State Employees’ Retirement System, or from such 
funds as are appropriated to the Employees’ Retirement System for 
the fiscal year 1980-81, such amounts as are necessary and 
available to carry out the provisions of this Act, as they relate to the 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, for the fiscal year 
beginning October 1, 1980. 

2. The board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System 
of Alabama shall determine annually the amount required to pay 
the cost of the increased allowances under Section 1 of this Act and 
shall notify the chief fiscal officer of each employer the per centum 
rates of earnable compensation of the members required to be paid 
to the retirement system. Each employer of members of the 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama shall pay on account of 
the increases provided in Section 1 of this Act in the same manner 
and from the same source of funds as is provided in Section 36-27-24 
of the Code of Alabama 1975, it being the intent of the legislature 
that the cost of providing the increases in Section 1 of this Act shall 
be distributed from all funds in proportion to the salaries paid 
therefrom for active members. 

(d) Subsequent expenditures from the Teachers’ and 
Employees’ Retirement Systems shall be reduced to only the 
amount necessary to fund the benefit increases herein provided in 
Section 1 of this Act. 

(e) No person whose retirement under the Teachers’ or 
Employees’ Retirement System is based primarily upon service as 
an employee of an employer participating under Section 36-27-6 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975, shall be entitled to the benefits provided 
in Section 1 of this Act, unless such employer elects to come under 
the provisions of said section. Any employer making such election, 
except local boards of education and state institutions of higher 
education for which funding is provided above herein, must bear 
the cost of cost-of-living increases paid to its former employees 
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pursuant to this section. Any employer participating under Section 
36-27-6 may elect to come under the provisions of this section at the 
beginning of any future fiscal year and said employer shall not be 
required to pay said cost-of-living increase retroactively. 

Section 4. Any person who receives benefits under the 
Medicaid program and whose eligibility for such benefits would be 
impaired by the cost-of-living increase provided in Section 1 of this 
Act shall not be entitled to receive said increase. Any person who 
shall subsequently apply for benefits under the Medicaid program 
and such persons’ eligibility to receive benefits is impaired by the 
cost-of-living increase provided in Section 1 of this Act, shall not be 
entitled to receive said increase subsequent to the date the member 
files application for benefits under the Medicaid program. 

Section 5. It is the intent of the Legislature that the 
graduated cost-of-living increase granted to certain retired persons 
under the provisions of this Act be financed, if possible, from 
existing funds of the Employees’ Retirement System and the 
Teachers’ Retirement System under the following provisions and 
conditions: 

A. (1) If any actuary firm employed by the board of control 
of the Employees’ Retirement System and/or the Teachers’ 
Retirement System finds that the authorized cost-of-living increase 
can be paid for the fiscal year 1980-81 from existing funds of the 
systems without having serious adverse impact actuarily on the 
retirement system, the boards of control of the retirement systems 
are hereby authorized and instructed to pay such cost-of-living 
increase beginning October 1, 1980. It is the intent of this 
legislation as pertains to future like funding, that such funding 
shall be made in accordance with Section 16-25-28, Code of 
Alabama, 1975, as pertains to actuarial soundness. 

(2) Further provided, if the actuarial report is not received by 
October 1,1980, but meets the above condition when it is received 
during fiscal year 1980-81, then the cost-of-living increase shall be 
paid retroactively to October 1, 1980. 

B. If the conditions in “A” above are not met, the cost-of-living 
increase shall be paid beginning October 1,1981, and the cost of this 
benefit shall be included in the amount certified by the board of 
control to be contributed by the State under the provisions of 
Sections 16-25-21 or 36-27-24, Code of Alabama 1975, or any other 
applicable provision of law. 

The provisions of this section shall govern and override any 
seeming or actual conflicts with other provisions of this Act. 
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Section 6. The provisions of this Act are supplemental. It 
shall be construed in pari materia with other laws regulating and 
providing for the payment of retirement benefits to retired 
members of the Teachers’ and Employees’ Retirement Systems of 
Alabama: however, those laws or parts of laws which are in direct 
conflict or inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. The provisions of this Act shall become effective 
October 1, 1980, following its passage by the Alabama Legislature 
and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 9-13-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to forest fire 
protection so as to provide for the requirement of obtaining burning permits before 
setting a controlled fire: to provide for revokingsuch permits; and to provide further 
for criminal penalties for violations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 9-13-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“9-13-11. (a) It shall be a Class C Felony for every person, 
firm, association or corporation who: 

“(1) willfully, maliciously or intentionally burns, sets fire to, 
or causes to be burned or any fire to be set to any forest, grass, 
woodlands, or other inflammable vegetation on any lands not 
owned, leased, controlled, or in the lawful possession of the person, 
firm, association or corporation setting such fire or burning such 
lands or causing such fire to be set or lands to be burned: 

“(2) shall have in his possession or shall set, throw or place any 
device, instrument or paraphernalia in or adjacent to any forest. 
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grass, woodlands or other inflammable vegetation, which forest, 
grass, woodland or other inflammable vegetation is not owned, 
leased, controlled or in the lawful possession of the person 
possessing such device, instrument or paraphernalia; 

“(b) It shall be a Class B misdemeanor for any person, firm, 
association or corporation: 

‘ (1) who allows a fire to escape from land owned, leased or 
controlled by him, whereby any property of another is injured or 
destroyed; 

''(2) who shall burn any brush, stumps, logs, rubbish, fallen 
timber, grass, stubble or debris of any sort, whether on one's own 
land or that of another, without taking reasonably necessary 
precautions, both before lighting the fire and all times thereafter to 
prevent the escape thereof; 

“(3) who shall set fire to any brush, stumps, logs, rubbish, 
fallen timber, grass, stubble or debris of any sort within or near any 
forest or woodland, unless the area surrounding said material to be 
burned shall be cleared of all inflammable material for a 
reasonably safe distance in all directions and maintained free of all 
inflammable material so long as such fire shall continue to burn; 

“(4) who shall set a fire within or near any forest, woodland or 
grass land without clearing the ground immediately around it free 
from material which will carry fire, or shall leave such fire before it 
is totally extinguished or start a fire in any forest, woodland or 
grassland by throwing away a lighted cigar, cigarette, match or by 
the use of firearms or in any other manner and leave the same 
unextinguished; 

''(5) who shall destroy, remove, injure or deface any fire 
warning or notices or deface any inscription or devices comprising 
such notices; 

^^(6) who shall burn any new ground, field, grasslands, or 
woodlands, adjoining woodlands or grasslands of another within 
any area which has been placed under organized forest fire 
protection by the state forestry commission without first obtaining 
verbal authorization from the state forestry commission by 
obtaining a burning permit number. 

“(c) (1) Burning permits may be obtained from the district 
operations center when the center is in active operation. The 
following criteria must be met: 

a. The person requesting the permit must have adequate tools, 
equipment and manpower to stay with and control the fire during 
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the entire burning period. 

b. The person requesting the permit is responsible to keep the fire 
confined. 

c. In no case will the person requesting the permit allow the fire to 
be unattended until it is dead out. 

“(2) Burning permits will be issued if the individual 
requesting the permit states that the above criteria will be met 
unless the state forester shall declare a fire alert. Under fire alert 
conditions the state forester may allow issuance of permits at his 
discretion, taking into account the number of fires burning in the 
district, current and projected weather conditions, the ability of the 
person seeking the permit to contain the fire and that individual’s 
knowledge of fire behavior and other factors which may affect fires 
and fire behavior. A fire alert will be issued by the state forester for 
any district or portion of a district that in the opinion of the state 
forester, has existing conditions which produce extraordinary 
danger from fire. 

“(3) If subsequent to issuance of a permit a lawfully 
authorized fire escapes to the lands of another and an investigation 
reveals that the permit holder did not meet all the criteria as set 
forth above, the fire will be treated as if no legal authorization had 
been obtained. 

“(4) A burning permit once issued may be revoked if the 
person requesting the permit fails to comply with proper burning 
procedures or if weather conditions develop which may result in 
erratic fire behavior. 

“(d) An area shall be deemed legally placed under organized 
forest fire protection by the state forestry commission of the state of 
Alabama upon proclamation of the state forester. Such 
proclamation shall describe the lands placed in said area and shall 
be published once a week for two consecutive weeks in a newspaper 
published in the county where the lands composing said area are 
located. If there are no newspapers published in the county where 
said lands are located, then said proclamation shall be published in 
a newspaper of an adjoining county. In the event the lands 
composing said area are located in more than one county, such 
proclamation shall be so published in a newspaper in each county 
where said lands are located. Beginning with the twelfth day after 
the first publication of said proclamation in said newspaper or 
newspapers, the lands described in the proclamation shall be 
deemed in an area under organized fire protection. Upon the trial of 
any person, firm or corporation for the violation of any provision of 
this section, a certified copy of said proclamation executed by the 
state forester shall be admissible in evidence and shall be 
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conclusive evidence of the fact that the lands described in said 
proclamation constitute an area under organized forest fire 
protection within the meaning of this section. 

^^(c) All moneys collected for any violation of this section as 
fines, forfeitures, etc., shall go to the Alabama forestry commission 
fund and shall be used in defraying the expense of the 
administration of such state forestry commission.^' 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 87-3-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, known as the Alabama 
Motor Carrier Act. so as to provide that any motor carrier who transports property 
exclusively by open top dump trucks and trailers without pneumatic loading and 
unloading devices shall be exempt from those provisions of the Motor Carrier Act 
which provide for the filing of tariffs, schedules or contracts or the establishment of 
rates and to provide that all carriage by such vehicles be conducted pursuant to an 
otherwise lawful agreement. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 37-3-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

^‘Section 37-3-4. 

^^(a) This chapter shall not be construed to apply to: 

^^(1) a. School buses or other motor vehicles which are owned 
by county boards of education or under contract with county boards 
of education, regardless of whether or not such school buses and 
other motor vehicles are being used exclusively for the 
transportation of school children and school teachers to and from 
school and provided such school buses and other motor vehicles do 
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not take on passengers for fare on a certificated route. 

“b. Motor vehicles for hire while operating wholly within the 
limits of a city or incorporated town or within the police jurisdiction 
thereof, or between two or more incorporated towns or cities whose 
city limits join or are contiguous or whose police jurisdictions join or 
are contiguous. 

“c. Motor vehicles while used in the transportation of 
property when the owner of the vehicle is legally and regularly 
engaged in the business of selling such property and is the owner 
and has the legal title to the motor vehicle involved; also, motor 
vehicles if engaged in hauling milk, livestock, coal, logs, lumber, 
poles, pulpwood, cotton in bales, cottonseed, fertilizer, peanuts, 
potatoes or any other agricultural commodity of any kind (but not 
manufactured products thereof); or motor vehicles hauling road 
materials and paid by the state of Alabama, or paid by any county 
or other political subdivision thereof, or paid by any contractor 
performing work for the state of Alabama, or any county or other 
political subdivision thereof, for a distance not exceeding 50 niiles; 
and motor vehicles used exclusively in the transportation of milk in 
thermal or artificially cooled bodies or containers; except, that this 
subsection shall not be construed to exempt from the provisions of 
chapter 19 of Title 40 of this Code any motor carrier who operates 
under a certificate or permit granted under the authority of the 
Alabama public service commission. 

“All motor vehicles hauling property for hire and which are in 
any respect exempt under subdivision (1) a. of this section must, 
before transporting any exempt property, secure a permit from the 
department of revenue of the state of Alabama, which permit may 
be furnished without cost upon proper application where there are 
no legal objections thereto; and such permit shall be issued under 
reasonable rules and regulations promulgated by the department 
of revenue of the state of Alabama. 

“(2) Motor vehicles owned or operated by or on behalf of hotels 
and used exclusively for the transportation of hotel patrons. 

“(3) Motor vehicles owned and operated by the United States, 
this state or any county, municipality or other political subdivision 
of this state. 

“(4) Motor vehicles controlled and operated by any farmer 
while used in the transportation of agricultural commodities and 
products thereof, whether for himself or another farmer, or in the 
transportation of supplies to or from the farm. 

“(5) Motor vehicles controlled and operated by a bona fide 
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cooperative association as defined by the General Agricultural 
Marketing Act, approved June 15,1929, as amended, or organized 
or existing under any state cooperative marketing act, while used 
exclusively in the conduct of the business of such association. 

“(6) Motor vehicles while used exclusively in the 
transportation of newspapers and magazines and United States 
mail. 

“(7) Motor vehicles owned by a farmer used occasionally in 
transporting household goods and furniture. 

‘^(8) Motor vehicles, except taxicabs or airport limousines, 
used primarily for hauling 14 or fewer, passengers to and from 
their regular places of employment, including the organizers, 
sponsors or promoters of such vehicles where the operator of the 
vehicle is not otherwise engaged in transportation for hire and is 
engaged in a not-for-profit operation; provided, that the Alabama 
public service commission may require the operators of such motor 
vehicles to register with the public service commission, and the 
public service commission may inspect these motor vehicles as it 
deems necessary for purposes of safety. 

“(9) Church owned buses used for carrying passengers to and 
from religious services, regardless of size and capacity. 

^Xb) In addition to all other exclusions and exemptions from 
the application of this chapter, there are hereby exempted from the 
operation and provisions of this chapter ambulances and hearses 
wherever used or operated in this state. 

No motor carrier who transports property exclusively in 
open top dump truck and trailers without pneumatic loading and 
unloading devices shall be subject to any provisions of this chapter 
which require the filing of tariffs, schedules of charges or contracts 
or the establishment or participation in any published rates. 
Nothing contained herein, however, shall exempt any motor 
carrier providing service in such vehicles from complying with all 
other provisions of this chapter. 

“Any carriage heretofore or hereafter conducted by motor 
carriers exclusively in such vehicles pursuant to an otherwise 
lawful agreement shall not be declared invalid because it was not in 
compliance with any tariff, schedule of rates or contracts required 
by this chapter and no penalties, fines, assessments, or recovery of 
charges in excess of or below any prescribed rates may be levied 
against or recovered by any shipper or motor carrier as a result of 
said carriage.” 
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Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

WHEREAS, it is abhorrent to members of the Alabama 
Legislature that the federal medium security facilities at 
Talladega, Alabama are being used to house scores of Cuban 
refugees who, according to a federal spokesman, have failed to pass 
security screening by the FBI and CIA; and 

WHEREAS, as these refugees have been separated from 
thousands of others being housed in Florida, it is obvious that they 
are confined as prisoners of the United States government and as 
suspected felons with Cuban criminal records; and 

WHEREAS, should these prisoners not be deported within six 
months of deportation hearings, they must be released from prison 
which might well result in a mass influx of hardened criminals into 
the Talladega Community; and 

WHEREAS, further, based on past experience, the citizens of 
Alabama have every right to fear the possibility of imminent 
release of these prisoners, at any time, upon order of some federal 
judge; and 

WHEREAS, a question also arises as to why these security 
facilities with room to house perhaps hundreds of suspected Cuban 
criminals could not have been used, at least temporarily, to help 
alleviate the overcrowded conditions of our state prisons until such 
time as new facilities can be acquired; now therefore,

AN ACT 

To prevent any employer from discharging any employee solely because he 
serves on any jury empanelled under any state or federal statute; prescribing a cause 
of action for any employee who is so discharged and providing for both actual and 
punitive damages. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. No employer in this state may discharge any 
employee solely because he serves on any jury empanelled under 
any state or federal statute provided the employee reports for work 
on his next regularly scheduled hour after being dismissed from 
any jury. 

Section 2. Any employee who is so discharged shall have a 
cause of action against the employer for said discharge in any court 
of competent jurisdiction in this state and shall be entitled to 
recover both actual and punitive damages. 

Section 3. The provisions of this Act are supplemental to any 
statutes, existing or to be enacted in the future, that are designed to 
protect and safeguard a citizen’s right and duty to serve on a lawful 
jury, and the provisions of this Act shall not repeal or supersede the 
provisions of any law not directly inconsistent herewith. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 25-8-2,25-8-5,25-8-9,25-8-11,25-8-14,25-8-16,25-8-18,25-8- 
23, 25-8-26, 25-8-28, and 25-8-30 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the child 
labor law, so as to regulate further the employment of certain children and to 
prescribe additional penalties for violations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 25-8-2,25-8-5,25-8-9,25-8-11,25-8-14,25- 
8-16, 25-8-18, 25-8-23, 25-8-26, 25-8-28, and 25-8-30 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to the child labor laws, are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
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''Section 25-8-2. No child under the age of 16 years shall be 
employed, permitted or suffered to work at any of the following 
occupations, positions or places: 

"(1) Operating or assisting in operating any of the following 
machines: 

"a. Circular or band saws; 

“b. Wood shapers; 

"c. Wood jointers; 

“d. Planers; 

“e. Sand paper or wood polishing machinery; 

"f. Wood turning or boring machinery; 

"g. Machines used in picking wool, cotton, hair or any other 
material; 

“h. Job or cylinder printing presses; 

"i. Boring or drilling presses; 

"j. Stamping machines used in sheet metal or tin ware, or in 
paper or leather manufacturing or in washer or nut factories; 

“k. Metal or paper cutting machines; 

“1. Corner staying machines; 

“m. Steam boilers; 

“n. Dough brakes or cracker machinery of any description; 

“o. Wire or iron straightening or drawing machinery; 

"p. Rolling mill machinery; 

“q. Power punches or shears; 

“r. Washing, grinding or mixing machinery; 

“s. Laundry machinery; 

"(2) In any work in or about a rolling mill, machine shop or 
manufacturing establishment which is hazardous, or dangerous to 
health, limb or life; 

"(3) In proximity to any hazardous or unguarded gearing; 

"(4) Upon any railroad, whether steam, electric or hydraulic; 

"(5) Upon any vessel or boat engaged in navigation or 
commerce within the jurisdiction of this state; 

"(6) In, about or in connection with any processes in which 
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dangerous or poisonous acids are used; 

“(7) In the manufacture or packing of paints, colors, or white 
or red lead; 

“(8) In soldering or welding; 

“(9) In occupations causing dust in injurious quantities; 

“(10) In the manufacture or use of poisonous dyes; 

“(11) In the manufacture or preparation of compositions with 
dangerous or poisonous gases; 

“(12) In the manufacture or use of compositions of lye in 
which the quantity is injurious to health; 

“(13) On scaffolding; 

“(14) In the building trades; 

“(15) In any tunnel or excavation; 

“(16) Assorting, manufacturing or packing tobacco; 

“(17) Operating any automobile, motor car or truck; 

“(18) As fire fighters; 

“(19) In airport hangars or landing strips or taxi and 
maintenance aprons; 

“(20) In any place or occupation which the state board of 
health may declare dangerous to life or limb or injurious to the 
health or morals of children under 16 years of age. 

“Section 25-8-5. No child under 16 years of age shall be 
employed, permitted or suffered to work in any gainful occupation 
during the hours in which the public schools of the district in which 
the child resides are in session, unless such child has completed the 
course of study required for secondary schools. Minors 14 and 15 
years of age, when school attendance has been waived, may, upon 
recommendation of the superintendent of education in the area, and 
the chief child labor inspector, be issued a certificate for 
employment in nonhazardous occupations. The hours restrictions 
will not be waived. None of the provisions of this section shall apply 
to agricultural workers or domestic service workers. 

“Section 25-8-9. (a) No person under 16 years of age shall 
engage in such occupations mentioned in section 25-8-7 unless he 
has secured and has with him a permit as required by this section. 
Such permit shall be issued by the superintendent or principal of 
schools, or some person designated by him in writing, and shall be 
granted only after the child has applied to him personally, and has 
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established in the manner provided in this article for procuring an 
employment certificate that he is 12 years of age or over, or if 
engaged only in distributing papers or periodicals on fixed routes, 
that he is 10 years of age or over, and is a regular attendant at 
school. 

“(b) The official charged with enforcement of this chapter 
shall have authority to investigate each case where he believes that 
the child holding a permit under this section is not entitled to its 
possession, and if he is satisfied from the evidence that the child has 
secured the permit through misrepresentation or fraud, such 
official shall have authority to revoke the permit and return it to the 
official who issued it. Use of a permit shall be revoked or suspended 
in case the child’s school record is notsatisfactory to the principal of 
the school which he attends, by either the officer who issued the 
permit or by any official charged with the enforcement of this 
article. 

“Section 25-8-11. No person under 18 years of age shall be 
employed or permitted or suffered to work at any of the following 
occupations, positions or places: 

“(1) In or about or in connection with any mine, coke breaker, 
coke oven or quarry in any capacity. 

“(2) In wrecking, demolition or shipbreaking. 

“(3) In that part of the establishment where alcoholic 
beverages are sold, served or dispensed for consumption on the 
premises; provided, that this subdivision shall not prohibit the 
employment of persons 16 years of age or older as busboys, 
dishwashers, janitors, cooks, or as hostesses and seaters restricted 
to that occupation of leading patrons to seats. Persons age 16 and 17 
who are in the above named occupations are prohibited from 
performing any other occupation in such establishments. This 
subdivision shall not apply to any member of the immediate family 
of the owner or operator of such establishment if said member does 
not serve, sell, dispense or handle alcoholic beverages. 

“Section 25-8-14. (a) The person authorized to issue 
employment certificates shall not issue any certificate unless the 
child personally makes application to him, and until he receives, 
approves and files the following papers duly executed; 

“(1) A written statement of the person, firm or corporation 
into whose service the child is to enter to the effect that he intends to 
employ the child, which statement shall give the nature of the 
occupation for which the child is employed; 

“(2) If the child is to work outside school hours on school days.

a school record signed by the principal or teacher of the school 
attended by the child to the effect that he is a regular attendant at 
school and is performing satisfactory school work; 

“(3) One of the following evidences of age, establishing the 
fact that the minor is of the legal minimum age for the job in which 
he is to be employed, is required in the order designated: 

“a. A certified copy of the child’s birth certificate; 

“b. A certified copy of the child’s baptismal record showing 
the date of birth and place of baptism; 

“c. A bona fide contemporary bible record of birth; 

“d. A life insurance policy which has been in force for at least 
one year; 

“e. A passport or certificate of arrival in the United States 
which shows the age of the child: or 

“f. If, in any instance the officer authorized to issue such 
certificates is satisfied that none of the above proofs of age can be 
produced and the parent, guardian or custodian shall make 
affidavit that none of the above proofs of age can be produced by 
him, other evidence of age, satisfactory to the person authorized to 
issue employment certificates, such as a school record of age, if 
available, and an affidavit of age sworn to by the parent, guardian 
or custodian of such child, when accompanied by a certificate of 
physical age of such child, signed by a duly licensed physician, but a 
school record, or parent’s, guardian’s or custodian’s affidavit, 
certificate or other written statement of age alone shall not be 
accepted; 

“(4) A statement signed and dated by a parent or guardian of 
the minor stating the minor’s age and date of birth and approval of 
said minor’s performing duties described by the prospective 
employer. 

“(b) The issuing officer is authorized to administer oaths for 
affidavits establishing age. 

“Section 25-8-16. The officer issuing employment certificates 
is authorized to issue age certificates for children 16 years of age 
and over in the same manner and upon the same requirements as 
for issuing employment certificates: except that the school record 
and parental approval is waived. Such officer is authorized to issue 
special employment certificates in the same manner and subject to 
the same requirements as employment certificates, school records 
being waived for persons who are 12 and under 14 years of age to 
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work in business offices or mercantile establishments during 
vacation when the public schools are not in session. A certificate 
issued for the employment of a minor before or after school hours on 
school days or on Saturdays shall not be valid for the employment of 
any child for more than four hours in any school day, or 28 hours in 
any school week. In the event any child^s school record is not 
satisfactory to the principal of the school, the employment 
certificate shall be revoked or suspended either by the issuing 
officer or any person charged with the enforcement of laws 
regulating the employment of minors. 

“Section 25-8-18. All employment certificates shall state the 
full name, place of and date of birth of the child, with the name and 
address of the parent, guardian or person sustaining the parental 
relationship to such child, and shall contain a statement dated and 
signed by the issuing officer that the child has personally appeared 
before him and that proofs of age and other legal qualifications as 
required in this chapter have been submitted and filed. The printed 
form of certificates and other papers required in the issuing of 
certificates shall be drafted by the department of industrial 
relations and furnished by it to the local and county 
superintendents of education. 

“Section 25-8-23. Every school attendance officer shall report 
to the department of industrial relations any and all violations of 
this chapter coming to his knowledge. Such school attendance 
officers shall have the same right of access to establishments where 
minors are or may be employed or detained, and of inspection of 
such establishments as is given by law to the department of 
industrial relations; provided, that a report of every such entry and 
inspection of said establishments shall be made to the department 
of industrial relations. School attendance officers when authorized 
by the department of industrial relations shall have the same 
authority to institute prosecutions as is given by law to the 
department of industrial relations. 

“Section 25-8-26. The department of industrial relations shall 
have free access at any time to any establishment where minors are, 
or may be, employed, and any person who refuses to allow said 
department to have free access to any such establishment and every 
part thereof, or who hinders or obstructs such inspections, or who 
makes any false statement to the department about the 
establishment, its operation or condition, or about any person 
working therein, or who refuses to comply with any order issued 
under authority of section 25-8-4 shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be fined not less than $100.00 nor more than $250.00, and, 
on subsequent conviction, shall be fined not less than $500.00. 
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“Section 25-8-28. Any person who sells or offers for sale or 
furnishes any article of any description to a person under 16 years of 
age to be used for the purpose of sale or barter upon the streets or in 
any public place, shall first ascertain whether such person has his 
permit with him as provided in this chapter, and if said person has 
no permit, no article shall be sold or furnished to him. Any person 
violating the provisions of this section shall be fined not less than 
$10.00 nor more than $50.00. Police officers, school attendance 
officers and other peace officers shall enforce the provisions of this 
section. 

“Section 25-8-30. Any person, firm or corporation who 
violates any of the provisions of this chapter, or who permits any 
child to be employed, or to work in, or be in or about any 
establishment contrary to law, or who fails or refuses to obey within 
a reasonable time any lawful orders or directions given by the state 
officials, charged with the enforcement of this chapter, and any 
parent, guardian or custodian who suffers or permits a child under 
his care or control who is under 16 years of age to work in violation 
of any of the provisions of this chapter, unless a special penalty is 
otherwise provided in this chapter, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $100.00 nor more than $500.00 and upon a second or 
subsequent conviction of any violation of any of the provisions of this 
chapter, shall be punished by a fine of not less than $500.00 nor 
more than $1000.00.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide further for certain funds of the state treasury, to provide further for 
surpluses in certain trust funds within the state treasury; to exempt other trust 
funds; to transfer such surplus funds undesignated, uncommitted, unencumbered 
and unappropriated, to the state parks fund of the state treasury for the purpose of 
emergency-crisis use in repairing the facilities at Gulf State Park damaged by 
Hurricane Frederic; to provide how such transfers shall be made; and to provide for 
the replacement of such funds so transferred upon receipt of funds from the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Except for surplus revenues generated by beer 
tax, income tax, insurance premium tax, leasing or renting 
tangible personal property, lodgings tax, railroad gross receipts 
tax, state sales tax, store licenses, telephone company tax, tobacco 
tax, use tax, utility tax, game and fish fund, any retirement systems 
funds and Alabama Pot Secondary Commission, all dedicated or 
pledged revenues generated from all other sources which are 
unencumbered, uncommitted or not otherwise appropriated are 
transferred to the state parks fund in the state treasury to be 
appropriated, to the extent and in the amounts necessary, not to 
exceed $6 million, as determined in the sole discretion of the 
Eniergency Funding Council, for the purposes of repairing the 
facilities at Gulf State Park damaged by Hurricane Frederic for 
emergency crisis usage, for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1980. 

Section 2, It is the intent of the legislature that all funds 
appropriated by the provisions of this act shall not place the general 
fund of the state treasury nor any other state fund in proration by 
the appropriations herein made, but that all such appropriations 
are expressly limited to the extent necessary to avoid such 
proration in any fund. 

Section 3. There is hereby created an Emergency Funding 
Council to deal with the crisis existing at Gulf State Park. Said 
council shall be composed of the Governor, Lieutenant Governor 
and the Speaker of the House of Representatives. The members 
shall serve until their successors are elected. The council shall meet 
from time to time on call of the Governor. A majority of the 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

It shall be the duty of the Governor to call a meeting of the said 
council within ten days after the effective date of this act for the 
purpose of considering his recommendation for the allocation of any 
part of the funds available for such purpose. The council shall 
consider said recommendation and make such investigations as it 
deems necessary or proper, and review and determine if there are 
funds not otherwise appropriated or committed in the state general 
fund, all other state funds and existing trust funds, except as herein 
exempt. In the event a majority of the council shall approve the 
Governor’s recommendation, it shall by proper resolution adopt 
said recommendation and order the transfer, use or expenditure of 
the amount so recommended; and the state comptroller shall be 
authorized, upon receipt of a certified copy of said resolution, 
signed by the Governor, to transfer to the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources the fund authorized to be 
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allocated. Any member shall be authorized at py meeting of the 
council to propose in writing a different allocation for the purpose 
of this act. In the event a majority of the council approves by proper 
resolution the proposed allocation of any part of said fund, the 
allocation of the same shall be authorized as above provided. 

Section 4. Said Emergency Funding Council is further 
required and authorized to tranfer funds paid to the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency as they are received back to the fund or funds 
from which they were originally allocated. 

Section 5. This act shall be liberally construed in order to 
accomplish the beneficial purposes herein sought. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. The provisions of this act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law; the said provisions shall 
terminate and shall become null and void after all funds received by 
the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources from the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency have been returned to 
the fund or funds from which they were originally allocated.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 

CREATING THE TUSCALOOSA COUNTY ELECTED 
AND APPOINTED OFFICIALS SALARY COMMISSION. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA, BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That 
there be and hereby is established in Tuscaloosa County The 
Tuscaloosa County Elected and Appointed Officials Salary 
Commission, hereinafter referred to as “The Commission.” 

The Commission shall be composed of seven (7) members: two 
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members from government; four members from business 
including: one lawyer, one proprietor, one salary administrator, 
one personnel manager; and one educator. The Commission 
members shall be appointed in the following manner: three by the 
Tuscaloosa City governing body, three by the Tuscaloosa County 
governing body, and one by the Tuscaloosa County Legislative 
Delegation. 

The chairman shall be selected by the membership and he shall 
preside over all meetings. The Commission shall make its own rules 
for the conduct of its business. The initial meeting shall be held 
within thirty days after the last appointment is made and 
thereafter at the call of the chairman and within the rules of The 
Commission. Members of The Commission shall serve without 
compensation and their terms shall expire on January 1, 1982, at 
which time The Commission members shall stand discharged from 
any further duties. 

The general purpose of The Commission is to provide 
information and recommendations regarding salaries and 
compensation of all elected and appointed city and county officials 
and all city and county employees within Tuscaloosa County. The 
specific objectives of The Commission shall be prescribed by the 
Tuscaloosa County Legislative Delegation.

AN ACT 

To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance and development 
of public education in Alabama and for debt service and capital improvements for 
the fiscal year ending September 30 , 1981 . 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1981 and for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in 
Sections 3 to 7, inclusive. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) 
of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area 
and the total for all programs are shown so as to include estimated 
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sources of funds other than the appropriation made in subsection (a) 
of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” shall 
mean the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 

Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act 
shall be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund Surplus Account, Special Mental Health 
Fund, and Public School Fund and are hereby made for the support 
of public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1981 and except as may be otherwise expressly 
provided, the appropriations herein made shall be subject to the 
provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the Budget and 
Financial Control Act (Article 4, Chapter 4, Title 41 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1975), the provisions of Act No. 494 adopted at the 1976 
Regular Session, and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 

(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Trust Funds” 
and “Appropriation Total” are set forth for the purpose of 
indicating amounts estimated to be available by programmatic 
area from sources other than from appropriations made in 
subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, upon consideration of such 
other funds so estimated to be available, to promote the 
accountability for and efficient use of the funds available to and 
hereby appropriated by the Legislature, it being the intention 
hereof to make appropriations only from the funds referred to in 
subsection (a) of this Section 2. 

Provided, that if, at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period

AN ACT 

To provide thEt the StEte of AlEbEmE shEll provide for the personEl protection of 
state employees against civil liability arising out of motor vehicle operation in 
connection with their employment; to provide for the method of insuring or 
reimbursing them for the costs of such insurance. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any director or head of a state department, 
agency, bureau or division shall allow any state employee under his 
supervision, who operates a motor vehicle in the performance of his 
duties, whether such employee is in travel status or otherwise, and 
whether the vehicle is state owned or leased or otherwise, to acquire 
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insurance, in the manner provided in Section 2, insuring such 
employee against personal liability arising out of and a proximate 
consequence of the operation of a motor vehicle by such employee in 
the performance of his duties. Such coverage shall be in an amount 
or amounts sufficient to satisfy the requirements of the Motor 
Vehicle Safety Responsibility Act and shall be issued by an 
insurance company licensed and qualified to do business in this 
state. 

Section 2. The insurance provided under the provisions of 
this act shall be acquired by the employee by virtue of an additional 
condition or rider to a policy of insurance under which the state 
employee is otherwise insured. 

Section 3. The department, agency, bureau or division shall 
reimburse the employee for the actual costof the required coverage 
in the form of a rider to the employee’s personal policy. The director 
or head of the state department, agency, bureau or division shall 
have sufficient proof that the employee’s coverage meets the 
provisions of this act, if current and has been paid before he 
approves any reimbursement to the employee. Such 
reimbursement shall not exceed the actual cost of the coverage 
required nor shall the cost provide for provisions in excess of the 
Motor Vehicle Safety Responsibility Act. Such reimbursement 
may be made by warrant issued by the comptroller, and such 
reiiVibursement may be claimed as a travel expense item, charged 
against the department or agency, when approved by the director 
or head thereof. Such required insurance may be purchased 
without regard to the competitive bid laws of this state. 

Section 4. The term state employee as used in this act shall 
not include any teacher or any employee of any institution of higher 
learning. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 25-4-5, Section 25-4-10, Section 25-4-53, Section 25-4-113, 
Section 25-4-118, Section 25-4-141 and Section 25-4-145, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
last amended, relating to the Alabama Unemployment Compensation Act so as to 
remove provisions covering certain participants in federally funded programs; to 
redefine the definition of “educational institution”; to provide for punishment by fine 
and/or imprisonment for failure to hold in trust contributions deducted from 
employees; to provide employees immunity from civil suits for acts performed in 
their official capacity except for wanton or malicious conduct; to permit disclosure of 
information to welfare officials in performance of official duties in connection with 
aid to families and dependent children and with restriction, for economic analysis; to 
remove requirement for an individual to testify even if testimony might be self- 
incriminating; to increase, upon conviction of violation of code requirements, 
maximum fine from $250 to $500 and maximum length of imprisonment from 3 
months to 12 months; to increase statute of limitations for conviction for violations 
from 2 to 3 years and to establish procedures for the collection of overpayment of 
benefits. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 25-4-5, Code of Alabama, 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-5. Contributions: payments in lieu of contributions. 
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(a) “Contributions,” as used in this chapter, means the money 
payments to the state unemployment compensation fund, required 
by this chapter, on the basis of a percentage of wages. 

(b) “Payments in lieu of contributions,” as used in this 
chapter, means the money payments to the state unemployment 
compensation fund, required by this chapter, from employers who 
reimburse the fund for the amount of regular benefits and extended 
benefits paid that is attributable to service in the employ of such 
employers as is required by this chapter.” 

Section 2. Section 25-4-10, Code of Alabama, 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-10. Employment. — (a) Subject to other provisions of 
this chapter, “employment” means: 

(1) Any service performed prior to January 1, 1978, which 
was employment as defined in this section prior to such date and, 
subject to the other provisions of this section, services performed for 
remuneration after December 31, 1977, including service in 
interstate commerce, by: 

a. Any officer of a corporation; or 

b. Any individual who, under the usual common law rules 
applicable in determining the employer-employee relationship, has 
the status of an employee; or 

c. Any individual other than an individual who is an employee 
under paragraphs a or b of this subdivision (1) who performs 
services for remuneration for any person; 

1. As an agent-driver or commission-driver engaged in 
distributing meat products, bakery products, beverages (other 
than milk) or laundry or dry cleaning services for his principal; 

2. As a traveling or city salesman engaged upon a full-time 
basis in the solicitation on behalf of, and the transmission to, his 
principal (except for sideline sales activities on behalf of some other 
person) of orders from wholesalers, retailers, contractors or 
operators of hotels, restaurants or other similar establishments for 
merchandise for resale or supplies for use in their business 
operations. 

For purposes of paragraph (l)c of this subsection (a), the term 
“employment” shall include services described in subparagraphs 1 
and 2 above, performed after December 31,1971, only if: 

(i) The contract of service contemplates that substantially all 
of the services are to be performed personally by such individual; 
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(ii) The individual does not have a substantial investment in 
facilities used in connection with the performance of the services 
(other than in facilities for transportation); and 

(iii) The services are not in the nature of a single transaction 
that is not part of a continuing relationship with the person for 
whom the services are rendered. 

(2) Service performed: 

a. After December 31, 1971, but prior to January 1,1978, by 
an individual in the employ of this state or any of its 
instrumentalities or political subdivisions or their 
instrumentalities (or in the employ of any of the foregoing and one 
or more other states or their instrumentalities or political 
subdivisions) for a hospital or institution of higher education 
located in this state; provided, that such service is excluded from 
^'employment” as defined in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act 
solely by reason of Section 3306(c)(7) of that act, and is not excluded 
from “employment” under subsection (b) of this section; provided 
further, that such service in the employ of a political subdivision or 
any of its instrumentalities shall be deemed to be “employment” 
within the meaning of this chapter only if said political subdivision 
or its instrumentalities has elected to become an employer subject 
to this chapter pursuant to section 25-4-131 for all such service in 
the employ of the political subdivision and its instrumentalities and 
has not ceased to be an employer subject hereto pursuant to section 
25-4-130 or section 25-4-131; and 

b. After December 31,1977, in the employ of this state or any 
of its instrumentalities or of any political subdivision thereof or any 
of its instrumentalities or any instrumentality of more than one of 
the foregoing or any instrumentality of any one of the foregoing and 
one or more other states or political subdivisions, provided, that 
such service is excluded from “employment” as defined in the 
Federal Unemployment Tax Act by section 3306(c)(7) of that act 
and is not excluded from “employment” under subsection (b) of this 
section. 


c. For the purposes of this chapter, the term “governmental 
entity’^ in reference to this state is defined as the entirety of state 
government but for the purposes of reporting, accounting or other 
administrative procedures such entity shall be divided into each 
department, agency, board, commission and any other separately 
organized division or instrumentality of this state. The Comptroller 
of this state shall make such payments to the director as are 
required by the other provisions of this chapter as they pertain to 
the various organizational components of the state. The 
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Comptroller is hereby authorized to require of such components 
such payments as are necessary to discharge his responsibilities 
and shall enforce such payments under the provisions of subsection 
(b) of section 25-4-51. 

d. The term “governmental entity” in reference to any 
political subdivision is defined as each county and its 
instrumentalities and each municipality and its instrumentalities, 
except that each instrumentality of a political subdivision which is 
separately incorporated or otherwise removed from the control of 
the governing body of the political subdivision shall be a separate 
governmental entity. Instrumentalities organized and operated 
jointly by any combination of two or more of the aforementioned 
entities shall be considered as constituting a separate 
governmental entity. The foregoing notwithstanding, each 
separate public school system shall constitute a separate 
governmental entity. 

(3) Service performed after December 31, 1971, by an 
individual in the employ of a religious, charitable, educational or 
other organization but only if the following conditions are met: 

a. The service is excluded from “employment” as defined in 
the Federal Unemployment Tax Act solely by reason of Section 
3306(c)(8) of that act, and is not excluded from “employment” under 
subdivisions (8) and (21) of subsection (b) of this section; and 

b. The organization had four or more individuals in 
employment for some portion of a day in each of 20 different weeks, 
whether or not such weeks were consecutive, within either the 
current or preceding calendar year, regardless of whether they 
were employed at the same moment of time. 

(4) a. Service performed after December 31, 1977, by an 
individual in agricultural labor as defined in subdivision (1) of 
subsection (b) of this section, when: 

1. Such service is performed for an employing unit which 

(i) During any calendar quarter in either the current or the 
preceding calendar year paid remuneration in cash of $20,000 or 
more to individuals employed in agricultural labor (not taking into 
account service in agricultural labor performed before January 1, 
1980, by an alien referred to in subparagraph (2) of this paragraph 
a, or 

(ii) For some portion of a day in each of 20 different calendar 
weeks, whether or not such weeks were consecutive, in either the 
current or the preceding calendar year, employed in agricultural 
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labor (not taking into account service in agricultural labor 
performed before January 1, 1980, by an alien referred to in 
subparagraph 2 of this paragraph a) 10 or more individuals, 
regardless of whether they were employed at the same moment of 
time. 

2. For the purposes of this paragraph a such service is not 
considered to be performed in agricultural labor if performed 
before January 1,1980, by an individual who is an alien admitted to 
the United States to perform service in agricultural labor pursuant 
to sections 214(c) and 101(aX15)(H) of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act. 

3. For the purposes of this paragraph a any individual who is 
a member of a crew furnished by a crew leader to perform service 
in agricultural labor for any other person shall be treated as an 
employee of such crew leader. 

(i) If such crew leader holds a valid certificate of registration 
under the Farm Labor Contractor Registration Act of 1963; or 
substantially all the members of such crew operate or maintain 
tractors, mechanized harvesting or cropdusting equipment, or any 
other mechanized equipment, which is provided by such crew 
leader; and 

(ii) If such individual is not an employee of any other person 
within the meaning of subdivision (1) of this subsection. 

4. For the purposes of this subdivision (4) in the case of any 
individual who is furnished by a crew leader to perform service in 
agricultural labor for any other person and who is not treated as an 
employee of such crew leader under subparagraph 3 of this 
paragraph a; 

(i) Such other person and not the crew leader shall be treated 
as the employer of such individual; and 

(ii) Such other person shall be treated as having paid cash 
remuneration to such individual in an amount equal to the amount 
of cash remuneration paid to such individual by the crew leader 
(either on his own behalf or on the behalf of such other person) for 
the service in agricultural labor performed for such other person. 

5. For the purposes of this paragraph a, the term “crew 
leader” shall mean an individual who 

(i) Furnishes individuals to perform service in agricultural 
labor for any other persons. 

(ii) Pays (either on his own behalf or on behalf of such other 
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person) the individuals so furnished by him for the service in 
agricultural labor performed by them, and 

(iii) Has not entered into a written agreement with the farm 
operator under which such crew leader is designated as an 
employee of such farm operator. 

b. Domestic service after December 31, 1977, in a private 
home, local college club or local chapter of a college fraternity or 
sorority performed for a person who paid cash remuneration of 
$1,000 or more in any calendar quarter in the current calendar year 
or the preceding calendar year to individuals employed in such 
domestic service. 

For the purposes of this paragraph b the term “domestic 
service” includes all service for a person in the operation and 
maintenance of a private household, local college club or local 
chapter of a college fraternity or sorority as distinguished from 
service as an employee in the pursuit of an employer’s trade, 
occupation, profession, enterprise or vocation. 

(5) The term “employment” shall include the service of an 
individual who is a citizen of the United States, performed outside 
the United States after December 31,1971, (except in Canada or in 
the case of the Virgin Islands after December 31,1971, and prior to 

January lof the yearfollowingthe year in which the U.S. Secretary 
of Labor approves the Unemployment Compensation Law of the 
Virgin Islands under section 3304(a) of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954) in the employ of an American employer (other than service 
which is deemed “employment” under the provisions of 
subdivisions (8) or (9) of this subsection b or the parallel provisions 
of another state’s law), if: 

a. The employer’s principal place of business in the United 
States is located in this state; or 

b. The employer has no place of business in the United States, 
but 

1. The employer is an individual who is a resident of this 
state; or 

2. The employer is a corporation which is organized under 
the laws of this state; or 

3. The employer is a partnership or a trust and the number 
of the partners or trustees who are residents of this state is greater 
than the number who are residents of any other state; or 

c. None of the criteria of paragraphs a and b of this

subdivision a is met but the employer has elected coverage in this 
state, or the employer having failed to elect coverage in any state 
the individual has filed a claim for benefits, based on such service’ 
under the law of this state. 

d. An “American employer,” for the purposes of this 
subsection, means a person who is: 

1. An individual who is a resident of the United States; or 

2. A partnership, if two-thirds or more of the partners are 
residents of the United States; or 

3. A trust, if all of the trustees are residents of the United 
States; 


4. A corporation organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any state. 

o. purposes of this subdivision (5), the term “United 

States includes the states of the United States, the District of 
Columbia the Commonweath of Puerto Rico, and in the case of the 
Virgin Islands after December 31 of the year in which the U S 
Secretary of Labor approves the Virgin Islands’ Unemployment 
Insurance Law for the first time. 


(6) Notwithstanding subdivision (8) of this subsection (a), all 
service performed by an officer or a member of the crew of an 
American vessel on or in connection with such vessel, if the 
operating office from which the operations of such vessel operating 
on navigable waters within, or within and without, the United 
States are ordinarily and regularly supervised, managed, directed 
and controlled, is within this state. 


(7) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section 
service with respect to which a tax is required to be paid under any 
federal law imposing a tax against which credit may be taken for 
contributions required to be paid into a state unemployment fund 
or which as a condition for full tax credit against the tax imposed by 
the Federal Unemployment Tax Act is required to be covered 
under this chapter. 


(8) Subject to the other provisions of this section, the term 
enyiloynient shall include an employee’s entire service 
performed within or both within and without this state if: 

a. The service is localized in this state; or 

b. The service is not localized in any state but some of the 
service is performed in this state and the base of operations, or, if 
there is no base of operations, then the place from which such 
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service is directed or controlled is in this state, or the base of 
operations or place from which such service is directed or 
controlled is not in any state in which some part of the service is 
performed, but the employee's residence is in this state. 

c. Service shall be deemed to be localized within a state if the 
service is performed entirely within such state, or the service is 
performed both within or without such state, but the service 
performed without such state is incidental to the employee’s service 
within the state; for example, service which is temporary or 
transitory in nature or consists of isolated transactions. 

d. The service shall be deemed to be localized in this state 
wherever such service is performed within the United States, as 
defined in paragraph (5)e of subsection (a) of this section, if such 
service is not covered under the unemployment compensation law 
of any other state, as defined in Section 25-4-14, the Virgin Islands 
or Canada and the place from which such service is directed or 
controlled is in this state. 

(9) Services not covered under subdivision (8) of this 
subsection (a) and performed entirely without the state, with 
respect to no part of which contributions are required and paid 
under an unemployment compensation law of any other state or of 
the federal government, shall be deemed to be employrnent subject 
to this chapter if the employee performing such service is a resident 
of this state and the director approves the election of the employing 
unit for whom such services are performed. The entire service of 
such employee shall be deemed to be “employment” subject to this 
chapter. 

(10) The term “employment” includes a person s entire 
services if such service is deemed performed in this state by virtue 
of reciprocal agreements pursuant to the provisions of section 25-4- 
120 and does not include any service which by virtue of such 
agreement is deemed performed in another state. 

(b) The term “employment” shall not include: 

(1) Except as provided in paragraph (4)a of subsection (a) of 
this section, service performed by an individual in agricultural 
labor. For purposes of this chapter, the term “agricultural labor 
means any service performed prior to January 1,1978, which 
agricultural labor as defined in this section prior to such date, 
remunerated service performed after December 31, 1977, if such 
service was performed: 

a. On a farm, in the employ of any ernploying unit, in 
connection with cultivating the soil, or in connection with raising or 
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harvesting any agricultural or horticultural commodity, including 
the raising, shearing, feeding, caring for, training and 
management of livestock, bees, poultry and fur-bearing animals 
and wildlife. 

b. In the employ of the owner or tenant or other operator of a 
farm, in connection with the operation, management, conservation, 
improvement or maintenance of such farm and its tools and 
equipment, or in salvaging timber or clearing land of brush and 
other debris left by a hurricane, if the major part of such service is 
performed on a farm. 

c. In connection with the production or harvesting of any 
commodity defined as an agricultural commodity in Section 15(g) 
of the Agricultural Marketing Act, as amended (46 Stat. 1550, Sec. 
3; 12U.S.C. 1141 j), or in connection with the ginning of cotton, or in 
connection with the operation or maintenance of ditches, canals, 
reservoirs, or waterways, not owned or operated for profit, used 
exclusively for supplying and storing water for farming purposes. 

d. In the employ of the operator of a farm, a group of operators 
of farms (or a cooperative organization of which such operators are 
members) in handling, planting, drying, packing, packaging, 
processing, freezing, grading, storing or delivering to storage or to 
market or to a carrier for transportation to market, in its 
unmanufactured state, any agricultural or horticultural 
commodities, but only if such operator or group of operators (or a 
cooperative organization of which such operators are members) 
produced more than one-half of the commodity with respect to 
which service is performed; provided, however, the provisions of 
this paragraph shall not be deemed to be applicable with respect to 
service performed in connection with commercial canning or 
commercial freezing or in connection with any agricultural or 
horticultural commodity after its delivery to a terminal market for 
distribution for consumption. 

e. On a farm operated for profit if such service is not in the 
course of the employer's trade or business. 

As used in this subdivision, the term “farm" includes stock, 
dairy, poultry, fruit, fur-bearing animal and truck farms, 
plantations, ranches, nurseries, ranges, greenhouses or other 
similar structures used primarily for the raising of agricultural or 
horticultural commodities, and orchards. 

(2) Prior to January 1, 1978, domestic services in a private 
home, local college club, or local chapter of a college fraternity or 
sorority and after December 31, 1977, if the provisions of

paragraph (4)b of subsection (a) of this section are not met. 

(3) Casual labor not in the usual course of the employer’s trade 
or business performed after December 31, 1971, in any calendar 
quarter by an individual, unless the cash remuneration paid for 
such service is $50.00 or more and such service is performed by an 
individual who is regularly employed by such employing unit to 
perform such service. For the purposes of this subdivision, an 
individual shall be deemed to be regularly employed to perform 
service not in the course of an employing unit’s trade or business 
during a calendar quarter only if; 

a. On each of some twenty-four days during such quarter such 
individual performs such service for some portion of the day; or 

b. Such individual was regularly employed (as determined 
under paragraph a) by such employing unit in the performance of 
such service during the preceding calendar quarter. 

(4) Service performed by an individual in the employ of his 
son, daughter or spouse, and service performed by an individual 
under the age of 21 in the employ of his father or mother. 

(5) Prior to January 1,1978, except to the extent set forth in 
subdivision (2) of subsection (a) of this section, service performed in 
the employ of this state, or any political subdivision thereof, or of 
any instrumentality of this state or its political subdivisions. 

(6) Prior to January 1,1978, except as provided in subdivision 
(2) of subsection (a) of this section, service performed in the employ 
of any other state or any politicial subdivisions thereof, or any 
instrumentality of any one or more of the foregoing which is wholly 
owned by one or more such states or political subdivisions, and any 
service performed in the employ of any instrumentality of any one 
or more other states or their political subdivisions to the extent that 
the instrumentality is, with respect to such service, immune, under 
the Constitution of the United States from the tax imposed by 
Section 3301 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code. 

(7) Service performed in the employ of the United States 
government or of any instrumentality wholly owned by the United 
States, except that if the Congress of the United States shall permit 
states to require any instrumentalities of the United States to make 
payments into an unemployment fund under this chapter, then to 
the extent permitted by Congress and from and after the date as of 
which such permission becomes effective, all of the provisions of 
this chapter shall be applicable to such instrumentalities and to 
services performed by employees for such instrumentalities in the 
same manner, to the same extent, and on the same terms as to all 
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other employers and employing units; provided, however, if this 
state should not be certified by the secretary of labor under Section 
3304(c) of the federal Internal Revenue Code for any year, then the 
payment required of such instrumentality with respect to such year 
shall be deemed to have been erroneously collected within the 
meaning of Article 3 of this chapter and shall be refunded by the 
Director from the fund in accordance with the provisions of Section 
25-4-137. 

(8) Except to the extent set forth in subdivision (3) of 
subsection (a) of this section, service performed in the employ of a 
corporation, community chest, fund, or foundation organized and 
operated exclusively for religious, charitable, scientific, literary or 
educational purposes, or for the prevention of cruelty to children or 
animals, no part of the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of 
any private shareholder or individual, and no substantial part of 
the activities of which is carrying on propaganda, or otherwise 
attempting to influence legislation. 

(9) Service performed after June 30, 1939, with respect to 
which unemployment compensation is payable under the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act of congress (52 Stat. 1094, as 
amended) and services with respect to which unemployment 
compensation is payable under any other unemployment 
compensation system established by an Act of congress; provided 
that the Director is hereby authorized and directed to enter into 
agreements with the proper agencies under the such act or acts of 
congress, which agreements shall become effective 10 days after 
publication thereof in the manner provided in section 25-4-111 for 
general rules to provide reciprocal treatment to individuals who 
have, after acquiring potential rights to benefits under this chapter 
acquired rights to unemployment compensation under such act or 
acts of congress, or who have, after acquiring potential rights to 
unernployment compensation under such act or acts of congress, 
acquired rights to benefits under this chapter. 

(10) Service performed by an individual as an insurance 
agent or as an insurance solicitor, if all such service performed by 
such individual is performed for remuneration solely by way of 
commission. 

(11) Service performed, in the employ of a school, college or 
university, if such service is performed: 

a. By a student who is enrolled and is regularly attending 
classes at such school, college or university; or 

b. By the spouse of such a student, if such spouse is advised at 
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the time such spouse commences to perform such service, that: 

1. The employment of such spouse to perform such service is 
provided under a program to provide financial assistance to such 
student by such school, college or university; and 

2. Such employment will not be covered by any program of 
unemployment insurance. 

(12) Service performed by an individual under the age of 22, 
who is enrolled at a non-profit or public educational institution 
which normally maintains a regular facility and curriculum and 
normally has a regularly organized body of students in attendance 
at the place where its educational activities are carried on, as a 
student in a full-time program, taken for credit at such institution, 
which combines academic instruction with work experience, if 
such service is an integral part of such program, and such 
institution has so certified to the employer, except this paragraph 
shall not apply to service performed in a program established for or 
on behalf of an employer or group of employers. 

(13) Service performed in the employ of a hospital, if such 
service is performed by a patient of the hospital as defined in 
subsection (e) of this section, or service performed as a student 
nurse in the employ of a hospital or a nurses’ training school by an 
individual who is enrolled and is regularly attending classes in a 
nurses’ training school chartered or approved pursuant to state 
laws, and service performed as an intern in the employ of a hospital 
by an individual who has completed a four-year course in a medical 
school chartered or approved pursuant to state law. 

(14) Service performed by an individual under the age of 18 in 
the delivery or distribution of newspapers or shopping news, not 
including delivery or distribution to any point for subsequent 
delivery or distribution. 

(15) Except as provided in subdivisions (2) and (3) of 
subsection (a) of this section, any employment or service which is 
excluded by the express statutory provisions of Section 3306 of the 
federal Internal Revenue Code as amended. 

(16) Service performed by an officer or member of the crew of 
a vessel which is not an American vessel. The term “American 
vessel” means any vessel documented or numbered under the law of 
the United States, and includes any vessel which is neither 
documented nor numbered under the laws of the United States nor 
documented under the laws of any foreign country, if its crew is 
employed solely by one or more citizens or residents of the United 
States or corporations organized under the laws of the United 
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States or of any state. 

(17) Service performed by an individual in (or as an officer or 
member of the crew of a vessel while it is engaged in) the catching, 
taking, harvesting, cultivating or farming of any kind of fish, 
shellfish, Crustacea, sponges, seaweed or other aquatic forms of 
animal and vegetable life (including service performed by any such 
individual as an ordinary incident to any such activity), except: 

a. Service performed in connection with the catching or 
taking of salmon or halibut, for commercial purposes; and 

b. Service performed on or in connection with a vessel of more 
than 10 net tons (determined in the manner provided for 
determining the register tonnage of merchant vessels under the 
laws of the United States). 

(18) Service performed in the employ of a foreign government 
(including service as a consular or other officer or employee or a 
non-diplomatic representative). 

(19) Service performed in the employ of an instrumentality 
wholly owned by a foreign government if: 

a. The service is of a character similar to that performed in 
foreign countries by employees of the United States government or 
of an instrumentality thereof; and 

b. The director finds that the United States secretary of state 
has certified to the United States secretary of the treasury that the 
foreign^ government, with respect to whose instrumentality 
exemption is claimed, grants in equivalent exemption with respect 
to similar service performed in the foreign country by employees of 
the United States government and of instrumentalities thereof. 

(20) Except to the extent set forth in subdivision (3) of 
subsection (a) of this section, service performed in any calendar 
quarter in the employ of any organization exempt from income tax 
under Section 501(a) of the federal Internal Revenue Code (other 
than organizations described in Section 401(a)) or under Section 
521 of such Code, if the remuneration for such service is less than 
$50.00. 

(21) Services performed for any govermental entity, 
institution or organization described in subdivisions (2) and (3) of 
subsection (a) of this section: 

a. In the employ of 

1. A church or convention or association of churches; or 
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2. An organization that is operated primarily for religious 
purposes and which is operated, supervised, controlled or 
principally supported by a church or convention or association of 
churches; or 

b. By a duly ordained, commissioned or licensed minister of a 
church in the exercise of his ministry or by a member of a religious 
order in the exercise of duties required by such order; or 

c. Except as provided in subdivision (7) of subsection (a) of 
section 25-4-8; 

1. Prior to January 1,1978, in the employ of a school which is 
not an institution of higher education; 

2. After December 31,1977, in the employ of a governmental 
entity referred to in paragraph (2)b of subsection (a) of this section, 
if such service is performed by an individual in the exercise of 
duties: 

(i) As an elected official; 

(ii) As a member of a legislative body, or a member of the 
judiciary of this state or any of its political subdivisions; 

(iii) As a member of the State National Guard or Air National 
Guard; 

(iv) As an employee serving on a temporary basis in case of 
fire, storm, snow, earthquake, flood or similar emergency (this 
exclusion does not apply to permanent employees whose usual 
responsibilities include emergency situations); 

(v) In a position which, under or pursuant to the laws of this 
state, is designated as a major nontenured policymaking or 
advisory position or a policymaking or advisory position the 
performance of the duties of which ordinarily does not require more 
than 8 hours per week; or 

d. In a facility conducted for the purpose of carrying out a 
program of rehabilitation for individuals whose earning capacity is 
impaired by age or physical or mental deficiency or injury or 
providing remunerative work for individuals who because of their 
impaired physical or mental capacity cannot be readily absorbed in 
the competitive labor market by an individual receiving such 
rehabilitation or remunerative work; or 

e. As a part of an unemployment work relief or work training 
program assisted or financed in whole or in part by any federal 
agency or an agency of a state or political subdivision thereof, by an 
individual receiving such work relief or work training; or 
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f. For a hospital in a state prison or other state correctional 
institution prior to January 1, 1978, by an inmate of the prison or 
correctional institution and, after December 31,1977, by an inmate 
of a custodial or penal institution. 

(c) Institution of higher education,” for the purposes of this 
chapter, means an educational institution which: 

(1) Admits as regular students only individuals having a 
certificate of graduation from a high school, or the recognized 
equivalent of such a certificate; 

(2) Is legally authorized in this state to provide a program of 
education beyond high school; 

(3) Provides an educational program for which it awards a 
bachelors or higher degree, or provides a program which is 
acceptable for full credit toward such a degree, or a program of 
post-graduate or post-doctoral studies, or a program of training to 
prepare students for gainful employment in a recognized 
occupation. 

(d) For the purposes of this chapter the term “educational 
institution” means an educational institution (including an 
institution of higher education as defined in subsection (c) of this 
section) in which: 

(1) Participants, trainees, or students are offered an 
organized course of study or training designed to transfer to them 
knowledge, skills, information, doctrines, attitudes or abilities 
from, by or under the guidance of an instructor(s) or teacher(s). 

(2) It is approved, licensed or issued a permit to operate as a 
school by the state department of education or other government 
agency that is authorized within the state to approve, license or 
issue a permit for the operation of a school. 

(3) The courses of study or training which it offers may be 
academic, technical, trade, or preparation for gainful employment 
in a recognized occupation, as opposed to study or training in the 
social graces or skills or whose primary purpose is to provide baby 
sitting or day care services although some learning activities may 
be included. 

In any particular case, the question of whether or not an 
institution is an educational institution (other than an institution of 
higher education) within the meaning of the criteria described 
above will depend on what that particular institution actually does. 

(e) “Hospital” means an institution which has been licensed. 
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certified or approved by the state board of health or the state board 
of mental health as a hospital or a similar institution operated by 
the state or any of its political subdivisionsor by an instrumentality 
of either of the foregoing. 

(f) If the services performed during one-half of more of any 
pay period by an employee for the employing unit employing him 
constitute employment, all of the services of such employee for such 
period shall be deemed to be employment, but if the services 
performed during more than one-half of any such pay period by an 
employee for the employing unit employing him do not constitute 
employment, then none of the services of such employee for such 
period shall be deemed to be employment. As used in this subsection 
the term “pay period” means a period (of not more than 31 
consecutive days) for which a payment of remuneration^ is 
ordinarily made to the employee by the employing unit employing 
him.” 


Section 3. Section 25-4-53, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“Section 25-4-53 — Withholding of employee contributions: 
employee contributions exempt from garnishment, etc. — (a) 
When, under the provisions of section 25-4-52 and subdivision (gX4) 
of section 25-4-54, employees of employers subject to this chapter 
are required to contribute to the fund, each employer shall, 
notwithstanding any provisions of law in this state to the contrary, 
be responsible for withholding and shall withhold, in trust, such 
contributions from the wages of his employees at the time such 
wages are paid, and shall show such deductions on his payrolls and 
records, and shall transmit all contributions to the fund pursuant to 
general rules. 

(b) Contributions by employees payable to the fund as 
provided in this chapter shall be exempt from garnishment, 
attachment, execution or any other remedy for the collection of 
debts. 

(c) Any employer who is an individual, or any officer or agent 
of any employer, who violates the trust provisions of this section, 
fails to hold in trust or fails to transmit to the director all 
contributions withheld from the wages of his employees in 
accordance with general rules shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be punished by such fine and/or 
imprisonment as is provided in Section 25-4-145(aX2) of this 
chapter. Further, each such violation of trust and each such failure 
to hold in trust or to transmit shall be a separate and distinct 
offense.”

Section 4. Section 25-4-113, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-113. Employees. The director shall, with the 
approval of the governor, determine the number of employees 
needed for the efficient and economical performance of the 
functions and duties of administering this chapter. All positions in 
the administration of this chapter shall be filled subject to the 
provisions of the merit system. The minimum standards that may 
be prescrited by the United States secretary of labor or his 
successor with respect to the selection and classification of officers 
and employees engaged in the performance of any of the functions 
and duties of the department of industrial relations having to do 
with the administration of this chapter in this state shall be 
observed. The director shall fix the duties and powers of all persons 
thus employed, and may authorize any such person to do any act or 
acts which could lawfully be done by the director. The director, his 
employees and members of the board of appeals shall be immune 
from civil suits for damages in their individual capacities for acts in 
the performance of their duties under this chapter other than for 
wanton or malicious conduct.” 

Section 5. Section 25-4-118, Code of Alabama, 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-118. Cooperation with state and federal agencies, etc. 
(a) In the administration of this chapter, the director shall 
cooperate to the fullest extent consistent with the provisions of this 
chapter with the U.S. secretary of labor and his successors, and the 
federal internal revenue service, and, notwithstanding any other 
provisions of this chapter, shall make such reports in such form and 
containing such information as either may from time to time 
require, and shall comply with such provisions as the U.S. secretary 
of labor, or his successors, or the federal internal revenue service 
may from time to time find necessary to insure the correctness and 
verification of such reports, and shall comply with the regulations 
prescribed by the U.S. secretary of labor, and his successors, 
governing the expenditures of such sums as may be allotted and 
paid to this state under Title III of the Social Security Act for the 
purpose of assisting in the administration of this chapter. Upon 
request therefor the director shall furnish to any agency of the 
United States charged with the administration of public works or 
assistance through public employment, the name, address, 
ordinary occupation and employment status of each recipient of 
benefits and such recipient’s rights to further benefits under this 
chapter. 

(b) (1) The director may make the state’s records relating to

the administration of this chapter available to the United States 
railroad retirement board and may furnish the railroad retirement 
board, at the expense of such board, such copies thereof as the 
railroad retirement board deenis necessary for its purposes. 
Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, the director 
may also, upon request therefor, furnish to any public welfare 
agency the name, address, ordinary occupation, unemployment 
status and wage information of a recipient of benefits or of a 
recipient’s rights to further benefits under this chapter and shall 
upon specific request furnish such information as is necessary (as 
determined by the US Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare, 
or his successor in regulations) for the purpose of determining 
eligibility of an individual for aid or services, or the amountof such 
aid or services, to needy families with children. 

(2) For the purpose of establishing and maintaining free 
public employment offices, the director is authorized to enter into 
agreements with the United States railroad retirement board or 
any other agency of the United States, with^ any jwlitical 
subdivision of this state or with any private, nonprofit organization, 
and as a part of such arrangement the director may accept monep, 
services or quarters as a contribution to the employment service 
account. 

(3) Moneys received from the United States railroad 
retirement board as compensation for service or facilities supplied 
to said board shall be paid into the unemployment compensation 
administration fund and the employment service fund on the ^me 
basis as expenditures are made for such services or facilities from 
such funds. 

(c) The director may afford reasonable cooperation with any 
agency of the United States charged with the administration of any 
unemployment insurance law. 

(d) The director may, at his discretion, release information 
regarding employment, wages, wage rates, and unemployment to 
institutions of higher education of this state, or a federal 
governmental corporation upon payment of reasonable cost 
therefor, for the purpose of making economic analyses provided 
that such institution or corporation agrees that information so 
obtained will not be published or released by it to any person or 
persons in such manner as to permit the indentification of any 
specific individual or employing unit.” 

Section 6. Section 25-4-141, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read; 
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“§ 25-4-141.” 

Section 7. Section 25-4-145, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-145. Penalties; limitation of actions.— 

(a) Penalties. 

(1) Whoever willfully makes a false statement or 
representation or who willfully fails to disclose a material fact to 
obtain or increase any benefit or payment under this chapter, or 
under an unemployment insurance law of any other state or 
government, either for himself or for any other person, whether 
such benefit or payment is actually received or not, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon such conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00, or by imprisonment 
for not longer than twelve months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, and each such false statement or representation 
shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. 

(2) Any officer or agent of employer, or any employer who is 
an individual, who willfully makes a false statement or 
representation to avoid his employer or himself becoming or 
remaining subject to this chapter for contributions, or to reduce any 
contribution or other payment required of such employer or him 
under this chapter, or who willfully fails or refuses to make any 
such contributions or other payments as lawfully required under 
this chapter, or who induces any employee to waive any rights 
under this chapter, or any officer or agent of an employing unit, or 
any employing unit who is an individual, who refuses to furnish any 
reports duly required under this chapter or to appear or testify or 
produce records as lawfully required hereunder shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by a fine of not less than $50.00 nor more 
than $500.00, or by imprisonment for not longer than twelve 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, and each such false 
statement or representation and each day of such failure or refusal, 
and each such inducement shall constitute a separate and distinct 
offense. 

(3) If the director finds that any fraudulent 
misrepresentation has been made by a claimant with the object of 
obtaining benefits under this chapter to which he was not entitled, 
then, in addition to any other penalty or prosecution provided under 
this chapter, the director may make a determination that there 
shall be deducted from any benefits to which such claimant might 
become entitled during his present benefit year and/or next 
subsequent benefit year, an amount not less than four times his 
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weekly benefit amount and not more than the maximum benefit 
amount payable in a benefit year, as determined under sections 25- 
4-72, 25-4-74 and 25-4-75, at the time the director makes the 
determination. The director shall notify the claimant of his findings 
and determination either by delivering a copy thereof to him or by 
mailing a copy, postage prepaid, to his last known address. Unless 
the claimant shall appeal from said finding or from said 
determination, or both, within seven calendar days after such 
delivery of such notice to him, or within 15 calendar days after 
notice was mailed to his last known address, postage prepaid, such 
finding and determination shall become final. If such claimant 
shall appeal from such finding or determination, or both, within the 
time specified, the issue or issues shall be referred to an appems 
tribunal for hearing, as in other benefit cases, and thereafter the 
procedure shall be the same as set forth in article 5 of this chapter. 

(4) Any person who, by reason of the nondisclosure or 
misrepresentation by him or by another of a material fact 
(irrespective of whether such nondisclosure was known or 
fraudulent), has received any sum as benefits under this chapter 
while any conditions for the receipt of benefits imposed by this 
chapter were not fulfilled in his case, or while he was disqualified 
from receiving benefits, shall be required to repay such sum in cash 
or by offset against future benefits payable or a combination of 
both. Such person shall be promptly notified of the determination 
and the reasons therefor. Unless such person, within 15 calendar 
days immediately following the date such notification was mailed 
to his last-known address, files an appeal from such determination, 
such determination shall be final. 

If the indebtedness is not paid by such person within 30 
calendar days after the determination has become final, the 
director shall proceed to effect collection of the overpayment and 
shall have available to him all the civil actions to collect as he has 
been given by the provisions of subsection (b) of section 25-4-134 
applying to the collection of contributions. 

(5) Any violation of any provisions of this chapter, for which a 
penalty is neither prescribed above nor provided by any other 
applicable statute, shall be punished by a fine of not less than $50.00 
nor more than $500.00, or by imprisonment for not longer than 
twelve months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

(b) Limitation of actions. — Prosecution under this section 
must be begun within three years from the date of the commission 
of the offense or offenses described herein.” 

Section 8. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
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hereby repealed. 

Section 9. If any provisions of this act or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the invalidity 
does not affect other provisions or applications of the act which can 
e given effect without the invalid provision or application, and for 
this purpose the provisions of this act are severable.

To amend Section 35-11-233, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to mechanic’s liens 
and assi^ment thereof, so as to provide further for the transfer of such liens to 
security by a deposit of money or bond with the court. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 35-11-233, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 35-11-233. (1) Any claim for which a lien is 
provided in this article may be assigned; and the assignee shall 
thereby be invested with all the rights of the original holder of the 
lien, and be entitled to all his remedies to enforce them. The 
assignee shall have the right to consolidate all such claims in one 
^ herein provided; and the length of time for 

the filing of said claim shall be measured by the greatest length of 
time for the filing of any class of claims held by the assignee. 

“(2) Any lien claimed on real property under this article may 
be transferred by any person having an interest in the real property 
upon which the lien is imposed or the contract under which the lien 
IS claimed, from such real property to other security by first filing 
with the court in which the action is brought, a copy of the lien 
which has been duly filed and recorded as required by law, and by 
either: 

(a) Depositing with the court in which the action is brought a 
sum of money, or 

(b) Filing with the court a bond executed as surety by a 
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surety insurer licensed to do business in this state, either of which 
shall be in an amount equal to the amount demanded in such claim 
of lien plus interest thereon at eight per cent per year for three 
years plus one hundred dollars to apply on any court costs which 
may be taxed in any proceeding to enforce said lien. 

“Such deposit or bond shall be conditioned to pay any 
judgement or decree which may be rendered for the satisfaction of 
the lien for which such claim of lien was recorded and costs not to 
exceed one hundred dollars. Upon making such deposit or filing 
such bond the court shall make and record a certificate showing the 
transfer of the lien from the real property to the security and mail a 
copy thereof by registered or certified mail to the lienor named in 
the claim of lien so transferred at the address stated therein. Within 
10 days from the date of the receipt of the said certificate, the lienor 
may by motion, petition the court in which the action is pending for 
a hearing on the sufficiency of the amount in question or on the 
qualifications of the surety insurer. In such an event, the ruling of 
the court on the said motion, shall be a final determination. Upon 
the expiration of the said 10 days, or in the event a petition has been 
filed with the court, upon the determination of the court; and upon 
filing the certificate of transfer in the court where the lien was filed, 
the real property shall thereupon be released from the lien claimed 
and such lien shall be transferred to said security. The court shall 
be entitled to a fee for making and serving the certificate in the sum 
of two dollars. Any number of liens may be transferred to one such 
security. 

“(3) Any excess of the security over the aggregate amount of 
any judgements or decrees rendered plus costs actually taxed shall 
be repaid to the party filing the same or his successor in interest. 
Any deposit of money shall be considered as paid into court and 
shall be subject to the provisions of law relative to payments of 
money into court and the disposition of same. 

“(4) Any party having an interest in such security or the 
property from which the lien was transferred may at any time, and 
any number of times, file a complaint in the circuit court of the 
county where such security is deposited for an order to require 
additional security, reduction of security, change or substitution of 
sureties, payment or discharge thereof or any other matter 
affecting said security. 

“(5) If no proceeding to enforce a transferred lien shall be 
commenced within the time specified, or if it appears that the 
transferred lien has been satisfied of record, the court shall return 
said security upon request of the person depositing or filing the 
same, or the insurer.”

“§ 12-12-31. (a) The district court shall exercise exclusive 
jurisdiction over all civil actions in which the matter of controversy, 
exclusive of interest and costs, does not exceed $500.00. These 
actions shall be placed on a small claims docket by each district 
court and shall be processed according to uniform rules of 
simplified civil procedure as may be promulgated by the supreme 
court. 

“(b) A party including an individual, partnership, or 
corporation may appear in cases on the small claims docket of 
district court with or without representation by an attorney, 
provided that if a partnership appears without representation by 
an attorney, the person representing the partnership shall be a 
partner or employee of the partnership, and further provided that 
if a corporation appears without representation by an attorney, the 
person representing the corporation shall be an officer or full time 
employee of the corporation. 

(c) No party shall seek or recover any judgment in a case on 
the small claims docket which includes an award of attorney fees 
unless such party is represented by a licensed attorney. 

(d) No action shall be filed or prosecuted on the small claims 
docket by an assignee of the claim which is the subject matter of the 
action without being represented by a licensed attorney; nor shall 
any person, firm or corporation, excluding licensed attorneys, file 
or prosecute such an action on behalf of the original owner of the 
claim.

commodity. 

“(b) All such commodities shall be bought or sold by actual 
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weight unless otherwise agreed to in writing between the seller or 
buyer; provided, however, that any of such commodities may be 
sold by numerical count; and provided further, that turnips, kale, 
mustard and spinach salad and other vegetables customarily sold 
by the bunch may be sold by the bunch. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, as

To establish the Alabama Perinatal Health Act; to define perinatal: to provide 
that such perinatal care programs are designed to reduce infant mortality and 
handicapping conditions; to provide that such programs shall be based on the levels 
of care concept of regionalization; to provide cooperation between state, local and 
private health care services for the purposes of low cost prevention-oriented 
perinatal care; to provide that the Bureau of Maternal and Child Health under the 
direction of the State Board of Health, the State Health Planning and Development 
Agency, the State Health Coordinating Council, the Health Systems Agencies, the 
Alabama Council on Maternal and Infant Health and the Regional and State 
Perinatal Advisory Committee shall develop certain plans or programs relative to 
perinatal care; to prescribe certain responsibilities and authority for the said 
agencies and the State Board of Health and other state agencies; to provide for the 
manner of allocation of certain funds and the purposes therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This act may be cited as the Alabama Perinatal 
Health Act. 

Section 2. It is the legislative intent to effect a program in 
this state of: 1) Perinatal care in order to reduce infant mortality 
and handicapping conditions; 2) administering such policy by 
supporting quality perinatal care at the most appropriate level in 
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the closest proximity to the patients' residences and based on the 
levels of care concept of regionalization; and 3) encouraging the 
closest cooperation between various state and local agencies and 
private health care services in providing high quality, low cost 
prevention oriented perinatal care. For the purposes of this act, the 
word “perinatal” shall include that period from conception to one 
year post delivery. 

Section 3. The Bureau of Maternal and Child Health under 
the direction of the State Board of Health shall, in coordination with 
the State Health Planning and Development Agency, the State 
Health Coordinating Council, the Health Systems Agencies, the 
Alabama Council on Maternal and Infant Health and the Regional 
and State Perinatal Advisory Committees, annually prepare a 
plan, consistent with the legislative intent of Section 2 of this act, to 
reduce infant mortality and handicapping conditions to be 
presented to Legislative Health and Finance Committees prior to 
each regular session of the Legislature. Such a plan shall include: 
primary care, hospital and prenatal; secondary and tertiary levels 
of care both in hospital and on an outpatient basis; transportation of 
patients for medical services and care and follow-up and evaluation 
of infants through the first year of life; and education for good 
perinatal care covered pursuant to the provisions of this act. All 
recommendations for exp)enditure of funds shall be in accord with 
provisions of this plan. 

Section 4. The Bureau of Maternal and Child Health under 
the direction of the State Board of Health, and the State Perinatal 
Advisoi^ Committee representing the Regional Perinatal Advisory 
Committees, shall develop priorities, guidelines and 
administrative procedures for the expenditures of funds therefor. 
Such priorities, guidelines and procedures shall be subject to the 
approval of the State Board of Health. 

Section 5. The Bureau of Maternal and Child Health under 
the direction of the State Board of Health shall annually present a 
progress report dealing with infant mortality and handicapping 
conditions to the Legislative Health and Finance Committees prior 
to each regular session of the Legislature. No funds of the State 
Department of Public Health shall be used for the cost of any 
reports or any function of any of the committees named in Section 3. 

Section 6. Available funds will be expended in each 
geographic area based on provisions within the plan developed in 
accordance with Section 3 of this act. Funds when available will be 
used to support medical care and transportation for women and 
infants at high risk for infant mortality or major handicapping 
conditions who are unable to pay for appropriate care. Funds will 
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only be used to provide prenatal care, transportation, hospital care 
for high risk mothers and infants, outpatient care in the first year of 
life and educational services to improve such care. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unco^titutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed with the exception of those listed in Title 
22, Code of Alabama, 1975, and any other public health laws 
relating to the State and County Health Departments. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide a 16% increase in the state compensation payable to certain personnel 
in public education. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Legislative intent. It is the intent of the 
legislature to provide a 16% salary increase in the state salary paid 
to the education personnel enumerated in Section 2 of this act. Such 
increase is intended to be based exclusively on the base state salary 
paid to such personnel during fiscal year 1978-79. By this act the 
legislature directs that the aforesaid 16% increase for fiscal year 
1980-81 be paid from funds incorporated in and appropriated by 
the education appropriations act (pending SB 315) for the support 
and maintenance of public education in Alabama for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1981; it is not the intent of this act to 
appropriate additional monies for this purpose. 

Section 2. The state budget officer shall allocate to the state 
board of education for disbursement to the local school systems, the 
technical, junior, and community colleges, the board of the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, and the board of the 
Department of Youth Services, the funds necessary to grant a 16% 
increase in the amount of the base state salary paid to the below 
named education personnel; allocation shall be based on the 
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following: 

(a) State base salary payable during the 1978-79 fiscal year to 
teacher units funded by the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund for all elementary-secondary programs (including 
vocational) and certified academic and vocational instructors at the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind and in the Department of 
Youth Services. 

(b) State base salary payable during the 1978-79 fiscal year to 
full-time lunchroom workers, bus drivers, and all other support 
personnel in the elementary-secondary systems and at the Alabama 
Institute for Deaf and Blind. 

All full-time support personnel, except lunchroom and 
cafeteria personnel, shall be authorized a full 16% salary increase to 
be distributed by the state board of education. 

It is the intent of the legislature that local boards of education 
shall not decrease lunchroom workers salaries below the amount 
paid in 1979-80 and shall increase the salaries of all cafeteria and 
lunchroom workers a full 16%. This increase shall be paid by the 
local boards of education. 

Any salary increase formerly granted to lunchroom workers 
shall be funded by the state in the amount of $800 per lunchroom 
worker subject to the following conditions. The amount of $800 per 
lunchroom worker shall be allotted only when a certification has 
been received by the state board of education from the local board of 
education stating that the local board of education has increased the 
salaries of lunchroom workers by 16% based on salaries for 1978-79 
school year without any reduction for any increase funded by the 
state during that year. 

If the local board of education elects not to receive the $800 per 
lunchroom worker, the local board of education shall not be 
required to grant 16% salary increase to lunchroom workers or to 
maintain any salary at the 1979-80 school year level. 

(c) State base salary payable during the 1978-79 fiscal year to 
all full-time instructors, librarians, counselors, and such other full¬ 
time personnel as designated by the state board of education who 
are employed in the technical, junior and community colleges. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
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act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 36-27-23, Code of Alabama 1976, which provides for the 
general administration and responsibility for the proper operation of the state 
employees’ retirement system, so as to provide further for said general 
administration and responsibility for proper operation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 36-27-23, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 36-27-23. 

“(a) The general administration and responsibility for the 
proper operation of the retirement system and for making effective 
the provisions of this article are hereby vested in a board of trustees 
which shall be known as the board of control. 

“(b) The board shall consist of nine trustees as follows: 

“(1) The governor, ex officio, who shall be chairman. 

“(2) The state treasurer, ex officio. 

“(3) The state personnel director, ex officio. 

“(4) The director of finance, ex officio. 

“(5) Three members of the retirement system, to be appointed 
by the governor, no two of whom shall be from the same department 
of the state government nor from any department of which an ex 
officio trustee is the head. The terms of office of the three members 
appointed by the governor shall begin immediately after they have 
qualified and taken the oath of office. 

“(6) Two members of the state employees’ retirement system 
who shall be elected by a majority vote of the participating full-tirne 
state employees who are members of the said system. For their 
original terms, one shall serve for a two-year term and one shall 
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serve for a three-year term. Thereafter, their successors each shall 
serve for a four-year term. 

(i) During the month of July, 1980, employees desiring to 
serve shall file with the State Comptroller notice of their intent to 
position. The Comptroller shall cause to be prepared 
ballots for distribution to all state employees with their paychecks 
dunng the first pay period of August 1980. Each state payroll clerk 
within one week shall collect the executed ballots and return them 
to the Comptroller who shall forthwith tabulate the ballots and 
announce the results. A printout of the tabulation along with the 
ballots shall within three days be delivered by the Comptroller to 
the Secretary of State, who shall preserve the ballots and the 
printout for three months. 

“(ii) At the expiration of terms of office of the respective 
original trustees elected under this subsection (6), and every four 
years thereafter, their successors shall be elected in the same 
manner as provided by subsection (6)(i) of this section. 

“(c) If a vacancy occurs in the office of a trustee, the vacancy 
shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner as the 
office was previously filled. 

‘Xd) The trustees shall serve without compensation for their 
services as trustees, but they shall be reimbursed from the expense 
fund for all necessary expenses that they may incur through service 
on the board of control. 

“(e) Each trustee shall, within 10 days after his appointment, 
take an oath of office that, so far as it devolves upon him, he will 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the board of 
control and that he will not knowingly violate or willingly permit to 
be violated any of the provisions of law applicable to the retirement 
system. Such oath shall be subscribed to by the member making it, 
certified by the officer before whom it is taken and immediately 
filed in the office of the secretary of state. 

“(f) Each trustee shall be entitled to one vote in the board of 
control. Four votes in favor of any decision shall be necessary for a 
decision by the trustees at any meeting of said board. 

“(g) Subject to the limitations of this article, the board of 
control shall, from time to time, establish rules and regulations for 
the administration of the funds created by this article and for the 
transaction of its business. 

“(h) The board of control, by a majority vote of all its 
members, shall elect a secretary-treasurer who shall serve as the

chief executive officer of the retirement system. The board of 
control shall engage such actuarial and other special services as 
shall be required to transact the business of the retirement system. 
The compensation of all persons engaged by the board, with the 
exception of clerical employees who shall be employed under the 
provisions of the Merit System Act, and all other expenses of the 
board necessary for the operation of the retirement system shall be 
paid at such rates and in such amounts as the board shall approve. 

“(i) The board of control shall keep in convenient form such 
data as shall be necessary for actuarial valuation of the various 
funds of the retirement system and for checking the experience of 
the system. 

“(j) The board of control shall keep a record of all of its 
proceedings which shall be open to public inspection. It shall 
publish annually a report showing the fiscal transactions of the 
retirement system for the preceding year, the amount of the 
accumulated cash and securities of the system and the last balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the system by means of an 
actuarial valuation of the assets and liabilities of the retirement 
system. 

“(k) The attorney general of the state shall be the legal adviser 
of the board of control. 

“(1) The board of control shall designate a medical board to be 
composed of three physicians not eligible to participate in the 
retirement system. If required, other physicians may be employed 
to report on special cases. The medical board shall arrange for and 
pass upon all medical examinations required under the provisions 
of this chapter and shall investigate all es^ntial statemente and 
certificates by or on behalf of a member in connection with an 
application for disability retirement and shall report in writing to 
the board of control its conclusions and recommendations upon all 
matters referred to it. 

“(m) The board of control shall designate an actuary who 
shall be the technical adviser of the board of control on rnatters 
regarding the operation of the funds created by the provisions of 
this article and shall perform such other duties as are required in 
connection herewith. 

“(n) Immediately after the establishment of the retirement 
system the actuary shall make such investigation of the mortality, 
service and compensation experience of the members of the system 
as he shall recommend and the board of control shall authorize, and, 
on the basis of such investigation, he shall recommend for adoption 
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by the boflrd of control such tables and such rates as are required in 
subsection (o). The board of control shall adopt tables and certify 
rates and, as soon as practicable thereafter, the actuary shall make 
a valuation based on such tables and rates of the assets and 
liabilities of the funds created by this article. 

(o) In 1948, and at least once in each five-year period 
thereafter, the actuary shall make an actuarial investigation into 
mortality, service and compensation experience of the members 
and beneficiaries of the retirement system and shall make a 
valuation of the assets and liabilities of the funds of the system and, 
taking into account the results of such investigation and valuation, 
the board of control shall adopt for the retirement system such 
mortality, service and other tables as shall be deemed necessary 
and certify the rates of contribution payable by the state under the 
provisions of this article. 

“(p) On the basis of such tables as the board of control shall 
adopt, the actuary shall make an annual valuation of the assets and 
liabilities of the funds of the system created by this article.” 

^ Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To amend Section 43-3-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, which provides for the 
descent and distribution of real estate of an intestate, so as to change the order of 
succession. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 43-3-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 43-3-1. The real estate of persons dying intestate, as 
to such estate descends, subject to the payment of debts and charges 
against the estate as follows: 

“(1) Subject to the widow’s dower, to the children of the 
intestate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(2) If there are no children or their descendants, then the 
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whole to the husband or wife of the intestate. 

“(3) If there are no children or their descendants, and no 
husband or wife, then to the father and mother, in equal parts. 

“(4) If there are no children or their descendants, no husband 
or wife, and if there be but one surviving parent, then one half to 
such surviving parent, and the other half to the brothers and sisters 
of the intestate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(5) If there are no children or their descendants, no husband 
or wife, no brothers or sisters or their descendants, and if there be 
but one surviving parent, then the whole to such surviving parent. 

“(6) If there are no children or their descendants, no husband 
or wife, and no father or mother, then to the brothers and sisters of 
the intestate, or their descendants, in equal parts. 

“(7) If there are no children or their descendants, no husband 
or wife, no father or mother, and no brothers or sisters or their 
descendants, then to the next of kin to the intestate, in equal degree, 
in equal parts. 

“(8) If there are no children or their descendants, no husband 
or wife, no father or mother, no brothers or sisters or their 
descendants, and no next of kin to the intestate, then to the next of 
kin of the intestate’s predeceased spouse in the same order of 
priority as provided for descent to the kin of the intestate. 

“(9) If there are no children or their descendants, no husband 
or wife, no father or mother, no brothers or sisters or their 
descendants, and no kin capable of inheriting, then it escheats to the 
state.”

1975, to expand 
the membership of the Alabama Educational Television Commission from five to 
seven persons, one to be from each of the congressional districts of the State and to 
confer upon the Commission power to operate a public radio station or stations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 16-7-2, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 16-7-2. Membership; appointment; terms; vacancies; 
per diem and expenses. 

The commission shall consist of seven members, one from each 
of the congressional districts in the state as they are constituted on 
the 15th day of January, 1980. The members shall be residents and 
qualified electors of the state of Alabama. No member of the 
commission shall hold any other office of profit or trust under the 
United States, the State of Alabama or any political subdivision 
thereof. The present five members of the commission shall continue 
to serve as commissioners from their respective congressional 
districts for the remainder of the unexpired portions of their 
present 10-year terms. The two additional commissioners provided 
for by this amendment shall be appointed by the Governor with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, within 15 days after this act 
becomes law; one of the commissioners is to be appointed from one 
of the congressional districts from which there is presently no 
commissioner and the other is to be appointed from the other 
congressional district from which there is presently no 
commissioner. One of the two new commissioners shall be 
appointed originally for a term of eight years and the other for a 
term of six years. The successors of all commissioners shall be 
appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent of the senate 
for a term of ten years. Commissioners shall be eligible for 
reappointment. If a vacancy occurs at a time when the senate is in 
session, the Governor shall, with the advice and consent of the 
senate, appoint another commissioner for the unexpired term. If 
such vacancy occurs when the senate is not in session, the Governor 
shall appoint a commissioner who shall take office immediately, 
but his appointment shall be subject to confirmation by the senate 
at the next session of the legislature. If the appointment of such 
commissioner is confirmed by the senate he shall serve the 
remainder of the unexpired term. Each member of the commission 
shall be entitled to receive $25.00 for each day actually engaged in 
the performance of his duties, not to exceed $1,200.00 in any one 
year, plus an allowance for expenses for official travel in the state, 
not to exceed $10.00 for each day he is entitled to compensation, and 
the actual cost of his transportation and no more. In the event a 
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member uses a privately owned automobile for official travel, he 
shall be reimbursed for mileage actually traveled in attending 
meetings of the commission and in the performance of his official 
duties at the rate established by law for state officers and 
employees. 

Section 2 . Section 16-7-5, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 16-7-5. The commission is organized for the purpose 
of making the benefits of educational television available to and 
promoting its use by inhabitants of Alabama, and to this end it is 
hereby empowered and directed to survey, study and appraise the 
need for an overall plan for the use of television facilities available 
for noncommercial educational use in the state. The commission is 
specifically charged with the duty of controlling and supervising 
the use of channels reserved by the federal communications 
commission to Alabama for noncommercial, educational use. It 
may designate the location of stations to utilize such channels and 
make rules and regulations governing the operation of such stations 
and the programs televised over such channels. The commission 
may own and operate television stations to utilize these channels, or 
it may contract with individuals, corporations, educational 
institutions or other governmental agencies for the operation of 
such stations.

assistant to the mayor or any administrative officer of the 
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municipality under the supervision of the mayor; one 
administrative official of the municipality selected by the mayor;

officio; and nine members appointed by the mayor. 

Section 2. Where an alternate planning commission 
structure of any Class 3 municipality has been provided for by 
ordinance as provided herein, the adoption of any plan or 
amendment by the commission shall be by resolution of the 
commission and shall be carried by the affirmative votes of not less 
than eight members of the commission. Six members of the 
commission shall constitute a quorum for the conduct of business.

ALABAMA, BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That 
there is hereby created a joint legislative committee on 
reapportionment to consist of sixteen members as follows: one 
member of the House of Representatives from each Congressional 
District and the chairman or vice-chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, to be appointed by the Speaker of the House and one 
member of the Senate from each Congressional District and the 
chairman or vice-chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee, to 
be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. This committee shall 
make a continuous study of the reapportionment problem in 
Alabama seeking solutions thereto. It shall make such reports of its 
investigations, findings and recommendations to the legislature at 
any time during any regular or special session of the legislature as 
it may deem necessary or desirable. Each member of the committee 
hereby created shall be entitled to his usual legislative pay, travel 
expenses and per diem for each day he spends in attending such 
committee meetings. This committee will have no authority after 
the last regular or special legislative session in calendar 1981.

Relating to Act No. 497 of the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 
1965 (Ala. Acts, 1965, pp. 717-739) establishing a pension system for the officers and 
employees of Jefferson County, Alabama; to provide that members of such pension 
system may elect that workmen’s compensation benefits payable to them for injuries 
or disabilities sustained by them while serving as employees of said County may be 
considered as salary paid to said members by said County for the purpose of 
determining the amount of pension benefits payable to said members under said Act 
497: to provide the conditions on which such workmen’s compensation benefits may 
be considered as salary paid to such members by the County: to empower the Pension 
Board, provided for by said Act 497, to adopt rules providing for the time within 
which, the manner in which and the conditions on which said members may elect to 
exercise the said option; and to provide that no such rule adopted by the Pension 
Board shall become effective until the County Commission has by resolution 
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approved such rule. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. As herein used, the following terms 
have the meanings here given them: “Act 497” means Act No. 497 of 
the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965 (Ala. 
Acts, 1965, pages 717-739), as amended; “subsection (k) of section 1 
of Act 497” means subsection (k) of section 1 of Act 497, as amended 
by Act No. 475 of the Regular Session of the Legislature of the State 
of Alabama of 1978 (Ala. Acts, 1978, pages 513 and 514); “section 10 
of Act 497, as amended” means section 10 of Act 497 as amended by 
Act No. 473 of the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 
1978 (Ala. Acts, 1978, pages 505-511); “member” means a member 
of the pension system established by Act 497; “basic average salary” 
menas a member’s basic average salary as defined in subsection (k) 
of section 1 of Act 497 on which basic average salary the amount of 
such member’s retirement benefit is calculated by the formula 
prescribed in section 10 of Act 497, as amended; “basic average 
salary period” means the period of consecutive months during 
which a member’s basic average salary is paid; “workmen’s 
compensation benefit” means any benefit paid to a member under 
any workmen’s compensation law of the State now or hereafter in 
effect for any injury or disability suffered by him while working for 
the County on the job or position by reason of which he is a member; 
“pension benefit” means any benefit payable under Act 497, as 
amended, the amount of which benefit is related to a member’s 
basic average salary; “the Pension Board” means the Pension Board 
established by section 6 of Act 497 which administers the pension 
system established by said Act; “County Commission” means the 
County Commission of Jefferson County, Alabama; and “the option 
this act grants” means the option this act grants a member to have 
considered and treated as salary paid to him by the County 
workmen’s compensation benefits paid to such member under any 
workmen’s compensation law of the State for any injury or 
disability suffered by him while working for the County on the job 
or position by reason of which he is a member of the system. 

Section 2. Rules providing for the manner in which members 
may exercise the option this act grants, (a) Subject to the conditions 
below prescribed in this subsection (a) and to the conditions 
prescribed in subsection (b), below, as soon as practical following 
the adoption of this Act the Pension Board shall prepare written 
rules prescribing the manner in which a member may exercise the 
option this act grants. No such rule of the Pension Board shall be 
effective until the County Commission has adopted a written 
resolution approving the rule as provided for in subsection (b) of 
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this section 2. 

The rules of the Pension Board will provide that any member 
may elect that all workmen’s compensation benefits paid to him 
during his basic average salary period shall be considered as salary 
paid to him by the County for the purpose of determining the 
amount of any pension benefit payable to him or to any other person 
because of such other person’s relation to such member. Such 
workmen’s compensation benefits shall not be considered as salary 
paid by the county to such member for any purpose other than the 
purpose stated in the next foregoing sentence. No workmen’s 
compensation benefit paid to such member at any time other than 
during his basic average salary period shall be considered as salary 
paid to him by the County. 

It is the intention of the Legislature that the option this act 
grants must be exercised prior to a member’s retirement and that 
following his retirement such option shall not be available to him. 

As hereinafter used in this section 2, the term “salary 
deduction” means the deduction which Act 497 requires be paid 
from a member’s salary to the pension fund on his account; and the 
term “the matching contribution” means the payment Act 497 
requires that the County make to the pension fund to match the 
salary deduction paid to the pension fund on a member’s account, 
which matching contribution is equal in amount to the salary 
deduction paid to the pension fund on such member’s account; 
“simulated salary deduction” means an amount equal to the amount 
of salary deduction which would be payable to the pension fund 
from a member’s salary if the workmen’s compensation benefits 
considered as salary paid to such member by the County were in 
fact salary paid to such member by the County; and “simulated 
matching contribution” means an amount equal to the amount of 
matching contribution which would be payable by the County to the 
pension fund if the workmen’s compensation benefits considered as 
salary paid to such member by the County were in fact salary paid 
to such member by the County. 

Until a member has paid in full to the pension fund all sums the 
sentence next following prescribes he shall pay to said pension 
fund, no workmen’s compensation benefits shall be considered as 
salary paid by the County to such member. Before any workmen’s 
compensation benefit paid to any member is considered salary paid 
to such member by the County, such member shall pay to the 
pension fund the total, or aggregate, of the following amounts; (1) 
an amount equal to the sum of all simulated salary deductions 
referable to all workmen’s compensation benefits paid to such 
member during his basic average salary period; (2) an amount 
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equal to the sum of all simulated matching contributions referable 
to all workmen's compensation benefits paid to such member 
during his basic average salary period; and (3) an amount equal to 
the sum of all interest the rules of the Pension Board, provided for 
below, may require the member to pay to the pension fund on sums 
designated as (1) and (2) above in this sentence. 

When any workmen’s compensation benefit has been, or shall 
be, paid to a member and such member has failed, or shall fail, to 
pay to the pension fund within sixty days of his receiving such 
workmen’s compensation benefit the simulated salary deduction 
related to such benefit, the member shall pay interest on said 
simulated salary deduction at the rate below prescribed from the 
date he received the said workmen’s compensation benefit until the 
date whereon he pays to the pension fund the simulated salary 
deduction in full. When any workmen’s compensation benefit has 
been, or shall be, paid to a member and such member has failed, or 
shall fail, to pay to the pension fund within sixty days of his 
receiving such workmen’s compensation benefit the simulated 
matching contribution related to such benefit, the member shall 
pay interest on said simulated matching contribution at the rate 
below prescribed from the date he received the said workmen’s 
compensation benefit until the date whereon he pays to the pension 
fund the simulated matching contribution in full. 

The Pension Board shall prescribe the rate of interest payable 
by a member on the said simulated salary deduction or the 
simulated matching contribution, which rate shall be such that it 
will result in the pension fund receiving approximately the same 
amount of interest which the pension fund would have earned on the 
simulated salary deduction or the simulated matchingcontribution 
had such simulated salary deduction or simulated matching 
contribution been paid to the pension fund at the time whereat the 
member received the workmen’s compensation benefit to which the 
said simulated salary deduction and the simulated matching 
contribution are referable. 

Subject to the conditions above enumerated, the rules of the 
Pension Board shall state the time within which and the manner in 
which a member shall exercise the option this Act grants. Any 
payments a member makes to the pension fund under this Act shall 
be subject to the provisions of section 13 of Act 497 governing the 
withdrawal of funds by a member upon his retiring from the 
service before becoming eligible for retirement for 
superannuation. 

The Pension Board may repeal or amend rules the Board 
adopts hereunder. 
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(b) No rule adopted by the Pension Board under subsection 
(a), above, shall be effective until the County Commission by 
written resolution has approved such rule. The County Commission 
may approve a rule in part or entirely. 

Section 3. Severability. If any part of this Act is held 
invalid or inoperative, the remainder of the Act shall not be affected 
thereby. 

Section 4. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 
on its approval by the Governor or on its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 13 of Act No. 497 of the Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama of 1965 (Ala. Acts, 1965, pp. 717-739) is 
hereby amended so that said Section 13, as amended, will read as 
follows: 

Section 13. (a) Definition of terms. As used in this Section 
13, the term “salary deductions” means the sums which Section 9 of 
this act required, or shall require, to be deducted from a member’s 
County salary and paid into the retirement fund on such member’s 
account: and “deferred retirement benefit” means the deferred 
retirement benefit provided for by subsection C of section 10 of Act 
497 of the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965 
(Ala. Acts, 1965, p. 717, et seq.), as amended by section 1 of Act No. 
473 of the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1978, 
which subsection C appears on pages 510-511 of the Acts of 
Alabama of 1978. 

(b) Termination of service. Withdrawal of salary 
deductions by those not entitled to the deferred retirement benefit. 
Whenever any member of the retirement system before becoming 
entitled to the deferred retirement benefit shall cease to be a County 
employee for any reason other than death or retirement for 
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disability, he shall be paid upon application therefor the full 
amount of his salary deduction without interest less one-half of any 
disability benefits paid to him hereunder. 

(c) Termination of service. Withdrawal of salary deductions 
by those entitled to the deferred retirement benefit. Subject to the 
limitations below stated in this subsection (c), whenever any 
member of the retirement system after becoming entitled to the 
deferred retirement benefit shall cease to be a County employee for 
any reason other than death or retirement on disability benefit, he 
shall be paid upon application therefor the full amount of his salary 
deductions with such interest thereon as the Board may provide, 
less one-half of the sum of any disability benefits paid to him under 
this Act. 

The Board shall establish by rules and regulations the amount 
of interest which shall be payable to members under this subsection 
(c). In establishing such rules and regulations, the Board shall take 
into consideration the interest the system has earned on the salary 
deductions paid into the pension fund on account of the member 
withdrawing such salary deductions under this subsection (c). The 
Board may change such rules and regulations from time to time. 

If the Board finds that a member's service is terminated by 
resignation or discharge, or otherwise, as a consequence of such 
member's dishonesty in handling the monies or property of the 
County or any department thereof, the member shall not be entitled 
to any retirement or disability benefit under this Act but he shall 
upon application therefor be paid the full amount of his salary 
deductions, without interest, less any benefits previously paid him. 

(d) The amount contributed by the County to match a 
member's salary contributions shall remain in the pension fund. 

(e) Withdrawal of funds by a member who becomes a member 
of another pension system. As herein used, the term ^^member" 
means a member of the pension system established by this Act, and 
the term ^‘another pension system" means a pension system 
established by or under a law of the State of Alabama for public 
officers or public employees other than the pension system 
established by this Act. When a member becomes a member of 
another pension system such member shall have the right to 
withdraw from this pension system. In order to accomplish such 
withdrawal such member shall advise the pension board in writing 
of the name of the other pension system, of the Act under which the 
other system was created, and of his election to withdraw from this 
pension system. If the board finds that such member is entitled to 
withdraw from this pension system under the terms of this 
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subsection (e), as soon as practicable the pension board will return 
to such member the full amount of his deposits and contributions 
deducted from his salary without interest less one-half of any 
disability benefits paid to him hereunder. Thereafter such member 
shall no longer be a member of this system and contributions by him 
and by the County on his behalf to the pension fund shall cease. 

(f) When contributions by member and matching 
contributions by County cease; and when partial refund of 
contributions is made to member. As used in this subsection (f), 
these terms have the meanings hereby accorded them: “creditable 
service” means a member’s service which is considered in 
determining the amount of his retirement benefit under this Act; 
“maximum retirement benefit” means the maximum retirement 
benefit which a member can receive under this Act. When a 
member’s creditable service is such as to entitle him to receive the 
maximum benefit, he may elect to terminate his contributions to 
the fund of the system by filing with the secretary of the pension 
board a statement signed by him reciting that he elects to terminate 
his contributions to the fund and the County’s contribution to the 
fund on his behalf shall cease. As soon as practicable after a 
member files such statement, the pension board shall refund to him 
all contributions made by him to the fund which were deducted 
from his salary and paid to the fund subsequent to the date whereon 
the member accumulated sufficient creditable time to entitle him 
to the maximum retirement benefit. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective on its approval by 
the Governor or on its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 27-2-21 and 27-10-31, Code of Alabama 1975 allowing the 
Commissioner of Insurance to examine surplus line brokers in the same manner as 
an insurer: to allow the surplus line broker to offset from his tax the cost of such 
examination. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 27-2-21, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
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Section 27‘2-21. Same — Affairs, etc., of insurers and 
surplus line brokers. 

(a) For the purpose of determining* its financial condition, 
ability to fulfill its obligations and compliance with the law, the 
Commissioner shall examine the affairs, transactions, accounts, 
records and assets of each authorized insurer, and the records of 
surplus line brokers restricted to those matters under Sections 27- 
10-29 of this Title as often as he deems advisable, including the 
attorney-in-fact of a reciprocal insurer insofar as insurer 
transactions are involved. Except as otherwise provided, he shall so 
examine each domestic insurer not less frequently than every three 
years. Examination of an alien insurer shall be limited to its 
insurance transactions, assets, trust deposits and affairs in the 
United States except as otherwise required by the Commissioner. 

(b) The Commissioner shall in like manner examine each 
insurer applying for an initial certificate of authority to transact 
insurance in this State. 

(c) In lieu of making his own examination, the Commissioner 
may, in his discretion, accept a full report of the last recent 
examination of a foreign or alien insurer, certified to by the 
insurance supervisory officials of another state. 

(d) As far as practical, the examination of a foreign or alien 
insurer shall be made in cooperation with the insurance 
supervisory officials of other states in which the insurer transacts 
business.'' 


Section 2. Section 27-10-31, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 27-10-31. Annual tax of surplus line brokers. 

(a) On or before the first day of March each year, the surplus 
line broker shall remit to the State Treasurer through the 
Commissioner, as a tax imposed for the privilege of transacting 
business as a surplus line broker in this state, a tax of four percent 
on the direct premiums, less return premiums and exclusive of 
sums collected to cover state or federal taxes, on surplus line 
insurance subject to tax transacted by him during the preceding 
calendar year as shown by his annual statement filed with the 
Commissioner. 

(b) If a surplus line policy covers risks or exposures only 
partially in this state, the tax so payable shall be computed on the 
proportion of the premium which is properly allocable to the risks 
or exposures located in this State. 
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(c) The tax under the provisions of this section shall be subject 
to deduction of the full amount of all expenses of examination of the 
surplus line broker by the Commissioner in the same manner as 
that allowed for domestic insurers for examination expenses under 
the provisions of § 27-4-5(b)(4) of this Title.”

Relating to the method of giving notice of the requirement of attendance of jury 
service and the procedure for summoning witnesses in Talladega County; to provide 
that witnesses may be subpoenaed by United States mail in the county under certain 
conditions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Notices of the requirement of the attendance of 
jury service in the circuit court of Talladega County may be served 
by first class mail, or may be served as provided by Section 12-17- 
73, Code of Alabama 1975. If, in the discretion of the sheriff, the 
service is made by first class mail, such service shall be made as 
follows: It shall be the duty of the sheriff to enclose the summons in 
an envelope addressed to the person to be served and place all 
necessary postage and a return address thereon with notice to the 
postal authorities not to forward outside of the county. In the event 
said jury summons is returned to the sheriff by the post office 
department of the United States without delivery, the summons 
shall be made by the sheriff returned NOT FOUND. All jury 
summons not returned by said post office department shall be 
considered for all purposes as sufficient personal and legal service. 
The provisions of this section in reference to service by mail, 
however, shall not apply to jury summons returnable before the 
court instanter, but such summons shall be served only as provided 
by Section 12-17-73, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 2. Subpoenas requiring the attendance of witnesses 
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in any civil, criminal, equity, or other case or proceeding in the 
county, or before the grand jury of the county may be served by the 
sheriff or constable personally or by leaving a copy thereof at the 
place of residence of the witness, or the sheriff may serve the same 
by placing a copy thereof in the United States mail, enclosing the 
subpoena in an envelope properly stamped and addressed to the 
person or witness to be served. Upon service by the sheriff upon any 
witness or person by any one of the foregoing methods, the sheriff 
shall immediately mark the process executed. If the subpoena so 
mailed is not delivered to the address but is returned to the sheriff 
by the United States post office department, then the sheriff shall 
immediately make a diligent effort to serve the subpoena either 
personally or by leaving a copy thereof at the place of residence of 
the witness. 

Section 3. Anything to the contrary notwithstanding, in 
Section 2 above, any judge having jurisdiction of the proceeding or 
case may, on motion of any party or on the court’s own motion, order 
any particular subpoena or the subpoenas in any case or proceeding 
to be served personally or by leaving a copy thereof at the place of 
residence of the said witness or person or by United States 
registered or certified mail.

The initial 
term of office of three (3) of the directors elected by the governing 
body of the authorizing municipality shall begin immediately upon 
their election and shall end at 12:01 o’clock A.M., on the 2nd 
anniversary of the date of the filing for record of the Certificate of 
Incorporation of the authority. The initial term of office of the 
remaining directors elected by the governing body of the 
municipality shall begin immediately upon their election and shall 
end at 12:01 o’clock A.M., on the fourth anniversary date of such 
filing. Thereafter, the term of office of each such director shall be 
six (6) years. If at any time there should be a vacancy on the board, a 
successor director to serve for the unexpired term applicable to 
such vacancy shall be elected by the governing body of the 
authorizing municipality.

Ophthalmology of the University of Alabama School of Medicine 
shall certify that no such employee shall be allowed to perform eye 
enucleation unless such an employee possesses the educational 
qualifications, standards of proficiency and fitness. 

Section 3. The Chairman of the Department of 

Ophthalmology is authorized to establish and promulgate the 
standards, measures, procedures, and recommendations necessary 
to assure the employee hereunder possesses the knowledge and 
technical skill to perform donor eye enucleation acceptable as good 
ophthalmologic and pathological procedure. 

Section 4. Any employee of the Alabama Lions Eye Bank 
who is trained in donor eye enucleation under this act shall comply 
with the provisions of the Alabama Uniform Anatomical Gift Act.

quantities a misdemeanor and to set the penalties therefor.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 

Changing the name of “Medical Services Administration” to 
Medicaid Agency.

Whereas, Medicare is a program of the federal government, 
administered by the Federal Government and totally funded by the 
Federal Government, and 

Whereas, the current Medicaid crisis has nothing to do with the 
operation of Medicare, and 

Whereas, the name “Medical Services Administration” does 
not accurately reflect the operation of that agency, and 

Whereas, the Legislature’s Joint Interim Committee to study 
Medcaid has recommended in its report that the Medical Services 
Administration be referred to as “The Medicaid Agency”, and 

Whereas, changing the name to conform with the majority of 
other states will not cost the State of Alabama any money. 
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Now, therefore be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama, the 
House of Representatives concurring, that the name of “Medical 
Services Administration” is hereby changed to “Medicaid Agency”, 
and that the Commissioner of Medical Services Administration 
shall be known as the “Commissioner of Medicaid”.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 32-10-8 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 32-10-8. (a) The director shall prepare and upon request 
supply to police departments, coroners, sheriffs, garages and other 
suitable agencies or individuals, uniform accident report forms 
required under this chapter. The required written accident report 
or citation to be made by persons involved in accidents or charged 
with a moving violation and by investigating officers shall call for 
sufficiently detailed information, to disclose with reference to a 
traffic accident, including but not limited to location of accident, 
probable cause, injuries to persons, property damage, deaths of 
persons, registration of vehicles involved including license 
numbers, name, address, social security number and driver’s 
license number of operator, highway design and maintenance 
(including lighting, markings and road surface) and names and 
addresses of witnesses. 

“(b) Every accident report required to be made in writing 
shall be made on the uniform accident report form approved and 
supplied by the director and shall contain all available information 
required therein.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective on October 1,1981.

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“Courts-martial for organizations of the national guard not in 
the service of the United States shall be of three kinds: general 
courts-martial, special courts-martial and summary courts- 
martial. They shall be constituted like, have cognizance of the same 
subjects and possess like powers, except as to punishments, as 
similar r>ourts provided for by the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice J the proceedings of courts-martial of the national guard 
shall follow the forms and modes of procedure prescribed for like 
courts organized under said Uniform Code of Military Justice. 
Institution of any courts-martial may be begun subsequent to the 
expiration of the duty assignment during which the offense or 
offenses made the basis of the courts-martial occurred, and may be 
carried out in all respects as if said duty assignment were 
continuing during the pendency of said proceedings.” 

It is further provided that the limitation on prosecution 
provided for by Section 15-3-1 through Section 15-3-8, Code of 
Alabama 1975, shall apply to the institution of courts-martial as 
herein prescribed.”

To amend Section 11-54-87 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating’ to municipal 
industrial development boards, so as to provide that such a board may use proceeds 
from the sale of its bonds (whether heretofore or hereafter issued) for payment of 
certain interest on such bonds and may. subject to the other provisions of said Section 
11-54-87, locate a project or part thereof outside the corporate limits but within the 
police jurisdiction of another city or town in this state without the consent of the 
governing body of such other city or town if such projector part thereof to be located 
outside the corporate limits but within the police jurisdiction of such other citv or 
town consists principally or solely of facilities for or useful in the control, reduction, 
abatement or prevention of pollution of air or water or both. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section ll-54-87oftheCodeof Alabama 1975 shall 
be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-54-87. Powers of boards generally: location and 
operation of projects of boards generally: meetings of board of 
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directors. 

(а) The industrial development board shall have the following 
powers together with all powers incidental thereto or necessary for 
the performance of those stated in this subsection: 

(1) To have succession by its corporate name for the period 
specified in the certificate of incorporation unless sooner dissolved 
as provided in this article; 

(2) To sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend civil 
actions in any court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of 
the parties: 

(3) To have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the same at 
pleasure: 

(4) To acquire, whether by purchase, construction, exchange, 
gift, lease or otherwise and to improve, maintain, equip and furnish 
one or more projects, including all real and personal properties 
which the board of directors of the board may deem necessary in 
connection therewith, regardless of whether or not any such 
projects shall then be in existence; 

(5) To lease to others any or all of its projects and to charge 
and collect rent therefor and to terminate any such lease upon the 
failure of the lessee to comply with any of the obligations thereof; 

(б) To sell, exchange, donate and convey any or all of its 
properties whenever its board of directors shall find any such 
action to be in furtherance of the purposes for which the board was 
organized; 

(7) To issue its bonds for the purpose of carrying out any of its 
powers and to apply proceeds from the sale of its bonds (whether 
heretofore or hereafter issued) not only for payment of interest 
thereon prior to and during the construction and equipment of any 
buildings, structures, facilities or other improvements being 
financed thereby but also for payment of interest thereon during a 
period of not exceeding two years after completion of any such 
construction and equipment: 

(8) To mortgage and pledge any or all of its projects or any 
part or parts thereof, as security for the payment of the principal of 
and the interest on any bonds so issued and any agreements made in 
connection therewith, whether then owned or thereafter acquired, 
and to pledge the revenues and receipts therefrom or from any 
thereof; and 

(9) To employ and pay compensation to such employees and 
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agents, including attorneys, as the board of directors shall deem 
necessary for the business of the board. 

(b) Any project or projects of the board may be located within 
or without or partially within and partially without the 
municipality, subject to the following conditions: 

(1) No such projector part thereof shall be located more than 
25 miles from the corporate limits of the municipality: 

(2) No such project or part thereof shall be located within the 
corporate limits of another city or town in this state; 

(3) No such project or part thereof (other than a project or 
part thereof consisting principally or solely of facilities for or useful 
in the control, reduction, abatement or prevention of pollution of air 
or water or both) shall be located within the police jurisdiction of 
another city or town in this state unless the governing body of such 
other city or town has first adopted a resolution consenting to the 
location of such project or part thereof in the police jurisdiction of 
such city or town; and 

(4) No such project or part thereof shall be located in a county 
other than that (or those) in which the municipality (or part thereof) 
is situated unless the county commission of such other county has 
first adopted a resolution consenting to the location of such project 
or part thereof in such county. The board shall not have power to 
operate any project as a business other than as a lessor. 

(c) Any meeting held by the board of directors for any 
purpose whatsoever shall be open to the public.”

AN ACT 

To provide for an Insurance Guaranty Association so as to avoid financial loss to 
claimants or policyholders because of the insolvency of any insurer; to provide for 
definitions: to provide for a Board of Directors and powers and duties of the 
Association: to provide for powers and duties of the Commissioner: to provide for 
certain tax exemptions and immunity, to provide for termination procedures and 
distribution of funds, to afford preferred creditor status and to provide immediate 
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access to the assets of an insolvent insurer. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alahama: 

Section 1. Short Title. — This Act shall be known and may be 
cited as the “Alabama Insurance Guaranty Association Act.” 

Section 2. Purpose of Act. — The purpose of this Act is to 
provide a mechanism for the payment of covered claims under 
certain insurance policies, to avoid excessive delay in payments and 
to avoid financial loss to claimants or policyholders because of the 
insolvency of an insurer, to assist in the detection and prevention of 
insurer insolvencies and to provide an Association to assess the costs 
of such protection among insurers. 

Section 3. Scope. — Th is Act shall apply to all kinds of direct 
insurance, except life, annuities, disability, accident and health, 
title, surety, credit, mortgage guaranty and ocean marine 
insurance. 

Section 4. Construction. — This Act shall be liberally 
construed to effect the purpose under Section 2 which will 
constitute an aid and guide to interpretation. 

Section 5. Definitions. — As used in this Act: 

(1) “Account” means any one of the three accounts created by 
Section 6 of this Act. 

(2) “Association” means the Alabama Insurance Guaranty 
Association created under Section 6. 

(3) “Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Insurance of 
the State of Alabama. 

(4) “Covered claim” means an unpaid clairn, including one of 
unearned premiums, which arises out of and is within the coverage 
and not in excess of the applicable limits of an insurance policy to 
which this Act applies issued by an insurer, if such insurer becomes 
an insolvent insurer after the effective date of this Act and (i) the 
claimant or insured is a resident of this State at the time of the 
insured event; or (ii) the property from which the claim arises is 
permanently located in this State. “Covered claim” shall not include 
any amount due any reinsurer, insurer, insurance pool, or 
underwriting association, as subrogation recoveries or otherwise. 

(5) “Insolvent insurer” means an insurer licensed to transact 
insurance in this state, either at the time the policy was issued or 
when the insured event occurred, and against whom an order of 
liquidation with a finding of insolvency has been entered after the 
effective date of this Act by a court of competent jurisdiction in the 
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insurer's state of domicile or of this state under the provision(s) of 
Chapter 32, Title 27, Code of Alabama 1975, which order of 
liquidation has not been stayed or been the subject of a writ of 
supersedeas bonds or other comparable order. 

(6) “Member insurer” means any person who (i) writes anv 
kind of insurance to which this Act applies under Section 3^ 
including the exchange of reciprocal or interinsurance contracts, 
and (ii) is licensed to transact insurance in this State. 

(7) Net direct written premiums” means direct gross 
premiums written in this state on insurance policies to which this 
Act applies, less return premiums thereon and dividends paid or 
credited to policyholders on such direct business. “Net direct 
written premiums” does not include premiums on contracts 
between insurers or reinsurers. 

(8) Person ’ means any individual, corporation, partnership, 
association or voluntary organization. 

Section 6. Creation of the Association. — There is created a 
nonprofit unincorporated legal entity to be known as the Alabama 
Insurance Guaranty Association. All insurers defined as member 
insurers in Section 5(6) shall be and remain members of the 
Association as a condition of their authority to transact insurance in 
this State. The Association shall perform its functions under apian 
of operation established and approved under Section 9 and shall 
exercise its powers through a Board of Directors established under 
Section 7. For purposes of administration and assessment, the 
Association shall be divided into three separate accounts: (a) the 
workmen s compensation insurance account; (b) the automobile 
insurance account; and (c) the account for all other insurance to 
which this Act applies. 

Section?. Board of Directors. — (a) The Board of Directors 
of the Association shall consist of not less than five nor more than 
nine persons serving terms as established in the plan of operation. 
The members of the Board shall be selected by member insurers 
subject to the approval of the Commissioner. Vacancies on the 
Board shall be filled for the remaining period of the term by a 
majority vote of the remaining Board members subject to the 
approval of the Commissioner. If no members are selected within 
60 days after the effective date of this Act, the Commissioner may 
appoint the initial members of the Board of Directors. 

(b) In approving the selections to the Board, the 
Commissioner shall consider among other things whether all 
member insurers are fairly represented. 
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(c) Members of the Board may be reimbursed from the assets 
of the Association for expenses incurred by them as members of the 
Board of Directors. 

Section 8. Powers and duties of the Association. — (a) The 
Association shall; 

(1) Be obligated to the extent of the covered claims existing 
prior to the determination of insolvency and arising within 30 days 
after the determination of insolvency, or before the policy 
expiration date if less than 30 days after the determination, on or 
before the insured replaces the policy or causes its cancellation, if 
he does so within 30 days of the determination, but such obligation 
shall include only that amount of each covered claim which is in 
excess of one hundred dollars ($100.00) and is less than one hundred 
fifty thousand dollars ($150,000), except that the Association shall 
pay the full amount of any covered employee benefit claim arising 
under Section A of workmen’s compensation policy. In no event 
shall the Association be obligated to a policyholder or claimant in 
an amount in excess of the obligation of the insolvent insurer under 
the policy from which the claim arises. Notwithstanding any other 
provisions of this Act, a covered claim shall not include any claim 
filed with the Guaranty Fund after the final date set by the court for 
the filing of claims against the liquidator or receiver of an insolvent 
insurer. 

(2) Be deemed the insurer to the extent of its obligation on the 
covered claims and to such extent shall have all rights, duties, and 
obligations of the insolvent insurer as if the insurer had not become 
insolvent. 

(3) Allocate claims paid and expenses incurred among the 
three accounts separately, and assess member insurers separately 
for each account amounts necessary to pay the obligations of the 
Association under Section 8(a)l subsequent to an insolvency, the 
expenses of handling covered claims subsequent to an insolvency, 
the cost of examinations under Section 13 and other expenses 
authorized by this Act. The assessments of each member insurer 
shall be in the proportion that the net direct written premiums of 
the member insurer for the calendar year preceding the assessment 
on the kinds of insurance in the account bears to the net direct 
written premiums of all member insurers for the calendar year 
preceding the assessment on the kinds of insurance in the account. 
Each member insurer shall be notified of the assessment not later 
than 30 days before it is due. No member insurer may be assessed in 
any one year on any account an amount greater than 1% of that 
member insurer’s net direct written premiums for the calendar 
year preceding the assessment on the kinds of insurance in the 
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account. If the maximum assessment, together with the other assets 
of the Association in any account, does not provide in any one year in 
any account an amount sufficient to make all necessary payments 
from that account, the funds available shall be prorated and the 
unpaid portion shall be paid as soon thereafter as funds become 
available. The Association shall pay claims in any order which it 
may deem reasonable, including the payment of claims as such are 
received from the claimants or in groups or categories of claims. 
The Association may exempt or defer, in whole or in part, the 
assessment of any member insurer, if the assessment would cause 
the member insurer’s financial statement to reflect amounts of 
capital or surplus less than the minimum amounts required for a 
certificate of authority by any jurisdiction in which the member 
insurer is authorized to transact insurance; provided, however, that 
during the period of deferment, no dividends shall be paid to 
shareholders or policyholders. Deferred assessments shall be paid 
when such payment will not reduce capital or surplus below 
required minimums. Such payments shall be refunded to those 
companies receiving larger assessments by virtue of such 
deferment or, at the election of any such company, credited against 
future assessments. Each member insurer may set off against any 
assessment, authorized payments made on covered claims and 
expenses incurred in the payment of such claims by the member 
insurer if they are chargeable to the account for which the 
assessment is made. 

(4) Investigate claims brought against the Association and 
adjust, compromise, settle and pay covered claims to the extent of 
the Association’s obligation and deny all other claims and may 
review settlements, releases and judgments to which the insolvent 
insurer or its insureds were parties to determine the extent to 
which such settlements, releases and judgments may be properly 
contested. 

(5) Notify such persons as the Commissioner directs under 
Section 10(b)(i). 

(6) Handle claims through its employees or through one or 
more insurers or other persons designated as servicing facilities. 
Designation of a servicing facility is subject to the approval of the 
Commissioner, but such designation may be declined by a member 
insurer. 

(7) Reimburse each servicing facility for obligations of the 
Association paid by the facility and for expenses incurred by the 
facility while handling claims on behalf of the Association and shall 
pay the other expenses of the Association authorized by this Act. 
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(b) The Association may: 

(1) Employ or retain such persons as are necessary to handle 
claims and perform other duties of the Association. 

(2) Borrow funds necessary to effect the purposes of this Act 
in accord with the plan of operation. 

(3) Sue or be sued. 

(4) Negotiate and become a party to such contracts as are 
necessary to carry out the purpose of this Act. 

(5) Perform such other acts as are necessary or proper to 
effectuate the purpose of this Act. 

(6) Refund to the member insurers in proportion to the 
contribution of each member insurer to that account that amount 
by which the assets of the accountexceed the liabilities if, at the end 
of any calendar year, the Board of Directors finds that the assets of 
the Association in any account exceed the liabilities of that account 
as estimated by the Board of Directors for the coming year. 

Section 9. Plan of operation. — (a) The Association shall 
submit to the Commissioner a plan of operation and any 
amendments thereto necessary or suitable to assure the fair, 
reasonable and equitable administration of the Association. The 
plan of operation and any amendments thereto shall become 
effective upon approval in writing by the Commissioner. 

If the Association fails to submit a suitable plan of operation 
within 90 days following the effective date of this Act or if at any 
time thereafter the Association fails to submit suitable 
amendments to the plan, the Commissioner shall, after notice and 
hearing, adopt and promulgate such reasonable rules as are 
necessary or advisable to effectuate the provisions of this Act. Such 
rules shall continue in force until modified by the Commissioner or 
superseded by a plan submitted by the Association and approved by 
the Commissioner. 

(b) All member insurers shall comply with the plan of 
operation. 

(c) The plan of operation shall: 

(1) Establish procedures whereby all the powers and duties of 
the Association under Section 8 will be performed. 

(2) Establish procedures for handling assets of the 
Association. 

(3) Establish the amount and method of reimbursing 
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members of the Board of Directors under Section 7. 

(4) Establish procedures by which claims may be filed with 
the Association and establish acceptable forms of proof of covered 
claims. Notice of claims to the receiver or liquidator of the insolvent 
insurer shall be deemed notice to the Association or its agent and a 
list of such claims shall be periodically submitted to the Association 
or similar organization in another state by the receiver or 
liquidator. 

(5) Establish regular places and times for meetings of the 
Board of Directors. 

(6) Establish procedures for records to be keptof all financial 
^ansactions of the Association, its agents, and the Board of 
Directors. 

(7) Provide that any member insurer aggrieved by any final 
action or decision of the Association may appeal to the 
Commissioner within 30 days after the action or decision. 

(8) Establish the procedures whereby selections for the Board 
of Directors will be submitted to the Commissioner. 

(9) Contain additional provisions necessary or proper for the 
execution of the powers and duties of the Association. 

(d) The plan of operation may provide that any or all powers 
and the duties of the Association, except those under Section 8(a)(3) 
and 8(b)(2) are delegated to a corporation, association or other 
organization which performs or will perform functions similar to 
those of this Association, or its equivalent in two or more states. 
Such a corporation, association or organization shall be reimbursed 
as a servicing facility would be reimbursed and shall be paid for its 
performance of any other functions of the Association. A delegation 
under this subsection shall take effect only with the approval of 
both the Board of Directors and the Commissioner and may be 
made only to a corporation, association or organization which 
extends protection not substantially less favorable and effective 
than that provided by this Act. 

Section 10. Duties and powers of the Commissioner. — 

(a) The Commissioner shall: 

(1) Notify the Association of the existence of an insolvent 
insurer^ not later than three days after he receives notice of 
determination of the insolvency. The Association shall be entitled to 
a copy of any complaint seeking an order of liquidation with a 
finding of insolvency against a member company at the time that 
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such complaint is filed with a court of competent jurisdiction. 

(2) Upon request of the Board of Directors, provide the 
Association with a statement of the net direct written premiums of 
each member insurer. 

(b) The Commissioner may: 

(1) Require that the Association notify the insureds of the 
insolvent insurer and any other interested parties of the 
determination of insolvency and of their rights under this Act. Such 
notification shall be by mail at their last known address, vvhere 
available, but if sufficient information for notification by mail is not 
available, notice by publication in a newspaper of general 
circulation shall be sufficient. 

(2) Suspend or revoke, after notice and hearing, the 
certificate of authority to transact insurance in this State of any 
member insurer which fails to pay an assessment when due or fails 
to comply with the plan of operation. As an alternative, the 
Commissioner may levy a fine on any member insurer which fails to 
pay an assessment when due. Such fine shall not exceed five percent 
(5%) of the unpaid assessment per month, except that no fine shall 
be less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) per month. 

(3) Revoke the designation of any servicing facility if he finds 
claims are being handled unsatisfactorily. 

(c) Any final action or order of the Commissioner under this 
Act shall be subject to judicial review in a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Section 11. Effect of paid claims. — (a) Any person 
recovering under this Act shall be deemed to have assigned his 
rights under the policy to the Association to the extent of his 
recovery from the Association. Every insured or claimpt seeking 
the protection of this Act shall cooperate with the Association to the 
same extent as such person would have been required to cooperate 
with the insolvent insurer. The Association shall have no cause of 
action against the insured of the insolvent insurer for any sums it 
has paid out except such causes of action as the insolvent insurer 
would have had if such sums had been paid by the insolvent insurer. 
In the case of an insolvent insurer operating on a plan with 
assessment liability, payments of claims of the Association shall not 
operate to reduce the liability of insureds to the receiver, liquidator, 
or statutory successor for unpaid assessments. 

(b) The receiver, liquidator, or statutory successor of an 
insolvent insurer shall be bound by settlements of covered claims by 
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the Association or a similar organization in another state. The court 
haying jurisdiction shall grant such claims priority equal to that 
which the claimant would have been entitled in the absence of this 
Act against the assets of the insolvent insurer. The expenses of the 
Association or similar organization in handling claims shall be 
accorded the same priority as the liquidator’s expenses. 

(c) The Association shall periodically file with the receiver or 
liquidator of the insolvent insurer statements of the covered claims 
paid by the Association and estimates of anticipated claims on the 
Association which shall preserve the rights of the Association 
against the assets of the insolvent insurer. 

Section 12. Nonduplication of recovery. — (a) Any person 
having a claim against an insurer under any provision in an 
insurance policy other than a policy of an insolvent insurer which is 
also a covered claim, shall be required to exhaust first his rights 
under such policy. Any amount payable on a covered claim under 
this Act shall be reduced by the amount of any recovery under such 
insurance policy. 

(b) Any person having a claim which may be recovered under 
more than one insurance guaranty association or its equivalent 
shall seek recovery first from the Association of the place of 
residence of the insured except that if it is a first party claim for 
damage to property with a permanent location, he shall seek 
recovery first from the Association of the location of the property 
and if it is a workmen’s compensation claim, he shall seek recovery 
first from the Association of the residence of the claimant. Any 
recovery under this Act shall be reduced by the amount of recovery 
from any other insurance guaranty association or its equivalent. 

Section 13. Prevention of insolvencies. — (a) To aid in the 
detection and prevention of insurer insolvencies, it shall be the duty 
of the Board of Directors, upon majority vote, to notify the 
Commissioner of any information indicating any member insurer 
may be insolvent or in a financial condition hazardous to the 
policyholders or the public. 

(b) The Board of Directors may, upon majority vote, request 
that the Commissioner order an examination of any member 
insurer which the Board in good faith believes may be in a financial 
condition hazardous to the policyholders or the public. Within 30 
days of the receipts of such request, the Commissioner shall begin 
such examination. The examination may be conducted as a 
National Association of Insurance Commissioners examination or 
may be conducted by such persons as the Commissioner designates. 
The cost of such examination shall be paid by the Association and 
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the examination report shall be treated as are other examination 
reports. In no event, shall such examination report be released to 
the Board of Directors prior to its release to the public, but this shall 
not preclude the Commissioner from complying with subsection(c) 
below. The Commissioner shall notify the Board of Directors when 
the examination is completed. The request for an examination shall 
be kept on file by the Commissioner, but it shall not be open to 
public inspection prior to the release of the examination report to 
the public. 

(c) It shall be the duty of the Commissioner to report to the 
Board of Directors when he has reasonable cause to believe that any 
member insurer examined or being examined at the request of the 
Board of Directors may be insolvent or in a financial condition 
hazardous to the policyholders or the public. 

(d) The Board of Directors may, upon majority vote, make 
reports and recommendations to the Commissioner upon any 
matter germane to the solvency, liquidation, rehabilitation or 
conservation of any member insurer. Such reports and 
recommendations shall not be considered public documents. 

(e) The Board of Directors may, upon majority vote, make 
recommendations to the Commissioner for the detection and 
prevention of insurer insolvencies. 

(f) The Board of Directors shall, at the conclusion of any 
insurer insolvency in which the Association was obligated to pay 
covered claims, prepare a report on the history and causes of such 
insolvency, based on the information available to the Association 
and submit such report to the Commissioner. 

Section 14. Examination of the Association. — The 
Association shall be subject to examination and regulation by the 
Commissioner. The Board of Directors shall submit, not later than 
March 30 of each year, a financial report for the preceding calendar 
year in a form approved by the Commissioner. 

Section 15. Tax Exemption. — The Association shall be 
exempt from payment of all fees and all taxes levied by this State or 
any of its subdivisions except taxes levied on real or personal 
property. 

Section 16. Credits for Assessments Paid.— (1) A member 
insurer may offset against its premium tax liability to this State an 
assessment described in Section 8(3) to the extent of 20% of the 
amount of such assessment for each of the five calendar years 
following the year in which such assessment was paid. In the event a 
member insurer should cease doing business, all uncredited 
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assessments may be credited against its premium tax liability for 
the year it ceases doing business. 

(2) Any sums acquired by refund, pursuant to Section 8(7), 
from the Association which have theretofore been written off by 
contributing insurers and offset against premium taxes as 
provided in subsection (1) above, and are not then needed for 
purposes of this Act, shall be paid by the Association to the 
Commissioner and by him deposited with the State Treasurer for 
credit to the general fund of this State. 

Section 17. Immunity. — There shall be no liability on the 
part of and no cause of action of any nature shall arise against any 
member insurer, the Association or its agents or employees, the 
Board of Directors or the Commissioner or his representatives for 
any action taken by them in the performance of their powers and 
duties under this Act. 

Section 18. Stay of Proceedings. — All proceedings in which 
the insolvent insurer is a party or is obligated to defend a party in 
any court in this State shall be stayed for up to six months andsuch 
additional time thereafter as may be determined by the court from 
the date the insolvency is determined or an ancillary proceeding is 
instituted in the State whichever is later, to permit proper defense 
by the Association of all pending causes of action as to any covered 
claims arising from a judgment under any decision, verdict or 
finding based on the default of the insolvent insurer or its failure to 
defend an insured, the Association either on its own behalf or on 
behalf of such insured may apply to have such judgment, order or 
administrator that made such judgment, order, decision, verdictor 
finding and shall be permitted to defend such claim on the merits. 

The liquidator, receiver or statutory successor of an insolvent 
insurer covered by this Act shall permit access by the Board or its 
authorized representative to such of the insolvent insurer’s records 
which are necessary for the Board in carrying out its functions 
under this Act with regard to covered claims. In addition, the 
liquidator, receiver or statutory successor shall provide the Board 
or its representative with copies of such records upon the request of 
by the Board and at the expense of the Board. 

Section 19. Assocaition, Policyholders, Beneficiaries and 
Insureds to have Preferred Creditor Status. 

Upon the issuance of a proper court order placing a domestic 
insurer in receivership or placing a foreign insurer in ancillary 
receivership for rehabilitation or liquidation, all policyholders, 
beneficiaries and insureds of such insolvent insurer, with respect to 
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claims arising from and within the coverages of and not in excess of 
the applicable limits of insurance policies and contracts issued by 
the insolvent insurer, and liability claims against insureds which 
claims are within the coverage of and not in excess of the applicable 
limits of insurance policies and insurance contracts issued by the 
insolvent insurer and the Alabama Insurance Guaranty 
Association and any similar organization in another state shall be 
preferred creditors of said insolvent insurer. 

Section 20. Association to have Immediate Access to the 
Assets of an Insolvent Insurer. 

(1) Within 120 days of a final determination of insolvency of 
an insurance company by a court of competent jurisdiction the 
Receiver shall make application to the said court for approval of a 
proposal to disburse assets out of such company’s marshalled assets, 
from time to time as such assets become available, to the Alabama 
Insurance Guaranty Association and to any entity or person 
performing a similar function in another state. (The Alabama 
Insurance Guaranty Association and any entity or person 
performing a similar function in other states shall hereinafter be 
referred to collectively as the associations.) 

(2) Such proposal shall at least include provisions for: 

(a) Reserving amounts for the payment of expenses of 
administration and claims falling within the priorities established 
in the Alabama Uniform Insurers Liquidation Act but only with 
respect to such priorities higher than that of the associations: 

(b) Disbursement of the assets marshalled to date and 
subsequent disbursement of assets as they become available; 

(c) Equitable allocation of disbursements to each of the 
Associations entitled thereto: 

(d) The securing by the Receiver from each of the associations 
entitled to disbursements pursuant to this section of an agreement 
to return to the Receiver such assets previously disbursed as may be 
required to pay claims of secured creditors and claims with a 
higher priority than those of the associations. No bond shall be 
required of any such association; and 

(3) The Receiver’s proposal shall provide for disbursements to 
the associations in amounts at least equal to the payments made or 
to be made thereby for which such associations could assert claims 
against the Receiver, and shall further provide that if the assets 
available for disbursement from time to time do not equal or exceed 
the amount of such payments made or to be made by the 
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associations then disbursements shall be in the amount of available 
assets. 

(4) Notice ofsuch application shall be given to the associations 
in and to the commissioners of insurance of each of the states. Any 
such notice shall be deemed to have been given when deposited in 
the United States certified mails, first class postage prepaid, at 
least 30 days prior to submission of such application to the said 
court. Action on the application may be taken by the said court 
provided the above required notice has been given and provided 
further that the Receiver’s proposal complies with Sections 2(a) and 
2(d) hereof. 

Section 21. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 22. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 23. This Act shall become effective January 1,1981, 
following its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 25-4-16, Section 25-4-74, Section 25-4-78, Section 25-4-91, 
Code of Alabama 1975, as last amended, relating: to the Alabama Unemployment 
Compensation Act to redefine “wages” to include back pay awards: to distribute such 
payments over the period covered by such payments; to describe the effect receipt of 
such payments shall have on the receipt of benefits and to permit a claim to be 
reopened and redetermined after the end of the benefit year if the original 
determination was based upon false or misrepresented information. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 25-4-16, Code of Alabama, 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-16. Wages. — (a) Prior to January 1,1978, “Wages,” 
as used in this chapter, shall mean such remuneration as was 
defined in this section prior to such date. 

(b) On and after January 1, 1978, “Wages,” as used in this

chapter, shall mean every form of remuneration paid or received 
for personal services, including the cash value of any remuneration 
paid in any medium other than cash. The reasonable cash value of 
remuneration paid in any medium other than cash shall be 
determined in accordance with rules prescribed by the director; 
except that effective upon the enactment of this act and for the 
purposes of reporting and computing the amount of contributions 
due, back pay awarded as the result of an agreement, arbitration or 
order of a court of competent jurisdiction on a retroactive basis 
shall be considered “wages” during the calendar quarter in which 
such retroactive payments are made. 

The term “wages” however shall not include: 

(1) That part of remuneration, which after remuneration 
equal to $6,600.00 (or such greater amount as may be or become 
subject to a tax under a federal law imposing a tax against which 
credit may be taken for contributions required to be paid into a 
state unemployment fund) has been paid in a calendar year to an 
individual by an employer or his predecessor employer or by a 
combination of both the employer and his predecessor employer 
with respect to employment during any calendar year, is paid to 
such individual by such employer during such calendar year except 
with respect to subdivisions (1) and (2) ofsubsection (a), subdivision 
(4) of subsection (b) and subsection (c) of Section 25-4-54 and 
Sections 25-4-71 through 25-4-75. For the purpose of this 
subdivision (1), the term “employment” shall include service 
constituting employment under any unemployment compensation 
law of another state or of this state. 

(2) The amount of any payments (including any amount paid 
by an employer for insurance or annuties, or into a fund to provide 
for any such payment) made to, or on behalf of an employee or any of 
his dependents under a plan or system established by an employer 
which makes provisions for his employees generally (or for his 
employees generally and their dependents) or for a class or classes 
of his employees (or for a class or classes of his employees and their 
dependents), on account of: 

a. Retirement; or 

b. Sickness or accident disability; or 

c. Medical or hospitalization expenses in connection with 
sickness or accident disability; or 

d. Death. 

(3) Any payment made to an employee (including any amount 
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paid by an employer for insurance or annuities, or into a fund to 
provide for any such payment) on account of retirement. 

(4) Any payment made to, or on behalf of any employee or his 
beneficiary: 

^ the requirementsof Section 

401 01 the federal Internal Revenue Code and which is exempt from 
tax under Section 501(a) of the federal Internal Revenue Code at the 
time of such payment unless such payment is made to an employee 
of the trust as remuneration for services rendered as such employee 
and not as a beneficiary of the trust, or 

b. Under or to an annuity plan which, at the time of such 
payment, meets the requirements of Section 401 (a) (3), (4). (5) and 
(6) of the federal Internal Revenue Code. 

(5) The payment by an employer (without deduction from the 
remuneration oftheernployee)ofthe tax imposed upon an employee 
under Article 3 of this chapter, or of the tax imposed upon an 
employee by Section 3101 of the federal Internal Revenue Code as 
amended. 

(6) Remuneration paid in any medium other than cash to an 
employee for agricultural or domestic services or for services not in 
the course of the employer's trade or business. 

(7) Any payment (other than vacation or sick pay) made to an 
employee after the month in which he attains the age of 65, if he did 
not work for the employer in the period for which such payment is 
made. 

(8) Dismissal payments which the employer is not legally 
required to make. 

(9) Payments made into a fund by an employer to provide for 
supplemental unemployment benefits under a plan established to 
provide such benefits to employees in general, or a group or class of 
employees, of such employer/' 

Section 2. Section 25-4-74, Code of Alabama, 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

Maximum individual benefit entitlement during 

benefit year. 

(a) Any otherwise eligible individual shall be entitled during 
year to a total amount of benefits equal to whichever is 
the lesser of 26 times his weekly benefit amount and one third of the 
wages paid to him for insured work during his base period; 
provided, that such total amounts of benefits, if not a multiple of 
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$1.00, shall be computed to the nearest multiple of $1.00. For the 
purpose of this article, wages shall be counted as “wages for insured 
work” with respect to any benefit year only if such wages were paid 
in the base period immediately preceding such benefit year; except, 
that any lump sum payment of wages in lieu of notice, dismissal or 
severance allowance or “back pay” award shall be prorated over the 
period or periods with respect to which such payment is made and 
treated as though it had been paid in such period or periods. In 
determining an individual’s benefit rights, remuneration payable 
but unpaid to such individual shall, to the extent that regulations 
promulgated by the director prescribe, be deemed to be “wages 
paid” to such individual. 

(b) With respect to weeks of unemployment beginning on or 
after January 1, 1978, “wages for insured work” shall include 
wages paid for previously uncovered services. For the purposes of 
this subsection, except to the extent that assistance under Title II of 
the Emergency Jobs and Unemployment Act of 1974 was paid on 
the basis of such services, the term “previously uncovered services” 
means services: 

(1) which were not employment as defined in Section 25-4-10 
and were not services covered pursuant to section 25-4-131 of this 
chapter at any time during the one year period ending on December 
31, 1975: or 

(2) Which: 

a. Are agricultural labor, as defined in paragraph (a)(4) a of 
section 25-4-10, or domestic service, as defined in paragraph (a)(4)b 
of section 25-4-10, or 

b. Are services performed by an employee of this state, or a 
political subdivision thereof, as provided in paragraph (a)(2)b of 
section 25-4-10, or by an employee of a non-profit educational 
institution which is not an institution of higher education, as 
provided in subdivision (a)(3) of section 25-4-10, but only if such 
institution was not subject to this chapter prior to January 1,1978. 

c. For the purpose of subdivision (a)(4) and subsection (b) of 
section 25-4-51, and the experience rating provisions of section 25- 
4-54 of this chapter no charges shall be made to the reimbursing 
account or to the experience rating account of any previously 
uncovered employer with respect to any benefits paid under the 
provisions of the foregoing paragraph which are based upon 
previously uncovered base period wages to the extent that the fund 
is reimbursed for such benefits pursuant to Section 121 of Public 
Law 94-566 or are otherwise reimbursed by the Federal 
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Government. 

It is provided further that no charges shall be made to the 
reimbursing account or to the experience rating account of any 
previously covered employer as the result of payments made upon 
previously covered wages provided that without the inclusion of 
such previously uncovered wages the previously covered wages 
alone would not have been sufficient to qualify the individual for 
benefits as provided in section 25-4-72 and in this section. 

Nothing herein, however, shall preclude the use of the benefit 
costs attributable to wages paid by any previously uncovered 
employer to be used in computing the average quarterly benefit 
costs as provided in subsection (b) of section 25-4-51.” 

Section 3. Section 25-4-78, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-78. Disqualification for benefits. — An individual 
shall be disqualified for total or partial unemployment: 

(1) LABOR DISPUTE IN PLACE OF EMPLOYMENT. — 
For any week in which his total or partial unemployment is directly 
due to a labor dispute still in active progress in the establishment in 
which he is or was last employed. For the purposes of this section 
only, the term “labor dispute” includes any controversy concerning 
terms, tenure or conditions of employment, or concerning the 
association or representation of persons in negotiating, fixing, 
maintaining, changing or seeking to arrange terms or conditions of 
employment, regardless of whether the disputants stand in the 
proximate relation of employer and employee. This definition shall 
not relate to a dispute between an individual worker and his 
employer. 

(2) VOLUNTARY DEPARTURE FROM WORK. — If he 
has left his most recent bona fide work voluntarily without good 
cause connected with such work. 

a. 1. However he shall not be disqualified if he was forced to 
leave work because he was sick or disabled, notified his employer of 
the fact as soon as it was reasonably practicable so to do, and 
returned to that employer and offered himself for work as soon as he 
was again able to work; provided, however, this exception shall not 
apply if the employer had an established leave-of-absence policy 
covering sickness or disability and: 

(i) The individual fails to comply with same as soon as it is 
reasonably practicable so to do, or 

(ii) Upon the expiration of a leave of absence he shall fail to 
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return to said employer and offer himself for work, if he shall then 
be able to work, or, if he is not then able to work, he fails to so notify 
his employer of that fact and request an extension of his said leave of 
absence as soon as it is reasonably practicable so to do. 

2. In case of doubt that an individual was sick or disabled, or 
as to the duration of any such sickness or disability, the director 
may, or if the employer requests it, the director shall require a 
doctor’s certificate to establish the fact or facts in doubt. 

3. An established leave-of-absence policy shall be any leave- 
of-absence policy covering sickness and disability communicated to 
the employee by the customary means used by the employer for 
communicating with his employees. 

4. Nothing herein shall be construed or interpreted as 
authorizing the payment of benefits to any person during or for 
unemployment due to sickness or disability or during any period in 
which he is on a leave of absence granted in accordance with an 
established leave-of-absence policy, the duration of which leave was 
set in accordance with his requestor in accordance with a collective 
bargaining agreement; except, that if such leave of absence is on 
account of pregnancy and extends beyond the tenth week following 
termination of such pregnancy, the individual shall not be denied 
benefits under the provisions of this subdivision (2) beyond such 
tenth week if she has given the employer three weeks notice of her 
desire to return to work, is then able to work and has not refused 
reinstatement to a job which under the provisions of subdivision (5) 
of this section would be deemed suitable for her. 

b. When an individual is disqualified under this subdivision 

( 2 ): 

1. He shall not be entitled to benefits for the week in which the 
disqualifying event occurs or for any week thereafter until 

(i) he has reentered insured employment or employment of 
the nature described in subdivisions (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10) or (18) of 
subsection (b) of section 25-4-10; and 

(ii) For which employment he has earned wages equal to at 
least 10 times his weekly benefit amount for the benefit year in 
which such disqualification is assessed. 

2. The total amount of benefits to which he may otherwise be 
entitled as determined in accordance with sections 25-4-74 and 25- 
4-75 shall be reduced by an amount equal to not less than six nor 
more than 12 times his weekly benefit amount. 

3. For the purpose of the experience rating provisions of 
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section 25-4-54, no portion of the wages paid to him for the period of 
employrnent ending with the separation to which the 
disqualification applies shall be determined to be employee’s or 
employer’s benefit wages. If the individual has been separated from 
employment other than his most recent bona fide work under 
conditions which would have been disqualifying under this 
subdivision (2) had the separation been from his most recent bona 
fide work and the employer answers a notice of payment within 15 
days after it is mailed to him detailing the facts in connection with 
the separation, then no portion of the wages for the period of 
employment ending in such separation shall be determined to be 
employee’s or employer’s benefit wages. 

c. An individual shall not be disqualified if he left his 
employment and immediately returned to work with his regular 
employer or to employment in which he had prior existing statutory 
or contractual seniority or recall rights. When this exception is 
applied, wages paid for that period of employment immediately 
preceding the separation to which the exception is applied, which 
have not been heretofore determined to be benefit wages, shall not 
be determined to be employer’s or employee’s benefit wages for the 
purpose of the experience rating provisions of section 25-4-54. 

d. For the purposes of this subdivision (2) and subdivision (3) 

of this section, the director in determining the “most recent bona 
fide work shall consider the duration of the most recent job or jobs, 
the intent of the individual and his employer as to the permanence 
of such work and whether separation from the immediately 
preceding employment was under conditions which would be 
disqualifying in the event such immediately preceding 
employment should be determined to be the most re^cint bona fide 
work. 


(3) DISCHARGE FOR DISHONEST OR CRIMINAL ACT. 

a. If he was discharged or removed from his work for a 
dishonest or criminal act committed in connection with his work or 
for sabotage or an act endangering the safety of others. 
Disqualification under this paragraph may be applied to 
separations prior to separation from the most recent bona fide work 
only if the employer has filed a timely notice with the director 
alleging that the separation was under conditions described in this 
paragraph. When an individual is disqualified under this 
paragraph; 

1 . He shall not be entitled to benefits for the week in which the 

disqualifying event occurs or for any week thereafter until he has 
reentered insured employment or employment of the nature 
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described in subdivision (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (lO)or (18) of subsection 
(b) of section 25-4-10. 

2. He shall not thereafter be entitled to any benefits under 
this chapter on account of wages paid to him for the period of 
employment by the employer by whom he was employed when the 
disqualifying event occurred. 

3. For the purposes of the experience rating provisions of 
section 25-4-54, no portion of such wages shall be determined to be 
employee’s or employer’s benefit wages for any benefit year or base 
period. If, in the case of a separation prior to separation from the 
most recent bona fide work, the only reason disqualification under 
this paragraph was not assessed was the failure of the employer to 
properly file a timely separation report with the director but if such 
employer does file such a report within 15 days after the mailing of 
a notice of payment, then no portion of the wages paid for the period 
of employment ending in such prior separation shall be determined 
to be employee’s or employer’s benefit wages. 

b. If he was discharged from his most recent bona fide work 
for actual or threatened deliberate misconduct committed in 
connection with his work (other than acts mentioned in paragraph a 
of this subdivision (3)) after previous warnings to the individual. 
When an individual is disqualified under this paragraph, or 
exempt from disqualification for a separation under such 
conditions prior to his most recent bona fide work, the effect shall be 
the same as provided in paragraph b of subdivision (2) of this 
section for disqualification or exemption from disqualification 
respectively. 

c. If he was discharged from his most recent bona fide work 
for misconduct connected with his work (other than acts mentioned 
in paragraphs a and b of this subdivision): 

1. He shall be disqualified from receipt of benefits for the 
week in which he was discharged and for not less than the two nor 
more then the six next following weeks as determined by the 
director in each case according to the seriousness of the conduct. 

2. The total amount of benefits to which he may otherwise be 
entitled as determined in accordance with sections 25-4-74 and 25- 
4-75 shall be reduced by an amount equal to the product of the 
number of weeks for which he shall be disqualified multiplied by 
his weekly benefit amount. 

3. Only one half of the wages paid to him for that period of 
employment immediately preceding the separation to which the 
disqualification applies shall be determined to be employee’s or 
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employer’s benefit wages for the purposes of the experience rating 
provisions of section 25-4-54. If the individual has been separated 
from employrnent, other than his most recent bona fide work, under 
conditions which would have been disqualifying under paragraph c 
of this subdivision (3) had the separation been from his most recent 
bona fide work and the employer answers a notice of payment 
within 15 days after it is mailed to him detailing the facts in 
connection with the separation, then only one half of the wages paid 
to him for that period of employment immediately preceding the 
separation shall be determined to be employee’s or employer’s 
benefit wages for the purposes of the experience rating provisions 
of section 25-4-54. 

d. If he has been suspended as a disciplinary measure 
connected with his work, or for misconduct connected with his 
work, he shall be disqualified from benefits for the week or weeks 
(not to exceed four weeks) in which or for which he is so suspended 
and the total amount of benefits to which he may otherwise be 
entitled shall be reduced in the same manner and to the same extent 
as provided in subparagraph 2 of paragraph c of this subdivision 


(4) REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF REQUIRED 
LICENSE, ETC. — For the week in which he has become 
unemployed because a license, certificate, permit, bond or surety 
which is necessary for the performance of such employment and 
which he is responsible to supply has been revoked, suspended, or 
otherwise become lost to him for a cause other than one which would 
fall within the meaning of subdivision (3) of this section, but one 
which was within his power to control, guard against or prevent 
and for each week thereafter until 

a. Said license, certificate, permit, bond or surety has been 
restored to him and he has reapplied to his employer for 
employment, or 

b. He has reentered insured employment or employment of 
the nature described in subdivision (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10)or(18)of 
subsection (b) of section 25-4-10, whichever is the earlier. 

(5) FAILURE TO ACCEPT AVAILABLE SUITABLE 
WORK, ETC. — If he fails, without good cause, either to apply for 
or to accept available suitable work or to return to his customary 
®®^^"®^P^oyment when so directed by the director or when he is 
notified of suitable work or it is offered him through a state 
employment office or the United States employment service, or 
directly or by written notice or offer to any such employment office 
or employment service by an employer by whom the individual was 
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formerly employed. Such disqualification shall be for a period of 
not less than one nor more than 10 weeks from the date of said 
failure. This disqualification shall not apply unless the individual 
has an established benefit year, or is seeking to establish one or is 
seeking extended benefits at the time he fails without good cause, to 
do any of the acts set out in this subdivision (5). 

a. In determining whether or not any work is suitable for an 
individual, the director shall consider the degree of risk involved to 
his health, safety and morals, his physical fitness and prior 
training, his experience and prior earnings, his length of 
unemployment and prospects for securing local work in his 
customary occupation and the distance of the available work from 
his residence; provided, that no work or employment shall be 
deemed unsuitable because of its distance from the individual’s 
residence, if such work or employment is in the same or 
substantially the same locality as was his last previous regular 
place of employment and if the employee left such voluntarily 
without good cause connected with such employment. 

b. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, no 
work shall be deemed suitable and benefits shall not be denied 
under this chapter to any otherwise eligible individual for refusing 
to accept new work under any of the following conditions: 

1. If the position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, 
lockout or other labor dispute; 

2. If the wages, hours or other conditions of the work offered 
ire substantially less favorable to the individual than those 
prevailing for similar work in the locality: or 

3. If as a condition of being employed the individual would be 
required to join a company union, or to resign from or refrain from 
joining any bona fide labor organization. 

c. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, 
benefits shall not be denied an individual, by reason of the 
application of the provisions of this subdivision (5), with respect to 
any week in which he is in training with the approval of the director 
as described in subdivision (3) of section 25-4-77. 

(6) RECEIPT OF DISMISSAL OR SEPARATION 
ALLOWANCE, BACK PAY AWARD, ETC. — For any week with 
respect to which he is receiving or has received remuneration in the 
form of wages in lieu of notice, a dismissal or separation allowance 
or back pay award. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 25-4- 
91 any benefits previously paid for weeks of unemployment with 
respect to which back pay awards are made shall constitute an 
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overpayment and such amounts shall be deducted from the award 
by the employer prior to payment to the employee and shall be 
transmitted promptly to the director by the employer for 
application against the overpayment and credit to the claimant’s 
maximum benefit amount: amd prompt deposit into the fund 
provided, however, the removal of any charges made against the 
employer as a result of such previously paid benefits shall be 
applied to the calendar year and the calendar quarter in which the 
overpayment is received by the director and no attempt shall be 
made to relate such a credit to the period to which the award 
applies. Any amount of overpayment deducted by the employer 
shall be subject to the same procedures for collection as is provided 
for contributions by section 25-4-134 of this chapter. 


(7) RECEIPT OF OR APPLICATION FOR 
UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION FROM ANOTHER 
STATE, ETC. — For any week with respect to which or a part of 
which he has received or is seeking unemployment benefits under 
an unemployment compensation law of any other state or of the 
United States: provided, that if the appropriate agency of such 
other state or of the United States finally determines that he is not 
entitled to such unemployment benefits this disqualification shall 
not apply. 


(8) RECEIPT OF OR APPLICATION FOR PENSION 
PAYMENT. — For any week with respect to which or a part of 
which he has received or is seeking a pension payment based on 
previous work of the individual: provided, that if it is finally 
determined he is not entitled to such pension payment this 
disqualification shall not apply: and provided further, that no 
claimant shall be disqualified from receiving benefits by virtue of 
the provisions of this subdivision (8) when his benefits are based 
entirely on wages earned from employment other than that from 
which he retired. If the retirement pay, the receipt of which is 
disqualifying under this subdivision (8), is less than the weekly 
benefit which would otherwise be due under this chapter, he shall 
be entitled to receive, if otherwise eligible, weekly benefits reduced 
by the amount of such retirement pay. 

The other provisions of this subdivision (8) notwithstanding, 
the amount of any benefits payable to an individual for any week of 
unemployment which begins after March 31, 1980, and which 
begins in a period with respect to which such individual is receiving 
a governmental or other pension, retirement or retired pay, 
annuity, or any other similar periodic payment which is based upon 
the previous work of such individual shall be reduced (but not below 
zero) by an amount equal to the amount of such pension, retirement 
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or retired pay, annuity or other payment for such week, provided 
such reduction is required as a condition for approval of this 
chapter for full tax credit against the tax imposed by the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act. 

(9) RECEIPT OF OR APPLICATION FOR WORKMAN’S 
COMPENSATION. — For any week with respect to which or a 
part of which he has received or is seeking compensation for 
temporary disability under any workmen’s compensation law; 
provided that if it is finally determined he is not entitled to such 
compensation, this disqualification shall not apply: and provided 
further, that if such compensation is less than the benefits which 
would otherwise be due under this chapter, he shall be entitled to 
receive for such week, if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by the 
amount of such payment. 

(10) EMPLOYMENT BY PUBLIC WORKS AGENCY, 
ETC. — For any week that such individual is engaged or employed 
by the works progress administration, the national youth 
administration, or any federal or state unit, agency or 
instrumentality in charge of public works, assistance through 
public employment or work relief. 

(11) SELF-EMPLOYMENT. — For any week in which he is 
self-employed and each week thereafter until he shall establish that 
he is no longer self-employed. 

(12) RECEIPT OF, OR APPLICATION FOR, TRAINING 
ALLOWANCE, ETC. — For any week with respect to which or a 
part of which an individual who is enrolled in a course of training 
with the approval of the director, within the meaning of subdivision 
(3) of section 25-4-77, has applied for or is entitled to receive any 
wage or subsistence or training allowance or other form of 
remuneration, other than reimbursement for travel expenses, for a 
course of training under any public or private training program; 
provided that if it is finally determined that he is not entitled to such 
remuneration, this disqualification shall not apply. If the 
remuneration, the receipt of which is disqualifying under this 
subdivision (12), is less than the weekly benefits which he would 
otherwise be due under this chapter he shall be entitled to receive, if 
otherwise eligible, weekly benefits reduced by the amount of such 
remuneration. 

(13) PARTICIPATION IN PROFESSIONAL SPORTS. — 
For any week which commences during the period between two 
successive sport seasons (or similar periods) to any individual for 
which benefits claimed are on the basis of any services, 
substantially all of which consist of participating in sports or

athletic events or training or preparing to so participate, if such 
individual performed such services in the first of such seasons (or 
similar periods) and there is a reasonable assurance that such 
individual will perform such services in the later of such seasons (or 
similar periods). 

(14) ALIENS.- 

a. For any week for which benefits claimed areon the basisof 
services performed by an alien unless such alien is an individual 
who was lawfully admitted for permanent residence at the time 
such services were performed, was lawfully present for purposes of 
performing such services, or was permanently residing in the 
United States under color of law at the time such services were 
performed (including an alien who is lawfully present in the United 
States as a result of the application of the provisions of section 
203(a)(7) or section 212(d)(5) of the Immigration and Nationality 
Act). 

b. Any data or information required of individuals applying 
for benefits to determine whether benefits are not payable to them 
because of their alien status shall be uniformly required from all 
applicants for benefits. 

c. In the case of an individual whose application for benefits 
would otherwise be approved, no determination that benefits to 
such individual are not payable because of his alien status shall be 
made except upon a preponderance of the evidence.” 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. If any provision of this act or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the invalidity 
does not affect other provisions or applications of the act which can 
be given effect without the invalid provision or application, and for 
this purpose the provisions of this act are severable. 

Section 6. This act to take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

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AN ACT 

To amend Title 11, Code of Alabama. 1975 relating to the creation, composition, 
duties and authority of the county commissions of Alabama; and to specifically 
amend the following sections: § 11-3-1. relating to creation, composition, election and 
term of commissioners; § 11-3-4, relating to compensation of commissioners; § 11-3-7, 
relating to the quorum for county commission meetings; § 11-3-9, relating to special 
meetings of the county commission; § 11-3-18, relating to proceedings at meetings of 
the county commission; § 11-3-19, relating to the appointment of a special clerk; §11- 
3-20, relating to the determination of matters where the county commission is 
divided, prescribing duties for the chairman of the county commission; § 11-4-23(5), 
relating to the treasurer providing a statement of moneys received; § 11-10-2, 
relating to tax anticipation loans; § 11-12-4, relating to claims and demands against 
the county; § 11-12-13, relating to lights and fuel for sessions of court and county 
commission; § 11-14-2, relating to custody of county property; § 11-14-9, relating to 
custody and maintenance of the courthouse; § 11-14-19, relating to special meetings 
of the county commission to make appropriations for jail; and § 11-14-22, relating to 
the examination of the jails. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 11-3-1, 11-3-4, 11-3-7, 11-3-9,11-3-18,11- 
3-19, 11-3-20, 11-4-23, 11-10-2, 11-12-4, 11-12-13, 11-14-2, 11-14-9, 
11-14-19, and 11-14-22, Code of Alabama, 1975 are hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

“§ 11-3-1. Unless otherwise provided by local law, there shall 
be in every county a county commission, composed of the judge of 
probate, who shall serve as chairman, and four commissioners, who 
shall be elected at the time prescribed by law and hold office for 
four years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January next succeeding their election and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 

“§ 11-3-4. '‘(a) Unless otherwise provided by local law, each 
member of the county commission shall be paid for his services the 
sum of $4.00 per day while occupied in the discharge of his duties as 
such member of the county commission and $. 10 per mile in going to 
and returning from his county commission, and the sum of $4.00 
per day while occupied in the discharge of his duties in letting out, 
inspecting and accepting, building or repairing any of the county 
bridges or county buildings, roads or works and $.10 per mile for 
each mile necessarily traveled by him in so doing, said sums to be 
paid on warrants drawn on the county treasury on the order of the 
county commission. No allowance shall be made to any 
commissioner for per diem or mileage for inspecting roads, 
bridges, etc., except when acting under authorityof anorder by the 
county commission previously made. The per diem and mileage of 
such member for services rendered when letting out, inspecting 
and accepting, building or repairing any of the county bridges, 
roads or works shall be paid out of any money in the county treasury 
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which shall be designated and set apart by the county commission 
for the payment thereof; provided, that this section shall not operate 
to repeal any local law affecting any county with respect to the 
matters contained in this section; provided further, however, that 
any other provisions of any pneral, special or local law to the 
contrary notwithstanding, in the discretion of the county 
commission the said per diem and mileage may be paid out of the 
county gasoline tax revenues when said per diem or mileage is 
incurred by a member while occupied in the discharge of his duties 
in inspecting, accepting, building, repairing or supervising any of 
the county roads or bridges. 

“(b) Ail expense and/or travel allowance payable to a county 
commissioner as provided by any local law or general law of local 
application existing on the effective date of this subsection shall be 
from that date deemed to constitute salary compensation for all 
purposes and the same shall continue to be paid thereafter as salary 
compensation. Provided however, such expense and/or travel 
allowance for any incumbent commissioner shall, at the election of 
such commissioner, not be deemed salary compensation but shall 
continue to be deemed expense and/or travel allowance until such 
time as that commissioner shall vacate office and shall thereafter 
be deemed to constitute salary compensation. Such election shall be 
in writing; filed with the county commission to which such 
commissioner has been elected no later than 30 days prior to the 
commencement of that commissioner's next term of office; and 
spread upon the minutes of such county commission. Provided 
further, travel reimbursement based on number of miles traveled 
and/or actual expenses incurred shall not be deemed to constitute 
salary compensation under the provisions of this subsection. 

“§ 11'3-7. The meetings of the county commission may be held 
by the chairman of the county commission and two commissioners 
or by three commissioners without the chairman, unless otherwise 
provided by local law, 

“§ 11-3-9. In cases where officers are to be appointed or 
vacancies supplied or any other special duty required by law to be 
performed, a special meeting must be held, by direction of the 
chairman of the county commission, upon 5 days notice by 
advertisement in some newspaper in the county, or by posting up at 
the courthouse door and two other public places in the county notice 
of the same. 

“§ 11-3-18. The chairman of the county commission must 
record the proceedings at meetings of the county commission, make 
all necessary orders and issue all process necessary to sustain its 
jurisdiction or maintain its authority. 
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“§ 11-3-19. When the judge of probate is chairman and a 
meeting of the county commission is held without the attendance of 
the judge of probate, a special clerk who must be paid by the judge 
of probate must be appointed for such meeting, unless otherwise 
provided by local law. 

“§ 11-3-20. Unless otherwise provided by local law, the 
chairman of the county commission shall preside over county 
commission meetings, provided however, the chairman may 
appoint another member of the county commission to preside in his 
absence unless the county commission directs otherwise. In all 
matters where the county commission is divided, the same must be 
determined by the chairman of the county commission. 

“§ 11-4-23. It shall be the duty of the county treasurer: 

“(1) To receive and keep the money of the county and disburse 
the same as below stated: 

“(a) To pay out of the general fund of the county, on 
presentation and without being audited and allowed by the county 
commission, all grand and petit juror certificates and to pay all 
other claims against the general funds that must be allowed and 
audited only after they have been audited and allowed and a 
warrant has issued therefor, but only to the extent so allowed, any 
warrant to the contrary notwithstanding, and in making payments 
from said fund he shall observe the order of preference as 
prescribed by section 11-12-15. 

(b) To keep in well-bound books separate registers of claims 
presented against the general fund, the special fund if any and the 
fine and forfeiture fund. 

(c) To number and register in the order in which they are 
presented all claims against the general fund which have been 
audited and allowed by the county commission as claims against 
such fund, such register to show the number of the claim, the date 
presented for registration, to whom allowed, when allowed, the 
character of the claim and the amount thereof and, except as 
otherwise provided by law, to pay the same in order of their 
registration. He must in like manner number, register and pay all 
claims allowed against a fund raised for a special purpose. 

(d) To number and register in the order in which they are 
presented all claims against the fine and forfeiture fund which have 
been duly authenticated as claims against such fund and without 
being audited and allowed by the county commission, such register 
to show the number of the claim, the date presented for 
registration, to whom payable, when it accrued, the character of the 
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claim and the amount thereof and to pay the registered claims of 
state witnesses in the order of their registration, and, whenever 
there is a surplus of such fund over and above the sum required to 
pay the registered claims of state witnesses, he must apply such 
surplus to the payment of the claims of officers of court in the order 
of their registration. All local laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
expressly repealed. 

(e) To endorse, upon the registration of a claim, the number 
and date of registration and sign his name thereto. 

(f) To give a receipt when a claim is received in payment of a 
debt due the county, showing a description of the claim and the 
name of the person and character of the debt on whose account the 
claim was received. 

(s) To make a receipt on the payment of any claim and when a 
claim of any character is paid or received by him, he must cancel 
the same by defacing or mutilating it so as to show that it is of no 
further value and, if registered, write upon the register against the 
claim the word “paid” and the date of such payment. 

(h) To keep a correct account of the receipts and 
disbursements of all money received by him for the county, 
according to the forms prescribed in this section, charging himself 
with all moneys so received, from whom, on what account and the 
amount and crediting himself with all payments, stating the 
number and character of the claim, in whose favor and the amount. 

“(2) To examine the dockets of the circuit courts and sheriff 
semi-annually, to demand and receive all moneys due to the county 
and to institute proceedings against defaulters. 

“(3) To submit to the county commission at the first term in 
October of each year the register of claims, his account for the year 
balanced, vouchers for the payments, and an estimate of the 
indebtedness of the county for the coming year and the means of 
providing for the same. 

(4) To make reports and give information to the county 
commission, when required, respecting all matters relating to the 
finances of the county. 

“(5) To furnish the chairman of the county commission in 
October of each year a verified statement of all moneys received by 
him for the county during the preceding year and of all claims 
received by him in lieu of money which are receivable in payment of 
county taxes, which statement must designate the time and person 
from whom such moneys or claims were received. 
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“(6) To keep his office within one mile of the courthouse of the 
county. 

“(7) To perform such other duties as are or may be by law 
required of him. 

“§ 11-10-2. Such loans shall not be in an amount greater than 
$200,000.00 per year and may bear interest not to exceed nine 
percent per annum. 

“All such loans shall mature not later than February 1 of the 
year following that in which the loan is made and may be renewed 
only upon payment of all interest then due, together with not less 
than 10 percent of the principal then outstanding. 

“No proceeds from any loans made under the provisions of this 
chapter shall be used for any purpose other than that for which the 
general funds of the county may now be used. 

“§ 11-12-4. The county commission must audit all claims 
against the county, and every claim or such part thereof as is 
allowed must be registered in a book kept for that purpose and the 
chairman of the county commission must give the claimant a 
warrant on the treasury for the amount so allowed, but bonds and 
interest coupons evidencing interest on such bonds lawfully issued 
by the county shall not be required to be registered or to be proved 
nor shall warrants be required to issue therefor, but, in addition to 
all other privileges, shall be held to enjoy all the privileges of 
registered warrants from the date of their lawful issue and shall be 
held to be allowed claims from the date of their lawful issue. 

“§ 11-12-13. It is the duty of the county commission to provide 
proper utilities to all offices in the courthouse as may otherwise be 
authorized by law. 

“§ 11-14-2. The county commission shall have control of all 
property belonging to the county and may, by an order to be entered 
on its minutes, direct the disposal of any real property which can be 
lawfully disposed, and direct the chairman of the county 
commission to make titles thereto and a conveyance made by the 
chairman of the county commission in accordance with such order 
invests the grantee with the title of the county. 

“§ 11-14-9. The county commission has charge of the 
courthouse and the sheriff, at the direction of the county 
commission, must prevent trespasses, and keep out intruders. 

“§ 11-14-19. If there is a necessity, and delay until the regular 
meeting of the county commission may be of injury to the health of 
the prisoners confined in the county jail, it is the duty of the 
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chairman of the county commission to appoint a day for the meeting 
of the county commission, of which, if practicable, five days’ notice 
must be given to each commissioner, which notice must be in 
writing, signed by the chairman and must be served by the sheriff. 

“§ 11-14-22. The chairman of the county commission and the 
probate judge are hereby authorized and empowered, once each 
w'eek, without informing the sheriff or jailer of the time when such 
visit will be made, to visit and examine the condition of the jail, to 
make a memorandum in writing of such examination and to report 
under oath such examination to the grand jury.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. Provided however, the provisions of Section 1 of 
this Act which amends § 11-3-4, Code of Alabama, 1975, shall 
become effective on the first day of the next term of office for any 
such office affected thereby.

AN ACT 

To amend further sections 36-32-1 through 36-32-8 and section 36-32-11, Codeof 
Alabama 1975, relating to the fire fighters’ personnel standards and education 
commission, so as to provide further for the organization, powers and duties of such 
commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sections 36-32-1 through 36-32-8 and section 36- 
32-11, Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

“§ 36-32-1. For the purpose of this chapter, the following 
words and phrases shall have the following meanings, respectively, 
unless the context clearly indicates the contrary: 

‘^(1) FUND. The Alabama fire fighters^ personnel 
standards and education fund provided for in section 36-32-9. 

(2) COMMISSION. The Alabama fire fighters^ personnel 
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standards and education commission established by this chapter. 

“(3) FIRE-FIGHTING AGENCY. Any agency charged 
with the responsibility of detecting, combating and preventing 
damage to property and lives by fires, but excluding the Alabama 
State Forestry Commission. 

“(4) FIRE PROTECTION PERSONNEL AND FIRE 
FIGHTER. Any person permanently employed in fire 
administration, fire prevention, fire suppression, fire education, 
arson investigation, and emergency medical services, but 
excluding employees of the Alabama State Forestry Commission. 

“(5) VOLUNTEER FIRE FIGHTER. Any person who is 
not employed on a full time basis as fire protection personnel. 

“(6) TRAINEE. A recruit fire fighter who has not been 
certified by the commission as having met the minimum basic 
training as set forth by section 36-32-7 and by the rules and 
regulations adopted by the commission. 

“(7) SCHOOL. Any school located within the state of 
Alabama whether privately or publicly owned which offers a 
course in fire protection training or related subjects and which has 
been approved by the commission. 

“(8) STATE. The state of Alabama. 

“§ 36-32-2. The Alabama fire fighters’ personnel standards 
and education commission is hereby created. The commission shall 
consist of seven members, each of whom must be a qualified elector 
of the state who is over the age of 18 years. The professional fire 
fighters association of Alabama shall designate one member of the 
commission to serve for a term of four years; the Alabama firemens’ 
association shall designate one member to serve for a term of four 
years; the state fire marshal or his designee shall serve as a 
member; and the governor shall designate four members of the 
commission. The members appointed by the governor shall each 
serve for terms of four years; provided, that the members first 
appointed by the governor shall serve for terms of one, two, three 
and four years, respectively, as the governor shall designate. The 
members may adopt bylaws to govern the organization of the 
commission, its meetings and activities; provided that the bylaws 
shall not conflict with this chapter. 

“§ 36-32-3. The commission shall elect a chairman and a vice- 
chairman from among its members at its first meeting and 
thereafter at its first meeting following the appointment of a new 
member. The commission may employ an executive director who 
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shall serve at the discretion of the commission. The commission 
may employ assistants to assist the executive director as required to 
coordinate training and to conduct investigations pursuant to 
section 36-32-5. The assistants shall serve at the discretion of the 
commission. The commission shall set the salaries of the executive 
director and assistants subject to the state personnel board’s salary 
scale. The commission may employ such clerical assistants as 
functions and duties may require, subject to the provisions of the 
state Merit System Act. Members of the commission shall receive 
$50.00 per diem for attending meetings of the commission, plus 
travel expenses as provided for by state travel laws, provided funds 
are available. 

“§ 36-32-4. The commission shall meet in regular session 
quarterly at a time and place in the state of Alabama to be 
designated in its bylaws. Special meetings may be called by the 
chairman, the vice-chairman or any three members by giving 
notice of the time, place and purpose of such special meeting at least 
five days before it is to be held, to each member of the commission. 
Such notice may be waived by all members of the commission, 
either before or after a special meeting. The commission shall adopt 
an official seal and the executive director shall be custodian of the 
seal and shall have authority to affix the seal to agreements and 
obligations of the commission. A quorum shall be a majority of the 
commission members. The governor shall summon the commission 
to its first meeting. 

'‘§ 36-32-5. (a) The commission shall have the following 
functions and duties together with all powers necessary or 
convenient for the performance thereof: 

''(1) To study, obtain data, statistics and Information and 
make reports concerning the recruitment, selection and training of 
fire-protection personnel in the state; to make recommendations for 
improvement in methods of recruitment, selection and training of 
such personnel. 

“(2) To recommend minimum curriculum requirements for 
schools operated for the specific purpose of training fire fighter 
recruits or fire protection personnel; 

“(3) To consider, hold public hearings on, adopt and 
promulgate such standards relating to trainees as fire protection 
personnel as set forth by the commission; 

'^(4) To consult and coordinate with any fire fighting agency, 
university, college, community college, the Alabama state fire 
college, or other educational institution concerning the 
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development of fire fighter training schools and programs of 
courses of instruction, including, but not limited to, education and 
training in the areas of fire science, fire technology, fire 
administration, and all allied and supporting fields: 

“(5) To encourage the establishment of fire-fighting training 
schools and courses on fire fighting in the educational institutions 
in the state; 

“(6) To gather statistics and data and make reports 
concerning the training of fire protection personnel and their 
accomplishments: 

“(7) To certify fire-fighting training and education programs 
as having attained the minimum required standards prescribed by 
such commission: 

“(8) To certify fire protection personnel in respect to their 
competence to perform fire service duties at various defined levels 
of responsibility as prescribed by such commission: 

“(9) To direct research in the field of fire fighting and 
prevention and to accept gifts and grants for such purposes: 

“(10) To consult with national fire service organizations or 
agencies concerning the training and certification of fire protection 
personnel in the state; 

“(11) To establish and utilize testing procedures and levels of 
grading which are consistently uniform with the standard 
prescribed by such commission: 

“(12) To make investigation to determine whether the 
requirements of this chapter and the rules, regulations and 
standards of the commission issued pursuant to this chapter are 
being observed and followed; 

“(13) To recommend to the attorney general, the district 
attorneys and other appropriate officials measures for the 
enforcement of the requirements of this chapter and the rules, 
regulations and standards issued by the commission pursuant to 
this chapter: 

“(14) To enter into cooperative agreements with state and 
local fire-fighting agencies for the effective coordination of fire¬ 
fighting training in the state: and 

“(15) To obtain the services and advice of experts in the field 
of fire-fighting for the purpose of aiding the commission in its 
studies, consideration, reports and recommendations, and the 
adoption of standards, rules and regulations: 
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“(b) To encourage the participation of local fire fighting 
agencies in the programs established by the commission. 

“§ 36-32-6. Regulations proposed by the commission shall, 
before becoming effective, be distributed to each firefighting 
agency, the professional fire fighters’ association of Alabama, the 
Alabama association of fire chiefs, the Alabama firemen’s 
association, and such other organizations of fire-fighting personnel 
as may be formed or organized from time to time. Such agencies 
and organizations shall be given a period of at least 45 days to 
comment upon such regulations before their final adoption by the 
commission. All bylaws of the commission and its regulations shall 
be kept current and shall be available to the public at all times. 

“§ 36-32-7. 'The minimum standards provided in this section 
shall apply to trainees who are to be employed as fire protection 
personnel by a public fire-fighting agency. No city or fire-fighting 
agency who provides fire protection to the public shall permanently 
employ any trainee as fire protection personnel who has not met the 
requirements of this section. 

“(1) Employment and Qualifications. The trainee shall be 
certified by a licensed practicing physician desigriated as in good 
health and physically fit for the performance of his duties as a fire 
fighter and shall meet the employment qualifications of the 
appointing authority. 

“(2) Training, (a) Fire Protection Personnel. Prior to 
permanent employment, or a period not exceeding 12 months after 
the date of employment, the trainee shall have met the 
requirements for certification as prescribed by the commission. 
Training shall be given by an instructor certified by the Alabama 
Fire Fighters Personnel Standards and Education Commission 
and the training may be administered within the department in 
which the applicant seeks to serve, if the department meets the 
requirements of the Commission for a training center. Upon the 
completion of training, the Commission shall administer a 
comprehensive written test to each applicant: and each applicant 
must pass said test as a condition of completion of such training. 

“(b) Volunteer Fire Fighter. A volunteer fire fighter may 
be certified by the commission as a volunteer fire fighter if the 
volunteer fire fighter shall have met the training requirements 
prescribed by the commission. Provided the training is conducted 
by an Instructor certified by and in facilities approved by the 
commission. Said training need not be during continuous sessions 
may be scheduled at different intervals during a period not 
exceeding 24 months for a total of 160 hours. 
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This subsection (b) shall not be construed as to mandate 
training for volunteer fire fighters, except for purposes of 
certification. 

§ 36-32-8. (a) Any person who shall permanently employ 
any trainee who, to the knowledge of the employer, fails to meet the 
minimum standards provided in section 36-32-7 or the standards, 
rules and regulations issued by the commission under this act, fails 
to meet the minimum standards provided in section 36-32-7, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be subject to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000.00 

“§ 36-32-11. Each fire-fighting agency in the state is hereby 
authorized to make agreements and arrangements for cooperation 
and mutual assistance in fire-fighting training, with the 
commission and with each other.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide for a minimum salary for certain probate judges. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. No probate judge who is on a salary and who serves 
as chairman of the county commission shall receive a total 
compensation less than $25,000 per year for serving as chairman 
and probate judge. This Act in no way affects probate judges 
earning more than $25,000 per year. 

Section 2. No probate judge who is on a salary and who does 
not serve as chairman of the county commission shall receive total 
compensation less than $22,500 per year. This Act in no way affects 
such probate judges earning more than $22,500 per year. 

Section 3. Any necessary funds needed to ensure a probate 
judge shall receive a total compensation of $25,000 per year or 
$22,500 per year as the case may be, shall be paid out of the 
respective county’s general fund. 
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Section 4. The provisions of this Act shall not affect the 
compensation of probate judges of counties where said judges are 
compensated on the basis of the fee system. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

ORDER 

WHEREAS, the Alabama Rules of Judicial Administration 
were adopted by the Supreme Court of Alabama on October 14, 
1976; and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court has given consideration 
to the amendment of Rule 18 and 19 of the Alabama Rules 
of Judicial Administration, 

IT IS THEREFORE, ORDERED that Rules 18 and 19, 
Alabama Rules of Judicial Administration, be, and they are 
hereby, amended to read as follows: 

RULE 18 
MAGISTRATES 

I. Administrative agency established. There is hereby 
established an administrative agency within the State of Ala¬ 
bama to be known as the “magistrates agency,'' which shall 
be composed of the persons and classes of persons hereinafter 
described. The persons and classes of persons who constitute 
the magistrates agency herein created shall serve at the pleasure 
of the appointing authority, except as otherwise provided herein, 
and shall exercise the powers and authority granted by this 
rule, other applicable rules and as provided by law. 

II. Magistrates agency composition. The magistrates 
agency herein created shall be organized in two divisions, a 
district court magistrates agency division and a municipal 
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court magistrates agency division, which may be utilized by 
municipalities maintaining a municipal court. 

(A) District Court Magistrates Agency Division. 

(1) Prior to the selection of magistrates and warrant 
clerks, the administrative director of courts (ADC) shall confer 
with the presiding circuit judge to determine the need and 
number of warrant clerks or magistrates, as well as the locations 
to be served by such officials. 

(2) The district court magistrates agency division shall 
include magistrates selected as follows: 

(a) All clerks of state trial courts and any person within 
the clerk^s office designated by the clerk to serve as a magistrate; 

(b) All persons serving as full-time magistrates or war¬ 
rant clerks on September 1, 1976, including those magistrates 
or warrant clerks who are and will continue to be merit sys¬ 
tem employees; 

(c) All persons appointed to serve as magistrates by the 
ADC, upon recommendation and nomination by the judge or 
judges and the clerk of the district court; and 

(d) Any judges of a court inferior to the circuit court 
in any county, municipal judges excluded, who are not qualified 
under the provisions of Amendment 328 to the Constitution of 
Alabama to continue to be a judge and whose judgeship is 
abolished by said Amendment 328 prior to the expiration of 
his term, may elect to automatically become a magistrate for 
the duration of his unexpired term as a judge, provided such 
election is made in writing and filed with the secretary of state 
prior to January 1, 1977. 

(3) Authority of Magistrates in the District Court Magis¬ 
trates Agency. Magistrates shall be considered the chief of¬ 
ficers of the district court magistrates agency, subject to the 
administrative direction of the clerk of the district court. The 
powers of a district court magistrate shall be limited to: 

(a) Issuance of arrest warrants, setting of bail under the 
direction of the court and, where such magistrate is licensed 
to practice law in Alabama, issuance of search warrants; 

(b) Granting of bail under the direction of the court in 
minor misdemeanor prosecutions; and 

(c) Receiving of pleais of guilty in minor misdemeanors 
where a schedule of fines has been suggested by rules. 

(4) The following fines are suggested for traffic infrac¬ 
tions :

Failure to dim 10.00

(5) On or before the tenth of each month, or upon order 
by the presiding judge of the district court, magistrates shall 
transfer all monies and records coming within their possession 
and control in their official capacity during the preceding 
calendar month to the clerk’s office for an accounting; pro¬ 
vided, however, that all monies and records relating to the 
summary disposition of traffic offenses shall be transferred 
to the clerk pursuant to Rule 19(C) (3) of these rules 

(6) In addition to magistrates as heretofore provided, 
warrant issuing magistrates, to be known as warrant clerks, 
may be appointed by the administrative director of courts 
(ADC) upon the recommendation and nomination of the district 
court judge or judges and the clerk serving such court. How¬ 
ever, the ADC is authorized to appoint any city clerk of a 
municipality with a population of 1,000 or more. These war¬ 
rant clerks shall be empowered to issue warrants pursuant to 
Section 12-17-251 (c) (1), Code of Alabama. Warrant clerks 
shall keep such records and follow such procedures as directed 
by the ADC. 

(B) Municipal Court Magistrates Agency Division. 

(1) The municipal court magistrates agency division shall 
be composed of magistrates selected as follows: 

((a) All clerks of municipal courts and any person within 
the clerk’s office designated by the ADC, upon recommendation 
of the clerk, to serve as a magistrate; and 

(b) All persons appointed to serve as magistrates by the 
ADC, upon recommendation by municipal judges. 

(2) Authority of Magistrates in the Municipal Court 
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Maeristrates Agency. Magistrates shall be considered the chief 
officers of the municipal court magistrates agency, subject to 
the administrative direction of the clerk of the municipal court. 
The powers of a municipal court magistrate shall be limited to: 

(a) Issuance of arrest warrants; 

(b) Granting of bail under the direction of the court in 
minor misdemeanor prosecutions; and 

(c) Receiving of pleas of guilty in minor misdemeanors 
where a schedule of fines has been suggested by rule.

RULE 19 

UNIFORM TRAFFIC INFRACTIONS 

(A) Complaint and summons; use; forms. 

(1) Traffic complaint and summons. The complaint and 
summons used in all traffic cases shall be the “Uniform Traffic 
Ticket and Complaint.” 

(2) Use of ticket. The uniform traffic ticket and com¬ 
plaint shall be used in all traffic cases in all courts of the 
state. Any ticket properly issued by a law enforcement officer 
shall be accepted for filing and disposition in any court having 
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jurisdiction over the alleged offense. 

(3) Form of traffic complaint and summons. The form, 
content and numbering schemes of the uniform traffic ticket 
and complaint shall be prescribed by the administrative director 
of courts (ADC). 

(4) Issuance of tickets to law enforcement officers. Each 
law enforcement agency shall issue the tickets for use by each 
officer within that agency. Each law enforcement agency 
shall obtain its supply of the uniform traffic ticket and com¬ 
plaint through purchasing and distribution channels prescribed 
by the ADC. 

(5) Accountability for tickets. 

(a) Law enforcement agencies. Each law enforcement 
agency shall be responsible for the proper accounting and use 
of all uniform traffic tickets and complaints stocked by that 
agency. All law enforcement officers issuing a traffic ticket 
shall complete and sign the ticket, serve a copy of the com¬ 
pleted ticket upon the defendant and, without unnecessary delay, 
normally within 48 hours, file the court copies of the uniform 
traffic ticket and complaint with the court. 

(b) Courts. The presiding judge, judge or clerk of each 
court shall designate personnel to be responsible for accounting 
for all uniform traffic tickets and complaints used in said 
court. Said personnel shall be responsible for the proper 
disposition and accounting of said tickets and shall cause to be 
prepared and submitted records and reports relating to the 
uniform traffic ticket and complaint on a regular, systematic 
basis, not less than monthly, to the ADC. 

(B) Schedule of fines. 

(1) All courts shall post a schedule of fines and costs for 
minor traffic infractions. This schedule shall be distributed 
to all law enforcement agencies and officers operating within 
the jurisdiction of the court and shall be prominently displayed 
in the offices of the magistrates and clerks of court. 

(2) Schedule of fines. 

(a) Schedule of fines. The following fines are suggested 
for traffic infractions in district and municipal courts:

Provided, in the event the defendant fails to appear on 
the scheduled court date, the court in its discretion may increase 
the amount of fine. 

(b) Municipal court. 

(i) In addition to the fines suggested in (B) above, a 
municipality may, by municipal ordinance, esteblish a schedule 
of fines for the summary disposition of additional traffic of¬ 
fenses; provided, however, that the following violations shall 
be excluded from such schedule: 

(1) violations resulting in personal injury; 

(2) operation or possession of motor vehicles while in¬ 
toxicated ; 

(3) reckless driving; 

(4) felonies or indictable offenses; 

(5) operation of motor vehicles without operator’s license 
or while license is suspended or revoked; and 

(6) where the alleged offense is a moving violation and the 
alleged offender has previously been convicted of two 
or more moving violations within the preceding 12 
months. 

(ii) The governing body of a municipality shall have the 
power to establish a fine and cost schedule for the summary 
disposition of parking offenses and shall administratively ad¬ 
judicate all such offenses regardless of whether a municipality 
has abolished its court and elected to come within the district 
court system. The governing body of a municipality may ap¬ 
point magistrates to determine parking offense disputes. Ap¬ 
peals from such administrative adjudication shall lie to the 
appropriate circuit court for a trial de novo in accordance with 
the provisions of Code of Alabama, Sections 12-11-30, 12-14-70 
and 12-14-71.

(C) Procedures. 
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(1) Defendant’s appearance, plea and waiver of trial. 
A defendant charged with a traffic infraction where a schedule 
of fines has been suggested by rule or by a municipality which 
lawfully may be processed bv a magistrate may, within seven 
days, or, in the discretion of the magistrate, not later than 24 
hours before the court date shown on the ticket: 

(1) appear in person at the magistrate’s office, sign the 
plea of guilty and waiver of trial provision on the ticket and 
pay the fine and costs; provided, that the magistrate retains 
the copy of the ticket; or 

(ii) sign the guilty plea and waiver of trial provisions on 
the ticket and mail the ticket and the amount of the fine and 
costs to the clerk of the court. Remittance by mail of the fine 
and costs constitutes a guilty plea and waiver of trial whether 
or not the guilty plea and waiver of trial provision on the ticket 
are signed by the defendant. Should the amount tendered be 
insufficient, such money received by the magistrate or clerk 
shall be considered to be a partial payment of the lawful pen¬ 
alty, applied by the clerk to the fines and costs and disbursed 
as required by law. The clerk may give notice of such in¬ 
sufficiency and a supplemental summons or warrant of arrest 
shall be issued for the offender’s arrest, and a judgment shall 
be entered by the magistrate of court for the balance of the 
penalty due. 

(2) Issuance of notice, summons or warrant. When a 
defendant fails to appear pursuant to a ticket issued to him, 
the court may in its discretion issue further notice and increase 
the amount of fine, or issue a supplemental summons or war¬ 
rant and forfeit bail according to law, the case thereafter being 
disposed of as a court case upon the arrest of the defendant. 

(3) Fines and court costs paid to clerk of the court. Fines 
and costs from the summary disposition of minor traffic in¬ 
fractions shall be paid to the clerk of the court, who shall 
dispense said funds as provided by law; provided, however, 
that magistrates serving outside the office of clerk shall trans¬ 
fer all records, including the ticket and plea of guilty, within 
48 hours of receipt thereof, and all fines and costs in accord¬ 
ance with rules adopted by the ADC. 

(D) Declaration of approval. The uniform traffic ticket 
and complaint, which is attached hereto and marked as Attach¬ 
ment One to this rule, is hereby approved and declared to be 
sufficient for each of the offenses listed therein. 

These amendments shall become effective January 1, 1980.

RULE D. 

Summons.

(3) Retired and supernumerary justices and judges, who 
are serving full time at the request of the chief justice, on 
the Supreme Court or on either of the courts of appeals or on 
any circuit court or district court in the state, in an active duty 
status, shall be required to comply with all of these Canons. 

This amendment to the Compliance with the Canons of 
Judicial Ethics shall be effective April 2, 1980.

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court Advisory Committee on 
the Alabama Canons of Judicial Ethics has recommended an 
amendment to Canon 2 (C) and the recommendation has been 
approved by this Court, 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED that Canon 2 (C) of the 
Alabama Canons of Judicial Ethics be amended to read as 
follows: 
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CANON 2 

A Judge Should Avoid Impropriety and the Appearance of 

Impropriety in All His Activities 

A. (No change.) 

B. (No change.) 

C. A judge should not allow his family, social, or other 
relationships to influence his judicial conduct or judg¬ 
ment. He should not lend the prestige of his 

to advance the private interests of others; nor should 
he convey or permit others to convey the impression 
that they are in a special position to influence him. 
He should not testify voluntarily as a character wit¬ 
ness at any hearing before any court, or judicial or 
governmental commission. 

COMMENTARY 

Public confidence in the judiciary is eroded by irresponsi¬ 
ble or improper conduct by judges. A judge must avoid all 
impropriety and appearance of impropriety. He must expect 
to be the subject of constant public scrutiny. He must, ther^ 
fore, accept restrictions on his conduct that might be viewed 
as burdensome by the ordinary citizen and should do so freely 
and willingly. 

The testimony of a judge as a character witness injects 
the prestige of his office into the proceeding in which he testi¬ 
fies and may be misunderstood to be an official testimonial. 
This Canon, however, does not exempt a judge from testifying 
if he is officially summoned. This Canon does not per^ se pro¬ 
hibit a judge from writing a letter of recommendation dis¬ 
closing personal information of someone^s experience, character 
or ability. Such letter, however, should not be written if the 
recipient is engaged in litigation before the judge or it is 
that the recipient will be engaged in proceedings that would 
ordinarily come before the court.

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED that Rule 4(a) and (c) 
of the Rules of Disciplinary Enforcement be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

RULE 4 

THE DISCIPLINARY BOARD OF THE 
ALABAMA STATE BAR 

(a) Establishment and Membership of the Disciplinary 
Board, 

The Board of Commissioners of the Alabama State Bar 
shall appoint from among their number five five-member 
boards, each to be known as “The Disciplinary Board of the 
Alabama State Bar" (hereinafter referred to as the “Dis¬ 
ciplinary Board"). Ajs used in these Rules, “Disciplinary 
Board" shall refer to that Board involved in a particular 
disciplinary proceeding. The membership of each Board 
shall consist of two (2) members appointed for an initial 
term of three years, two (2) members appointed for an 
initial term of two years, and one (1) member appointed 
for an initial term of one year. Members thereafter ap¬ 
pointed, except to fill unexpired terms, shall be appointed 
for a term of three years. 

Members of the Board of Bar Commissioners who are not 
appointed to either of the five five-member Disciplinary 
Boards or to the Disciplinary Commission, may be appointed 
by the Chairman of the Disciplinary Board hearing a mat¬ 
ter, when needed, to insure a quorum of that Board. A 
roster shall be made of such members, and appointnients 
shall be made from the roster on a rotation basis. 

(c) Establishment of quorum. 

Four members shall constitute a quorum. Each Board 
shall act only with concurrence of a majority of three.

Interest in excess of the rate permitted by law is usurious. All 
states provide penalties for taking such interest. 

Many state statutes provide that the defense of usury is not avail¬ 
able to a corporation.
